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PREFACE. 



The following pi^es, offered to the attention of the Scripture student, are the 
result of a long and diligent study of the word of God ; for the purpose of bring- 
ing into one connected view, by a consecutive arrangement under separate 
heads, all. those important passages of Scripture, which — commencing with the 
awful judgments about to be inflicted upon an apostate world, lead us forward, 
through a blessed millennium, to that farthest verge of prophetic vision, "when 
God shall be all in all.'* As it has been the primary object of the Author to col- 
lect into one focus, all the light of the prophetic testimony respecting the Re- 
deemer's second advent, millennial reign, &c., it is to be hoped, that the reader 
will not give the work a mere cursory perusal ; but that in reverence to the 
divine bracles, as well as in justice to himself, he will carefully examine all the 
Scripture passages referred to, (although some texts, which embrace different sub- 
jects, maybe alluded to more than once ;) and thus, diligently ' read, mark, learn, 
and inwardly digest,' the word of God, proving all the doctrines herein set forth 
by the law and the testimony, knowing, that if they speak not according to tliis 
word, it is because there is no truth in them. The many days of anxious and 
careful investigation required for the completion of the present work, will be 
more than abundantly repaid, should it prove in the least degree beneficial to th& 
Christian inquirer ; and, surely, the utility of such a compilation will not be 
questioned, when the momentous character of the sublime events foretold, is 
taken into consideration, together with the circumstance, that few, however de- 
sirous of being fully acquainted with those parts of Scripture illustrative thereof, 
have- either time, or sufficient perseverance, to search out for themselves that 
mass of satisfactory evidence which can be collected : this is here done ready 
to the handi — the testimony drawn from every part of the, Bible, being in the 
limited compass of a few pages, and placed in a systematical connexion of texts, 
either extracted or xeferred to, as best adapted to the argument ; — forming a com- 
plete and compendious view of that which God has been pleased to reveal con- 
cerning these important subjects. 

And although this process of Scripture study may cost some time and labour, 
the Christian reader may expect, thereby, to reap abundant profit, as the reward 
of obedience to the command of our blessed Lord — "'Search the Scriptures, for 
in them ye think ye have eternal life : and they are they which testify of me:'* 
and also to obtain that blessing which H« has^ especially promised to the study 
of the prophetic word, " Blessed is he that readeth, and they that hear the words 
of this prophecy, and keep those things which are written therein. Rev. i. 3. and 
xxii. 7. 

Such is the work now offered to the Public in all humility, by one, not uncon- 
scious that imperfections may be found mixed up with his labours ; yet, as 
his sole object was the hope of strengthening and benefiting the church, to 
the praise and glory of Jesus Christ the Head, it is put forth with earnest prayer 
to the Father of all mercies, to grant His blessing upon its perusal, that it may 
be to the comfort nnd edification of " those, who, by reason of use have their 
senses exercised to discern both good and evil :*' — ** not in the words which man's 
wisdom teacheth, but which the Holy Ghost teacheth ; — comparing spiritual 
things with spiritual.'' 
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ihe power tliereof." And in v. 13 their viler apostacy is declared — 
" But evil men and seducers thallwax worst and worse, iitceivin^ 
and being deceived" (as is declared in 2 Thess. ii. 1 1, 12): and in 
2 Peter, ii. 12, their inevitable doom — " Bnt these, as natural 
brute beasts, made to be taken and destroyed, speak evil of the 
things that they understand not, and shall utterly perish in their 
own corruption." Tliese are the unjust spoken of in v. 9, who are 
" reserved iinlo the day of judgmtnt to be punished," and " to 
whom the mist of darkness is reserved for ever," «. 17. And in 
V. 1 ^3, we have a full descriplion of the nature of this apostacy— 
" But there were false prophets also amon^ the people, even as there 
shall be false teachers among you, who privily shall bring w. 
damnable heresies, even defying the Lord that bought them, and 
bring upon themselves swift destruction. And many shall follow 
their pernicious ways, by reason of whom the way of truth shall be 
evil spoken of ; and through covetousness shM they with feigned 
words make merchandize of you, whose judgment now of a long 
timtfingeTelh not, and their damnaliomlumbereth not ;" and then 
it is declared in v. 4 — 9, that God will deal with them after the 
example or type of the destruction of the ungodly by the flood, and 
of Sodom and Gomorrah by fire. The same apostasy, its ungod- 
liness, and inevitable fiery doom, are treated of in Jude 3, 4, 13, 
and in v. 14, 1.5, in Enoch's prophecy, where it is said, that the 
judgment is to be executed upon them by the Lord himself; when 
" the Lord cometh with ten thousand of his saints." And in ti, 18 
they are styled the mockers, who should be " in the last times, walk- 
ing after their ungodly lusts— sensual, not having the SpiriL" But 
to return to 2 Tim., see ch. iv. 3, 4, where this departure from ike 
faith once delivered to the saints is more cleeuly predicted ; " For 
the time wili come when they will not endure sound doctrine, but 
after their own lusts shall they heap to themselves teachers, having 
itching ears ; and they shall turn away their ears from the truth, 
and shall be turned unto fables." See also 1 Tim. iv. 1 , 2 — " Now 
the Spirit speaketh expressly. Hint in the latter \imcs some shall 
■departfrom Ihe faith, giving heed to seducing spirits, and doctrines 
of devils; speaking lies in hypocrisy; having their conscience 
seared with a hot iron." And again, 2 Peter lii. 3 — 9 : " Knowing 
this first, that there shall come in the last dayi scoffers, walking after 
their own lusts, and (in the spirit of infidelity) saying, ' Where 
Is the promise of hit coming ? for, since the fathers fell asleep, all 
things continue as they were from the beginning of the creation. 
For this'they willingly are ignorant of, that by the word of God the 
heavens were of old, and the earth standiug out of the water and in 
the water ; whereby the world that then was, being overflowed with 
water, perished ; but the heavens and the earth which are now, by 
the same word are kept in store, reserved waXa fite against the day of 
judgntent, and perdition of ungodbj men." These are the nnifodly 
infidel apostates — the scq^ersof the last days, ti, 3.^" But, beloved, 
be not ignor^mt of this one thing, that one day is with the Lord efi

e day." And though 



these scoffers deoj and deride the promise of the Lord's personal 
coming to judgmeut ; yet "'the Lord is not slack concerning his 
promise, as some men count slackness ; but is long stiiferin^ to us- 
ward, not willing thai any should perish, but that all should come 
to repentance. But the day of the Lord will come as a thief in 
the night; in the which the heavens shall pass away with a great 
noise, and the elements shall melt with fervent heat ; tlie earth also, 
and the works that are therein, shall be burned up." Our Lord 
clearly predicts this antichristian or iafidel apostasy to be at tke 
(ime of the end of this age or dispensation — see Malt. xxiv. 
3, 4, 5, 10, 13, 24. His apostles had (in v. 3) asked hira to ex- 
plain to them the sign of his second coming (personally), and of 
the end of this age, wlien he gave them the following signs, eccle- 
siastical and civil, which should immediately precede it — " Take 
heed that no aian deceive you, for many shall come in my name, 
saying, ' lam CAmC (this is evidently the last form of the beast, 
or infidel anti-Christ), and shall deceive many. And ye shall bear 
of wars and rumours of wars ; see that ye be not troubled ; for all 
these things must come to pass, but the end is not yet" (the end of 
the world or age, inquired of in v. 3). Then, in v. 7, there are fore- 
told the convulsions in the natural and political worlds; and, in v, 
9, the persecutions of the true church by her enemies of all na- 
tions, and in v. 1 0, the betrayal and hatred of false and apostate 
brethren, and in w. U, it is again said, " Many false prophets (or 
teachers in the church) shall rise u|i and deceive many, and because 
iniquity shall abound (in the visible Christian church), the love of 
many shall wax cold. But he that shall endure ttnfo the end, the 
same shall be saved- And the gospel of the kingdom shall be 
preached in all the world, for a uiUness unto all nations ; and then 
iliailtkt end come." (This is the end of this dispensation, referred 
to in t». 3, 6, !3, the same as treated of in Daniel xi. 33—35, 40, 
xii. 4, 9, viii. 17, 19, being the enrfof the 42 months, or 1260 days, 
or "times, time, and half a time," in Rev, xi. 2, 3, xii. 6, xiii. 5, and 
Dan.vii. 22, 25.) Then.inMatt.sxiv. 15, we have this infidel apos- 
tacy and persecution predicted under the figure of " the abomina- 
tion of desolation, standing in the holy place," spoken of by Daniel 
sii. 11 (which is antichrist under its papal and infidel forms) ; in 
V. 21, 22, we have the prediction of the judgments upon the apos- 
tate Chiistian nations, sasA an awfal tribulation as has never been 
from the creation to (/lis time, nor ever shall be ; so great and over- 
whelming, that except those days be j/iorfenei^, there shall no fiesh 
be saved ; but for the elect's sake (it is promised) those days of ven- 
geance shall be shortened. Then, m v. 23, 24, 26, the false 
Chriats (or Anli-Christs) and false prophets are again foretold to 
arise in the church, just before the coirung of the Son of Man in the 
clouds of heaven with power and glory, to the jadgment of the 
apostate Christian nations. " For there shall arise false Christs 
and false prophets (or teachers), and shall show great signs and 
wonders, insomuch that, if it were possible, tliey shall de^'eive the 
ery elect;" and the remaiuder of the chapter i» taken up with the 
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prophetic dGscription ol' the Second Advent of Christ to this judg'- 
mentof llie quick, and the gathering together of his elect from the 
four winds, and their preservation in the midst of these fiery judg- 
ment*. Also, in chap. xx». 1 — 13, in the parable of the ten vir- 
gins, we have the present apostate state of the church clearly fore- 
told, and find that five of the ten were foolish (or improvident), 
and had no oil in their vessels at the time of the apjtroach of the 
Bridegroom, and that after he came and went in with the five wise 
vii^ns to the marriage-feaat, the foolish were shut out, and came 
to the door, crying, " Lord, Lord, opCR unto us ;" but he answered 
and said, " Verily I say unto you, / know you not." I understand 
this answer of our Ixird as equivalent to a total rejeation of these 
foolish virgins ; and that the same apostacy nnd final rejection are 
predicted in chap. vii. 21, 23 — " Not every one that saith onto 
me. Lord, Lord, shall enter into the kingdom of heaven, (or Mil- 
lenial kingdom, for which he teaches us to pray, " Thy kingdom 
come, thy will be done on earth as it is in heaven ;") but he that 
doeth the will of my Father which is in heaven. Many shaJl say 
unto me in that day (the day of his appearing). Lord, Lord, have 
we not prophesied in thy name, and in tby name done many won- 
derful works? And then will I profess unto them I never knev) 
you (the same expression as in chap. xxv. 12); Depart from me, 
ye that -wmk iniquity." The view here taken of the foolish virgins, 
as indicative of the total apostasy of a great portion of thevisiUe 
church at the end of this age, and of their final rejection, as im- 
plied in our Lord's reproof, " Verily i say unto you, I know you 
not,'' and " Depart from me, ye that work iniquity,'' is further con- 
firmed by a parallel passage in Luke xjiL 25—29, where in v. 27 
it is thus expressed — " But he shall say, I tell you I know you not 
whence ye are ; depart from me, alt ye workers of iniquity ;" and 
then the following damnatory words are added — " There shall be 
weeping and gnashing of teeth, when ye shall see Abraham, and 
Isaac, and Jacob, and all the prophets, in the kingdom of God, and 
you yourselves thrust out ;" and that this is the millenial kingdom 
on this earth is manifest from the next verse — " And they shall 
come from the east, and from the west, and from the north, and 
from the south, and shall sit down in the kingdom of God." Further, 
that this will take place at the coming of the Bridegroom, or second 
advent of Christ (as in Matt. wv. 6), is fully proved by u. 25, 26, 
where it is said, " When once the Master of the hotise is ristji up, and 
hath shut to the door, and ye (the foolish vii^ins of Malt, xxv.) 
begin to stand without, and to knock at the door, saying. Lord, 
Lord, open unto us, and he shall answer and say unto you, 1 
know you not whence ye are ; then shall ye begin to say. We have 
eaten and drunk in thy presence, and thou hast taught in our 
streets. But he shall say, I tell you, I know you not whence ye 
are, depart from me all ye workers of iniquity." But to return to 
our Lord's discourse in Matt. xxv. 31 — 46, where is more clearly 
predicted the separation from the righteous, and eternal condemna- 
tion of all these apostate Christian nations, at his second advent. 



" Wlieii the Son of Man shall come in his ^lory, and all the holy 
angcla with hitii. then shall he sii upon the throne of his glory (as 
ill Dan. vii. 9 — 14, and Re*, -xx. .4), and before him shall be 
gathered ail nations," (that is all Christian nations, because this 
judgmQiit is conducted on Christian principles, ihe test of aacept- 
ance or rejection beiu^ the obedience of gospel faith, and dis* 
obedience ofun belief.) " And before him shall be gathered all na- 
tions (evidently, therefore, a judgment of the living on the earth, 
as there are no national distinctions in the invisible world of spirits), 
and he shall separate them one from another as a shepherd divideth 
his sheep from the goats, and he shall set the sheep on his right 
hand, but the goats on the left, then shall the Ring say unt^ them 
(his true and faithful disciples) on his right hand, Come, yc blessed 
of my Father, inherit the kingdom prepared for you from the foun- 
dation of the world."—" Then shall he say unto them. on the left hand 
(the apostates), Depart from me, ye cursed, into cTerlaating fire, pre- 
pared lor the devil and his angels. And these shall go away into 
everlasting punishment, but the rightemis into life eternal." And 
in the parable of the unjust judge (Luke xviii. 1 — 8) our Lord 
, absolutely assures us, that when God (that is himself, for " judg- 
■mejit is committed unto the Son"), cometh to avenge his own elect, 
wJtich cry day and night nnto him, though he bear long with them 
(see a parallel passage in Rev. vi. 10), that at that /ime, instead 
of fiudingthe church in an improf erf state, he will 6nd little or no 
faith on the earth, wtricli is certainly Implied in the question, 
" Nevertheless, when the Son of Man cometh, shall he find faith 
on the earth V See a parallel passage to this fn 2 Peter iii. 8, 9, 
already quoted, and In Heb. x. 26, 27, where this apostacy and its 
certain fiery doom, are alluded to in the following words ; — " If we 
sin wilfully (or apostatize) after that we have received the knowledge 
of the truth, there remaineth no more sacrifice for sin (for then " the 
Master of the house is risen up and hath shut to the door,"— (/lis day 
or dispensation of grace is ended, and the day of judgment begun: — 
for He " shall appear the second time without a sin offering unto 
salvation,'' ch, ix. 28) ; but a certain fearful looking-for of judg- 
ment and fiery indignation, which shall devour the advei'saries" (as in 
2Tbess. i. 8 and ii. 8). " He that despised Moses' law died without 
mercy under two or three witnesses: of how mvch sorer punishment, 
suppose ye, shall he be thought worthy, who hath trodden under 
foot the Son of God, and hath counted the blood of the covenant, 
wherewith he was sanctified, an unholif thing, and hath done despite 
unto the Spirit of grace ?" and the next verse fully proves, that it 
is the last, infidel apostacy which is here alluded to, and the conse- 
quent fiery judgment, of the coming of Christ the second time, — 
" For we know him that hath said. Vengeance belongelh unto me, 
I will recompense, saith the Lord," And again, " The Lord wHl 
judge his people."— (This is not the Lord the Father, but the Loni 
the iSbn, at the day of his personal appearing; because he says, 
in John, V. 22, 27, " The Father judgeth no man, but hath 
committed all judgment unto the Son, — and hath given him autho- 



rliy to execute judgment^ because he U the Son of Mai 
■ ■ X. 42. "Uislie(ChriBt)whicli» " " -" - 






IS ordained of God to be the 
Judge of quick and dead;" antlagain, iviii. 31, " He hath appointed 
a. day, id the which he will judge tlie world in righteousnass by that 
Man whom he hath ordained:" and also, Rom. ii. 16, " la the day 
when GtKl shall judge the secrets of men by Jesua Christ.'') — And 
the present duty of the true church of Christ is given in Heb. x- 3b, 
" Not forsaking the assembling of yourselves together, as the man- 
ner of some is ; but exhorting one another, and so muck the more, 
as ye see the day approaching," — the day of judgment and fiery 
indignation. This apostacy is again referred U> in chap, ti, 4 — fi, 
" For it is impossible for those who were once enlightened, and have 
tasted tlie heavenly gift, and were made partakers of the Holy 
Ghost, and have tasted the good word of God, and the powers of 
the world to come ; if they shall fall away (or apostatize) to renew 
them again unto repentance ; seeing they crucify to tbeniselves the 
Son of God afresh, and put him to an open Ehame." And in v. 8, 
these apostates are compared to the earth which was cursed with 
briers and thorns, and are, like it, rejected, and whose end is the 
same, given up " to be burned," Also in chap. iii. 7, and chap, ii, 
this is more clearly intimated, and a warning given to the Chris- 
tian church not to fall into the same spirit of apostacy in this 
day or Gospel dispensation, as the Israelites did in tkar day of 
provocation and temptation in the wilderness ; and a parallel is 
drawn between the Israelitish apostacy and condemnation, and that 
of which the Christian church ig here forewarned ; because it is 
said expressly, inchap.iv.il, that the former were an example or 
type of the latter ; and as they fell in the wUderTiess through an evil 
heart of unbelief in departing from the living God, and did not 
enter into Canaan (the typical promised rest), under their leader 
Joshua; bo, the Christian churdt, when it should fall into «tmiZar 
apostacy, should likewise be consumed by God's wrath, and should 
not enter into that rest (the antitype of the former) which remain' 
eth for the people of God. This is the millenial rest, or keeping of 
a sabbath, as the margin reads; for it was the opinion of the Jews 
and primitive Christian Fathers, that the world would exist six 
millenaries, or six thousand years, and that the seventh would be 
hallowed in the keeping of a millenial sabbath, during which it 
would be restored to its paradisiacal perfection and felicity. The 
reader is requested to peruse attentively verses 7, 8 — 12, 13 — 19, 
of the third chapter, and chap. iv. 1, 2, 6, 9, 11, 12. 1 would 
just make the following observation upon the 12th and 13lh 
verses of this fourth chapter : — " For the Word of God is quick and 
powerful, and sharprr than any iuwet^ed sword, piercing even to the 
dividing asunder of soul and spirit, and of the joints and marrow, and 
is a discerner of the thoughts and intenls of the heart. Neither is 
there any creature that is not manifest in his sight '. but all things- 
are naked and open unto the eyes of him with whom we have to 
do." The 12th verse is generally wrested from the context and 
misapplied to llie power of the Scriptures, ixndet the Spirit's influence, 
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to enlighten the understanding, convince tlie soul of sin, and to con- 
vert the heart. The term'' Worrf o/" God'' is aUomiBUnderstood, as if 
it meant the preaciied word; whereas, when taken with the context, it 
is palpably evident that it is nothing more nor leijs than a Eublinie 
prophetic description of the second advent of Christ to judgment, 
who 18 here (as elsewhere) styled. The Word of God — the second 
person in the Trinity, to whom all judgment is committed by the 
Father. In the 1 1 th verse, the Christian church is solemnly warned 
to labour to eoter into that rest, lest any man fall short after the 
same example or type of unbelief, as the Israelites : and why this 
solemn warning? Whereia consists the danger of this apostacy? 
This is immediately answered in the next, " For " Christ " the Word 
of God," is living and powerful, and sharper than any two-edged 
sword, piercing even to the dividing of sou! and spirit," &c. See 
Rev. xix. 1 3, where, in a parallel passage descriptive o( the second 
advent, Christ ia emphatically styled by this very name,—-" And 
He was clothed with a vesture dipped in blood, and his name is 
coiled the Word of God;" also, verse 15, where thesame expression, 
indicating divine punishment, is used, namely, '' Out of his mouth 
goeth a sharp sword, that with it He should smite the nations ;" 
and V, 21, " The remnant were slain with the siuord of him that sat 
upon the horse ;" also, chap. ii. 1 6, " I will fight against them with 
the Mf orij of my month ;" and in chap, i. 16, we have nearly the 
same words, — not merely a sharp sword, but a " sharp two-edged 
sword." It is the more marvellous that this 12th verse of the fourth 
of Hebrews could be so wrested as to be applied to the Bible, wlien 
all commentators allow that the lOih verse refers solely to God in 
his omniscient character: and yet this 13th verse is connected with 
the former; and if so, it must be allowed that the same person is 
spoken of in both ; here, in v. 1 3, denoted to be a person (and not a 
thing), because the personal pronoun is twice used, namclv. '* his 
sight," and " the eyes of llim ," therefore " Ike Word of God" in 
V, 12, cannot he a. thing merely, such as the Bible, or anything 
else; but a /person, and that the second person in the Trinity: in 
one word, it must be allowed by all fair and honest criticism, that a 
person is spoken of in both verses, or a thing in both ; but that a 
thing is spoken of in the 13th verse none will allow : therefore, the 
consequence is conclusive, that Christ, in his kingly and judicial 
character, is the person alluded to in hath verses. In chap. xii. 
15, 25, 29, the same apostacy is again hinted at. " looking dili- 
gently lest any ma.n fall from the grace of God" [margin]. " See 
that ye refuse not him that speaketh ; for if they escaped not who 
refused him that spake on earth, much more shall not ice escape, 
if we turn away from him that speaketh from heaven: whose voice 
then shook the earth ; but nam he hath promised, saying, Yet once 
more I shake not the earth only, but also heaven.'' This shaking of 
the heaven and earth to bring about the new heaven and nnu earth. 
in which dwelleth righteousness {as in 2 Pet. iii. 10—13) and that 
raiUenial kingdom, in this new heaven and earth, which cannot be 
moved, will take place at the coming of Christ to judgment ; who 



then will be a consuming tire to the apostate Christian nations, as 
stated in v. 29, " For our God is (or will be) a consuming fire." 
But I would TequpEt the reader diligently to peruse the xith of 
RomnnB, where St. Paul particularly alludes to this apOBlacy id the 
gentile Christian church, at the end of this dispensation ; and its 
consequent judgment and ttlter rejection, and the election of Israel, 
or the Jewish church in its itmd: and however the Papal and 
Protestant commentators in general have not seen, or affected not 
to see, this antichristian apostacy and final rejection, so plainly 
intimated throughout all this chapter, yet it is quite impossible 
clearly and logically to understand the Apostle's meaning without it. 
See from the 18th verse — " Boast not against the (Jewish) 
branches : but if thou boast (remember), thou bearest not iht root, 
but the root thee. Thou wilt say then, TTie branches were broken 
oif that I might be graffed in. Well ; because of unhelief they 
were broken off, and (Aou standest by failh. (Now, reader, 
mind the forewarning.) " Be not Ai^A-minded, but fear" — 
(as in Heb. iv, I , "Let vs therefore fear, lest, a promise being 
left u$ of entering into his rest, any of you, should seem to 
corns short" through unbelief); — " For if God spared not 
the natural (Jewish) branches, (on account of their apostacy), 
take heed lest he also spare not thee. Behold, therefore, the 
goodness and seventy of God; on them which fell, severity; 
but toward thee, goodness if thou continue in his goodness; 
otherwise thou also shall be cut off." (Observe, this ii the 
same forewarning as in Heb. iii. 6—12, and x. 26—29, 31). 
Then the apostle, v. 25, asserts the vast importance of rightly un- 
derstanding the full scope and design of God's purpose respecting 
this apostacy of the gentile Christian church, and re-«lection of the 
Jewish in its stead, and calls it a mystery — " For I would riot, 
brethren, that ye should be ignorant of this mystery, lest ye skotUd 
be wise in your own conceits, that blindness (only) in part is hap^ 
pened unto Israel, imtil the fulness of the gentiles be come in ;" that 
is, until the full number of his elect among the gentiles be com- 
pleted, and when that is accomplished, then " the times of the gen- 
tiles" (Luke xxi, 24), or this present gentile Christian dispensation, 
will be at an end ; ending too w*lh the apostacy of all the Chris- 
tian nations ; and then that blindness, which now in part has hap- 
pened to the Jews, will be removed; and they be grafted into 
their own olive tree, in the place of the rejected apostate gentile 
branches. " And so a// Israel shall be saved, as it is written. 
There shall come out of Sion the Deliverer, and shall turn away 
ungodliness from Jacob. For this is my covenant unto them, when 
I shall take away their sins. As concerning the gospel, they are 
enemies for your sakes ; but as touching the electioti, they are 6c- 
loved for the fathers' sakes. (Their fathers, Abraham, Isaac, and 
Jacob, with whom this everlasting covenant was made, and also 
with theirsced. See Jer. xxxi. 31—34.) For the gifts and calling 
of God are without repentance. For as ye (gentiles) in times past 
have not believed God (that is during the old Jewish dispensation). 



yet have nowobtained mercy lliroiigh (At^iVimbelief! even to have 
these also titm (during the gospel dispensation) not Ijelieved in your 
mercy, that they also may obtain mercy" (through 7/our unbelief, 
which is understood.) This is the true translation of the Greek 
and Vulgate. I have added the words, " ttiVougb your unbelief," 
which are evidently understood by the apostle, the strict reasoning 
and logical antithesis in these two verses absolutely requiring it, 
and, as is further proved by the next verse—" For God hath con- 
cluded them all (all the Jews, or shut them all up together) in un- 
belief, that he might have mercy upon all." The apostle having 
been taught this secret mystery by the Holy Ghost, touching the 
council and purpose of God towards the Jews and gentiles, and 
being filled with amazement, immediately bursts out into the fol- 
lowing sublime exclamation : — " O, the depth of the riches both of 
the wisdom and knowledge of God ! How unsearchable are his. 
judgments, and his ways past findingout!" The apostle had just 
learned this great trutli, that it was God's purpose or determina- 
tion to teach a grand moral lesson to his fallen creatures, in 
order to. manifest, in the sight of the universe, his own infinite good- 
ness and mercy towards tbem, and their total depravity and re- 
bellious ins;ratttude in return; His divine sovereignty, and their 
moral inability to stand in their own strength ; and, therefore, that 
the final pei'severance of his saints depends not upon themselves, 
but upon //iiji, who upholds them in mysterious union unto himself, 
by his Holy Spirit dwelling in them. Tliis is fully seen in the de- 
velopment of bis purpose, viz. : — He first chooses the Jews, and 
bestows upon them all his favours (to the exclusion of the gentiles), 
but the more he favours them, the more they ungratefully rebel 
against him ; the more lie expresses his love towards ihem, the more 
they show their haired towards him ; till his long-suffering goodness 
is exhausted, and, in order to vindicate his own honour and glory, 
he gives them up entirely to themselves, when they totally apos- 
tatize from him, and he rejects them ; but only for a cerlain time 
(having made an everlasting covenant with their fathers), during 
which he chooses the gentiles in thtir stead, who prove themselves 
to be as wicked and rsbellious as the Jews, or even worse (having had 
their example before them to profit by), and at length they utterly 
apostatize. He then rejects them also, but with this difference, not 
merely lor a certain time, but /or ever. And now once more elects 
the Jews, taking them in the room of the gentiles, converts and 
sanctifies them, never suffers ihem to fall away again, but evermore 
upholds them by his own sovereign almighty power, that so their 
everlasting perseverance might be made manifest to be not from 
themselves, but from him alone. Thus he fuliils his covenanted 
promises to their fathers, for whose sakes they are stUl beloved — 
" For the gifts and calling of God (towards tfiem) are without re- 
pentance." " And so all Israel shall be saved, as it is written, 
There shall come out of Zlon the Deliverer (Messiah in person), and 
shall turn away ungodliness from Jacob: for this is my covenant 
unto them, when I shall take away their sin." See this everlasting 
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covenant witli the fathers unci their seed, " ordered in all things and 
sure," in Isaiah \ix. 20, 21, ihe 20lh verse being that which the 
apostle quotes, Rom. si. 26. See also Ezekiel sxxvii. '26—28, Jer. 
xxxi. 31 — 37. 1 would conclude my observations on the lltli 
chapter of Romans with a few brief quotations from that admirable 
exposition of it by Ben Ezra, in his book entitled, " The Coming 
of Messiah in Glory and Majesty," vol. 11., Part II. Phen. vi. | 6 — 
" And as you some time were without Christ, being aliens from the 
commonwealth of Israel, and strangers from the covenants of pro- 
mise (of the Old and New Testaments), having no hope, and with- 
out God in the world (Eph. li. 12), as you did not know the true 
God, and have now found him without seeking, and have obtained 
mercy by the unbelief of the Jews, so these noiu do not believe, nor 
will hear that mercy spoken of, which you have found by believing 
in him whom they rejected and crucified. And think you there i> 
not in this some great mystery worthy the greatness, the wisdom, 
and the goodness of God ? God forbid. ' For as ye in times past 
have not believed God, yet now have obtained mercy through their 
unbelief; even so have these also now not believed, that through 
your mercy they also may obtain mercy' — (Vnlg. : ' Ita et isti 
uon crediderunt in vestram misericordiam, ut et ipsi misericordiam 
consequantur,' i. e. So have they now not believed in your mercy, 
that they may obtain mercy.) The great mystery is, that God 
wilieth, and hath so determined, that the Jews should Rnd mercy in 
that same manner, and by that same way, by which the gentiles 
found it. The latter have found mercy without seeking it, through 
the unbelief of the Jews — ' Ye have now obtained mercy through 
their unheUef.' Apply then tlie similitude, and faithfully draw the 
good and legitimate consequence — ' For God hath concluded all 
in unbelief, that he might have mercy upon all.' In the unbelief 
of the Jews to call the gentiles in their stead, and to bestow upon 
them great mercies, and in the unbelief of the rfenliles (when Uiat 
comes to pass, and it is foreshown) to return and call the Jews, and 
to bestow upon them all those mercies which were written before. 
Mystery, truly great and incomprehensible, while it is certain and 
undeniable, whereof ail the Scriptures give us a clear enough con- 
ception. The author of this discourse, being himself one of the 
most learned men, and most highly enlightened of heaven, being 
arrived at this point, gives demonstrations of being wholly over- 
whelmed, and, as it were, lost in the unfathomable depth of the 
judgments of God, and not being able to pass beyond, he concludes 
with that celebrated exclamation, as full of piety as of truth : — ' O 
the depth of the riches both of the wisdom and knowledge of God ! 
Hovi unsearchable are his judgments, a.nA his ways past finding out [ 
For who hath known the mind of the Lord ? or who hath been his 
counsellor? or who hath first given to him, and it shall be recom- 
pensedurAa him again? For of him, and th/oui/h him, and to him, 
are all things : to whom be glory for ever. Amen.' — Rom. xi. 
33—36. 

^ 8. " This fourth part of the discourse of St. Paul (Rom. xi. 
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30 —32) containeth nothing more than a proposition and an ex- 
clamation. The proposition revealeth a secret mystery, wliich no 
one could know but by express revelation of Ood. This mystery 
must, without doubt, be very great, being set forth by four words 
only ; and it hath produced two effects, both very great and re- 
markable, though widely differing from each other. One effect is 
produced on the miMtf of the apostle himself, the inslant he re- 
vealed the mystery made known to him by the Holy Ghost. 
Another effect, but infinitely different to this, hath it produced upon 
the doctOTi, who have meditated the same proposition. The effeet 
which it produced upon St. Paul, was to make him burst forth im- 
mediately into that exclamation, which is one of the most sublime 
and most eipreBsive, and most religious pieces to be met with in all 
the Scriptures ; — ' O the depth of the riches both of the wisdom 
and knowledge of God.' But what is the effect it has produced 
upon the doctors ? 1 confess, my friend, that my heart /at/s me 
to tell ; and yet, constrained by the circumstances, I must speak 
with frankness — the effect which it has wrought in them, has bL>ea 
not to admit the said proposition, nor the mystery contained 
therein, as it lies before them, aud not until tliey have taken front it 
whaieoer mightdisturb their own ideas. ' Who does not treadtle (said 
a few years ^;o one of the most learned and mostzealous prelates of 
France,whenconBideringthis very discourse of St. Paul, which we are 
now considering), who does not tremble to hear these words of the 
apostle and teacher of the gentiles ? Can we look with indifference 
upon that vengeance, that terrible chastisement, which so many ages 
i^ was manifested against the Jews, when the same apostle an- 
nounceth to lu from God, that our ingratitude and unbelief shall 
otie day draw down upon us a bimilak treatment!' " — Bossuet, in 
bis Discourse upon Universal History, c. 20.) 

It is worthy of remark, as Ben Ezra says, " that it was not 
without a mysterious meaning" and forewarning, that the apostle 
Paul sent this epistle, so clearly foretelling this apostaey, directly 
to the Roman), since it was in the Roman church that this apos- 
taey was predicted first to arise. 

I would refer the reader to the following parallel passage to this 
of Rom. xi. 22, 23, 30, 31 -(" Towards thee goodness i/ thou con- 
tinue in his goodness, otherwise thou also shalt be cut off; and thev 
also, if they abide not in unbelief, sliall be grafted in.") Isai 
zxix. 9 — 24, particularly v. 17 — " Is it not yet a very little while 
(the little while of Christ's absence, till his second coming to judg- 
ment, mentioned in John xiv. 19, xvi. 17, and Heb. x. 37) and 
Lebanon shall be turned into a fruitful field (tliat is the Jews shall 
be chosen again into God's favour and become fruitful), and the 
&uitful field shall be esteemed as a forest (the gentile Christian 
church shall become fruitless, be judged, and rejected.) As also in Isai. 
xxxii. 15—" Until the Spirit be poured upon us from on high, and 
the wilderness be a fruitful field (the Jews received into favour), aikd 
the fruitful field be counted for a forest (the gentile church's barren- 
ness and rejection) Then judgment shall dwell in the wildernpss 
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(dow become a fruitful field, and bloasonimg ds the rose), and 
righteousness remain in the fruitful field'' — " when (at the same 
time) it shall hail, coming down on the forest" (v. 1 9), that is, God'a 
vengeance shall fall upon the ajjostate gentile church, now being 
counted for a forest, and no longer a fruitful field. (See this hail- 
fltorm of divine wrath in Rev. xvi. 21, %]. 19, Uai. xxviii. 17.) 
See again the judgment and fall of Lebanon, in Isai. x. 33, 34, 
which passage is both typical and prophetical of the gentile 
church's apostacy and judgment ; as is also this in chap. xsix. 
9—24, which last is so truly descriptive of the nature, character, 
and spirit of this last antichristian apostacy, which is now spread- 
ing far and viide thcon^hoMt the visible church, that I must beg 
the reader's indulgence if I quote it all ; for this judgment upon 
" Ariel, the city where David dwelt" (mentioned in v. 1), evidently 
typifies the judgment upon apostate Christendom. 

iVerse9.) " Stay yourselves and wonder; cry ye out, and cry; 
they are di-unlcen, but not with wine; they stagger, but not with 
strong drink. For the Lord hath poured out upon you the spirit of 
deep sleep, and hath closed your eyes ; the prop'ieJj and your mien, 
the jeer*, hath he covered : and the vision of all is become unto 
you as the words of a book that is sealed, which men-deliver to one 
that is learned, saying, Read this, I pray thee ; and be saith, 1 
cannot, for it is sealed : and the book is delivei'ed to him that is not 
learned, saying. Head this, I pray thee : and he saith, I am not 
learned : wherefore the Lord said. Forasmuch as this peo^de draV 
near me with their mouth, and with their lips do honour me, 
but have removed their hearts far from me, and their fear toward 
me is taught by the precept of men (that is, by sinful compromise of 
the truth, and by infidel expediency) ; therefore behold ! I will pro- 
ceed to do a marvellous work amOng this people, even a marvellous 
work and a wonder ; for the wisdom of their wise men (the men of 
infidel intelUclualism) shall fail, and the understanding of their 
prudent men (men of expediency) shall be hid. Woe unto them 
that seek deep to hide their counsel from the Lord, and their works 
are in the dark, and they say. Who seeth us? and who knowetb 
ns ? (these are those infidels who say, that God doth not take cog- 
nizance of human or national affairs ; that Christ has nothing 
to do with the kingdoms on earth; and that their political 
counsels, and measures, have nothing to do with religion, Ac.) 
Surely your lurning of things upside down shall be esteemed as the 
potter's clay ; for shall the work say of him that made it. He made 
me not ? or shall the thing framed say of him that framed it, he 
had no understanding ? (This is the true climax of infidelity, de- 
nying God's rightor prerogative over them.) Then follows the venie 
already quoted, respecting the re-election of the Jews, and the 
barrenness, apostacy, and rejection of the gfentile Christian church. 
" Is il not a very little while, and Lebanon (the Jews) shall He 
turned into a fruitful field, and the fruitful field (the gentile Chiis- 
tians) shall he esteemed as a forest." Then in the following verses 
(18, 19) we have a description of the holy and righteous remnaHt 
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of true disciples of Chrisi, " the wise virgins," " the called, and 
chosen, and faithful," (Rev. jtvii. 14), who remain stedfast, im- 
moveable, always abounding in the work of the Lord," in the midst 
of this universal apostacy; and, when He comes to judgment, are 
caught up along with the resurrection saints, into the air, to meet 
him, and be ever with the Lord. To these it is promised, that they 
flhall see, and clearly understand the vision, and open the sealed 
book, which remained sealed to the inlidel intellectual is Cs, in i;. U , — 
the foolish virgins ; " and in that day shaW the deaf hear the words 
of the book, and tie eyes of the blind shall see out of obscurity, 
and out of darkness ; and the mesk also shall increase their Joy in 
the Lord,'' (these are the meek, to whom it is promised that diey 
shall inherit the eaWA— Matt. v. 5. Psahn xxxvii. 11, 18, 22, 29;) 
" and the 'poor among the people shall rejoice in the Holy One of 
Israel ;'' (these are the poor in spirit, whose is the kingdom of 
heaven, Malt v. 3.) " For the terrible one is brought to nought, 
and the icarneT is conaumed," (the same a.^ the mocken in chap, xxviii, 
14, 22, and scojers in 2 Pet, iii. 3, and Jude 18 ;) " wid all that 
viatch for iniquity are cut off, that make a man an offender for a 
vmrd ;" (these are they that endeavour to pervert the words of the 
faithful ministers of Christ, in order to fix the stigma of heresy upon 
them ; and that, not because they are orthodox themselves, or love 
the truth, hut merely out of enmity to the truth, and envy and 
hatred towards those who have the godly zeal and courage to de- 
elate it, and to " rebuke Ihetn sharply that they may be found in 
the ^ih," Tit. i. 13 ;) " and lay a mars for him th'a.t reprovetk in 
the gate, and turn atide Ike just for a thing of nought." 

For further Scripture proof of this papal and infidel apostacy, the 
reader is referred to ttev.xiii.l— 8, xvi.2, 10, 11,13,14, xvii.through- 
out, and chapters xviii,, xix., and iii. 10, ix. 20, 21, compared with 
Dan. vii. 8, 1 1, 20, 21, 24 — 26. And for the sea ( or local territory 
of this little cruel and blaspheming Horn, see verses 7, 19, 27^, of 
this daapler, and also chap. ii. 40 — 43. See again, where the same 
departure from the failh and judpnent are hinted at, Luke xviii, 8, 
Heb.x.27,Matt.xviii.7, 1 Cor. xi. 19, Luke xvii. 1,20— 23~2()— 
30. See also chap. xii. 46, 47, where our Lord shows the infidel 
aitd apostate stale of the church at the time of the second advent, 
aod declares, that these profesiors shall share the same doom as un- 
believers ; and chiefly for the following reason :^bccause, in the 
spirit of infidelity, they will either deny the truth of bis second 
coming to judgment, or say, " My Lord delayeth his coming" (as 
the scoffers in 2 Peter iii. 4, 5). But " The lord of that servant 
shall come in a day when he lookeik not for him, — and will cut him 
in sunder, and wQI appoint him Ais portion with unbelievers. — And 
that servant which knew his lord's will, and prepared not himself — 
shall be beaten with many stripes,"— as our Lord also testifies in 
chap. xix. 27 , " But those my enemies that would not that 1 should 
reiijn over Ihem, bring them hither, and slay them before me." 
Here, we see likewise that tliese iajidcl ontmies were slain, because 
they denied his riijhl to reign aver them ; and. that this is his personal 
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millenial reign on earth U clearly proved from u. II, where it is 
said that our Lord spake this parable,—" becavse they (his dis- 
ciples) thought that the kingdom of God should immediatelif 
appear." Now, this cannot mean the Gospel kingdom, because 
that had already appeared; and the next kingdom which is to 
succeed it is the millenial. Further, in order to rectify the mistake 
of his disciples respecting the imjnediate appearance of his kingdom 
(as in Acts i. 6, " Lord, wilt thou at this time restore again the 
kingdom of iarael"), he gives this admirable parable, and compares 
himself to a nobleman, who, instead of immediately entering into 
liis kingdom, goes into a far country for a certain time, ia order to 
receive it for himself (this is the period of his absence, from his 
ascension to his second advent), and then to return and enter into 
it, as in ti. 15, " And it came to pass, that when he was relumed 
(and not lilt then), having received the kingdom, then he com- 
manded those servants to be called unto him, &c.;" and the re- 
mainder of the parable goes on to show the manner in which he will 
reward his few faithful servants, and the awful judgment of those 
iiiAdel citizens, his enemies, that denied his sovereign right to reign 
over them. This should he an alarming passage, not only to all 
ijifidels, but also to the majority of Christian professors in the present 
day, who deny, or reject, this blessed doctrine of Christ s per- 
sonal coming to judgment, and his personal millenial reign. See 
also chap. xxi. 26, 34—36. We have the nature and spirit of 
this last antichristian infidel apostacy described in 1 John iv, 3, 
'2 John 7 — 1 1, 1 John ii. 18, 22, which chiefiy consists in denying 
that Christ is come ia the flesh: this evil spirit the ApostTe tells us 
was at work even in his day ; but now in these last-days it is spread- 
ing throughout all Christendom, and will ultimately assume a per- 
sona/ form, and be headed up in some great leader, to arise in one 
of the ten papal kingdoms, as foretold in Rev. xvii. 8, 10, 11, 
" And the beast that thou sawest was, and is not; and shall ascend 
out of the bottomless pit, and go into perdition : and they that 
dwell on the earth shall wonder, whose names were not written 
in the book of life from the foundation of the world, when they be- 
hold the beast that was, and is not, and yet is. — And these are 
seven kings (of Rome) ; — and the beast that was, and is not, even he 
is Ike eighth, and is of the seven, and goeth into perdition. And 
the ten horns which thou sawest are ten kings (to arise in the ten 
papal kingdoms), which have received no kingdoms as yet, but 
receive power as kings one hour with the beast," (thepersonal infidel 
antichrist, who is the eighth king spoken of above.) ■' These (ten 
kings) have one mind, and shall give their power and strength unto 
the beast,' (that is, they shall apostatize into infidelity, and give their 
power and strength to the personal infidel antichrist). — " These (ten 
kings, with their antichristian leader) shall make war with the 
Lamb, and the Lamb shall overcome them ; for he is Lord of lords, 
and King of kings ; and they that ace with him are called, and chosen, 
and failLful," And it is further predicted, that these ten kings, 
with their intidel leader, confedei'atcd together, shall utterly destroy 
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the papal power, rtnd suporstition. — " And the ten horns which thou 
sawest upon the beast (the personal Antichrist), these shall hate the 
whore, and shall make her desolate and naked, and shall eat her 
flesh, and burn her with fire ; for God hath put it into their hearts 
to fulfil his will, and to agree and give their kingdom unto the 
beast (the personal antichrist), until the words of God shall be 
fulfilled. And the woman which thou sawest is that great city 
(the papal Babylon) which reigneth over the kings of the earth." 
Thus we find, from the sure words of prophecy, that the papal 
power and superstition, civil and ecclesiastical, are doomed to be 
utterly destroyed by infidelitj/; and Iheir destructioQ to be followed 
by the total overthrow of these ten infidel kings and their armies, 
along with the beast (their great leader), and his false prophet, as 
given in Rei'. xix, 19 — 21, where they are destroyed by the Lord 
Jesus Christ in person, in the last great battle of Armageddon. 
See also chap. xvi. 14, 16, 21, where this " battle of the great day 
of God Almiykty" is so awfully described ; and in chap. xiv. 17 — 20, 
and xvii. 14; also parallel passages in 2 Thess. i. 7 — 9, and ii. 8, 
Dan. \i. 40—45, ii. 35, 44, 45, vii. 9—11, 13, 14, 22, 26, Joe! iii. 
1,2,9—11, 12— 16,ii. 1,2— 10, ll,Isai.x.24,25,27,33, 34, 16, 
18, and chap. xiv. 25, and chap. xi. 4, and chap. xxx. 30, 31, and 
ssxi. 7. The Assyrian in these latter passages (and his destruction 
by the Messiah in person), is typical of the destruction of the per- 
sona/ infidel antichrist, and his confederates at Armageddon ; which 
judgment of the apostate antichristian nations forms the subject of 
the following chapter. 



CHAPTER n. 

The Second Advent of Chritt to Judgment. 
In intimate connection with the apostacy and spread of in- 
fiddity foretold in the former chapter, or rather, I may say, in closest 
union, stands the second coming of Christ, in glory and, modesty to 
judge the quick, and utterly destroy his enemies, especially those of 
the aposiacy from the faith, throughout Christendom, denominated 
" Antichrist,"— " the Man of Sin,"— "the Beast,"— " the False 
Prophet," — " Babylon," — and all those of all nations who have 
sinned against the Holy Ghost, by rejecting the gospel of grace 
and mercy, and thus made it unto themselves the savour of death 
unto death: for, for this cause was " the gospel of the kingdom to 
be preached in all the world, for a witness unto the nations," 
see Matt. xxiv. 14, Acts i. 8 ; and for a testimony against them, 
Markxiii. 9, 10, Matt. x. 18 ; and that it might be unto God a 
sweet savour of Christ in them that are saved, and in them that perish, 
•2Cor. ii. 15, 16, and iv. 3,4, and2 Thess. ii. 10, 11, and (AcR should 
the enrf(of this dispensation) come. Matt, xxiv, 14, terminating with 
the second advent of our Lord to judgment; see 2 Thess. i. 7, 10, and 
ii. 1—8, and Jude 14, 15; 2 Peter ii. 2, 3—9—12, 17. and iii. 3, 
particularly 4, 7—10—1 -2; I Thess. iv. 16, and v. 2, 3; Malt. xxiv. 
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20,30;31, 36, 37— Sl.and xxv.6, 13, 31, and xvi. 27, and xiii. 38. 
39 — 43 , Mark xiii. 24— '27 ; Luke ixi. 25—36, and xvii. 20, 22— 
24—26—28—30-^37; Re?. »vi. 16—21, and ;iix. 1 1-^21, and xx, 
1—4, and i. 7, andxiv. 14—20; Malt. xxvi. 64; Mark xi». 62; Actsi. 
II, 12; compared with Zech, xiv. 4, 5; Dan. vii.O, 10 — 13—22, 
26, 27, and ii. 34, 35, 44, 45; Matt.xxi.44; Luke xiii. 25— 28; 
Acts iii. 20, 22, 23; Rom. ii. 5, 6, 16; Heb. x. 27, 30, 37, and 
xii. 25—29; Deut. xxxii. 41—43; Numb. xxiv. 17—23; Imj. 
Ixiii. 1—6, and lix. 16—20, and ii. 4, 10—12, 17—21. and xi. 
4, and xiii. 6, 9 — 11, 13; throughout this xiii. chapter the 
judgment of ancient Babylon is a type of the judgment of 
niyalicai Babylon, under its two latter formu—that of papal and 
infidel. For Babylon typifies Rome in its dominant character, as 
ruling over the kings of the earth, and persecuting the true church, 
throughout its whole duration, — from Ihe beginning of the Christian 
dispensation to its end, and that under its Uiree distinct Jbrms, — 
pagan, papal, ■axiii infidel; and it is under this last or uifidel form 
that it is to be consumed with the spirit of the mouth of the Lord, 
and to be destroyed with the brightness of his coming : but in its 
second, or present /la^f form, it is to be destroyed by the ten infidel 
kings before the coming of Christ, (Rev. xvii. 12, 16, 17); who, 
having thus judged and destroyed the papal whore, will tlieu con- 
sume the man of sId (infidelity and its ten kings, which had de- 
voured the papacy) with the spWit of his mouth, and detlroy with 
the brightness of his coming. But to return, — compart u. 19 of this 
xiiith chapter of Isaiah with Rev. xi. 8 and xviii. 1 0, where this great 
apostate city " is spiritually called Sodom and ^ypt ;" and again, 
verses 21, 22, of this thirteenth chapter, and verses 21 — 23 of 
chapter xiv. with Rev. xviii. 2, where the mystical Babylon, like its 
type, the ancient literal Babylon, is said to have become an habita- 
tation of devils, and of every foul ^rif, an,d of every unclean and 
hateful bird. See again, Isai. xxi. 9, compared with Rev. xir. 8, 
and xviii. 2, where the fall of the papal or mystical Babylon is 
spoken of in the same terms as that of the ancient literal Babylon. 
Isai. xiv. 4, 21, 22, 25—27, and chap. xxiv. throughout, which 
givei a full and powerful description of Christ's Judgment of Ua 
enemies o/raiinoiioM (the same as in 2 Thess. i, 7— 10), and of the 
preservation of his elect remnant among all nations, which ia said, 
in o. 6, to be few in number, and this prior to the establishment of 
his millenial kingdom ; for in v. 23 it is said, that then •' the Lord 
of Hosts shall reign in Mount Zion, atid in Jerusalem, and before 
his ancients gloriously." Compare the beginning of this twenty- 
third verse with Joel ii. 10, 11, 30, 31, where the same judgment is 
treated of under the same images, and v. 32 of this second chapter 
of Joel with the latter part of this 23rd verse of Isai. xxiv, whei« 
is the same deliverance of his elect remnant, and Christ's reign 
among them in Mount Zion, and in Jerusalem. Then Joel, 
chap. iii. lliroughout, where the same terrible day of the Lord 
is fully described : conipftre verses 2, 9, 12, 13, witn Rev. xiv. 15, 
18, 19. where the same judgment is treated of under the sante symbols. 




See IF. 14, of the Kivtli chap, wliere Christ himself, the Son of Man, is 
said to hold the sickle in his hand, Aud, in ii. 12 of this third 
chapter of Joel, the Lord says, that he himself will ait in judgment 
and judge all the heathen mund about. Compare n. 15 of this 
cliapter, and verses 10, 30, and 31, of chap. ii. with Matt. xxiv. 29, 
30, and Luke Kyi. 25 — -27, where the same signs, toe used to de- 
scribe the same judgments. Again, Isai. xxvi. 8, 9, 11 — 14, 20, 
21, and xxviii. 17 -22, and ssx. 27, 28—33, and xxxiii. 3, 4, 10 
— 12, 14, 22, and chap, xxxiv. throughout; in v. 4, the same 
awful signs of judgment are again used as in xiii, 10, and xxiv. 23, 
ani Joel ii.JO. 30. 31, and Matt, xxiv. 29, and 2 peter iii. 10. 
In u. 6, of Isai. xxxiv, the sacrifice of the Lord in Bozrah, and 
slaughter in Idumea, is noted. Compare with Uiii, 1—6, and Ezek. 
xxxvi.5 — 7, and compare verses 1!, 13 — 15, of this xxxivth of Isai,, 
where the same figures are used as in laai, xiii.21,22, andxiv. 22 — 
24, and Rev. xviii. 2, all which are descriptive of the same event. 
Again, in Isai. xlii. 13 — 15, and xlvii. throughout, the overthrow of 
literal Babylon is typical of the overthrow of mystical Babylon, under 
its papal and infidel forms, (the same as in chapters xiii. and xiv.) 
Compare verses 7 and 8 of this xlviith with Rev. xviii. 7, where the 
same terms are used, and also v. 9 with Rev. xviii. 8, where the same 
language is employed oi svdden and utter destruction. Again, v. 12, 
with Rev. xviii. 23, where similar terms are used respecting her sor- 
ceries and enchantments, by which all nations are deceived; also 
compare v. 16 with verses 11, 15, 16, of Rev. xviii, where her mer- 
c'lunts are spoken of in both places. Again, Isai. xVix, 25, 26, and 
ii. 22, 23 ; (in Isai. xlix. 25, 26, and h. 4, 7. 8, 22, 23, the judg- 
ments are ckiefiy upon thuHe nations (Christian and heathen) who 
have been the enemies and persecutors of Israel and Judah. Com- 
pare Jerem. xxv. 14, 15, 17,26, 29, 30, 31— 33, and xxx. 3, 7, II, 
16, 23. and xlvi. 28, and x. 25, and Ezek. xxxvi. 2—7). Compare 
V. 6 of Isai. Ii. with Matt. xxiv. 29, 35, and 2 Peter iii. 10, where 
the same expressions are used: and compare r. 26 of Isai. xlix. 
with Rev. xvv. 20. And again, see, Isai.lix. 16—19, where a fearftil 
description is given of Christ's coming in glory and majesty, to re- 
coiiqiense vengeance ott his enemies; and in verses 20 and 21, to re- 
deatn his ancient people ftrae/,— to turn away their transgressions 
from them, and to fulfil his covenanted promises; to which passage 
St. Paul alludes, Rom. xi. 26, when speaking of Israel's restoration 
and conversion, when " there shall come out of Zion the Redeemer, 
(or Deliverer,) and shall turn away ungodliness from Jacob." Again, 
Isai. Uiii. 1 — 6, gives a powerful description of Christ's, coming 
to judgment, with his garments stained with the blood of his ene- 
mies. Compare v. 1 with chap, xsxiv. 5, 6, and v. 2 with Rev. xix. 
13, and v. 3 with Rev. xix. 15. and xiv. 19—20, and Joel iii. 13, 
where the same image, descriptive of the same judgrnent, is used 
in all. These first six verses of this Ixiii. chap, of Isaiah are often 
improperly applied to Christ's first coming and atonement ; hut here 
he is desaibed, no! as a suffering Lamb led to the slaughter, but in 
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glory and majesti/, travelling in the greatnesi of his strength; — not 
in pity and mercy, but in righteous anger and fury; with hU 
garments stained, not in liis own blood, but in the blood of his 
enemies. In 11.4, it is said, " The year of my redeemed is comej" 
which refers to the year or time of the restoration and redemption of 
Israel, the same with the year of jubilee, the grand Sahbattic rest; 
as also chap. slix. 7, 24—26, and xlviii. 17, 20 , and lil. 3, 9, and 
xxxiv. 8, and Ixi. 2, 3, and Jerem. xxxl. 1 1 , and 1. 34. Compare 
this 34th verse with Rev. xviii. 8, whence the phrase is borrowed 
respecting the Lord's judgment upon the anti-lype, or mystical 
Babylon; and compare verses 15 and 29 with Rev. xviii. 6, and 
V. 38 with Rev. svii. 1, 1.0, 18, and v. 39 with Rev. xviii. 2 : the 
same images are used again in Jer. li. 37, and in laai. xiii. 32, aitd 
in xiv. 23, and xxxiv, 11 — 15, and compare v. 40 of the flftieth of 
Jerem. with Rev. xi, 8, and Isai, xiii. 19, and verses 41 and 48 with 
Rev. xvii. 16, where the ten kings are said lo hate the whore and 
to burn her with fire. Again, Jerem. li. throughout; compare 
verses 6 and 45, and 1. 8, with Rev. xviii. 4, where the same warning 
voice is raised to God's people, to flee out of the midst of her, lest 
they be partakers of her plagues. See also Isai. lii. 11, and xlviii. 
'iO, and compare Jerem. li. 7, with Rev, xvii. 4, and xiv. 8 ; and 
compare Jer. li. 8 with Rev. xiv. 8, and xviii. 2, and Isai. xxi. 9, and 
xlvii. 9 ; and compare Jer, li. 9 with Rev. xviii. 5, and ti. 1 3 with Rev. 
xvii. 1, 15, and v. 24 with Rev. xvii. 1,6, and xviii. 6, 20. where 
the antitype is doomed to destruction, for shedding the blood of the 
saints and martyrs of Jesus : and verses 63 and 64 with Rev. xviii. 2], 
where she is to fall to rise no more, like a millstone thrown into the 
sea by the hand of a mighty angel. Again, Ezek. xxxviii. through- 
out, andxxxix. 17 — 22, compared with Rev. xvi. 14—21, and six. 11 
— 21, which treats of the battle of the great day of God Almighty , in 
which the infidel beast, false prophet, and the ten kings, and all who' 
have the mark of the beast, receive their final overthrow by Christ in 
person in ihis battle of Armageddon, on the mountains of Israel: this 
synchronizes with Joel iii. 2,9—16, 19, and Isai. xxiv. Dan. xi. 
40, 45, Zech. xiv. 3—5, Zeph. iii. 8. Compare Ezek.xxxix.l7, 18 with 
Rev.xix.l7, 18, and with Isai. xxiv. 21, and Joel iii. 9, and Zech. 
xiv. 3; and compare the end of this v. 17, where this great sacrifice 
is said to be upon the mountains of Israel, with Dan. xi. 41 — 45, 
and with Joel iii. 2—12, 14, Zech. xiv. 3, 4, and Rev. xvi. 16 ; all 
which passages synchronize, and show that this final battle of Arma- 
geddon will be in Palestine, in the great valley of Jehoshaphat, near 
Jerusalem. Then see Dan. ii. 34, 35, 44, 45, the stone cat out 
of the mountain withottt hands, which is Christ, at his second ad- 
vent, when he shall judge the nations, — his enemies, and dash 
them in pieces, like a potter's vessel, so that they shall become like 
the chaff of the summer threshing-floors ; and then establish his 
mitlenial kingdom. At }iH first coming he was the stone of stutn- 
bling to the house of Israel, on whom they fell and were broken, 
even to this day (Matt. xxi. 42, 43; 1 Peter ii. 8); but, at his 



second cotniag, he will be the stone that will fall on. 
Christendom, and grind them to powder. See Matt, j 
ux. 18 ; laai. Ix. 1? ; Zech. xii. 3, 4, 6 ; and Dan. vi 
same judgment, and establishment of the roillenial kingdom under 
the whole heavens, isspokenof, verses 9, 10—14, 18,22,26,27. 
The Son of Man in person is represented in v. 13, coming in the 
clouds o( heaven to judgment, as in Matt. xxiv. 30, and Rev. xiv. 
14, and i. 7, eomparedwith Acts, i. 9, 11. Then see Joel ii. through- 
out. That this chapter refers to the second advent, and the judg- 
ments consequent thereon, is evident, since the mercies promised 
therein (verses 1 8, 19, 23, 26, 27) have not yet been fulfilled, and 
these mercies and blessings on Israel are to be bestowed at tke time 
of these judgments on Lsrael's enemies ; see verses 18 and 19, and 
compare verses 10, 30, 31, willi Matt, xxiv, 29, 30, where are de- 
scribed the same awful signs of Christ's second coming. Chap. iii. 
of Joel we have already touched on, compared with Ezek.xxxix. 17 
—29. Then see Obad. verses 15-17; then Habbak. iii. through- 
out; and Micah iv. 3, II, 13, v. 8-15, vii, 7—10, 15-17; 
Nahumi. throughout; Zeph. i. and Zeph. iii. 8, lH — 19; Hag. ii. 
6,22,23,24; Zech. xii. 3— 9, xiv. 3,7, 12— 16, and ix. 13, 14; Mai. 
iii. 2 — 4, 1 1, and iv. 1 — 6 ; (compare «. 5 with Matt. xvii. 1 1 , where 
Christ aays that before this great and terrible day of the Lord, 
" Eliaa truly (i. e. literally in person) shall ^rsl come, and restore 
all things, "-^though he did come in a typical and «ptri(ua( sense, 
in the person of John the Baptist, Matt. xvii. 12, and xi. 14, who, 
it is said, should go before Christ in the spirit and power of Elias 
(see Luke i. 17). Then Psalm ii. 5, 9— 12, and ix. 5, 7, 8, 12, 15— 
17, 19, 20, and xxi. 8—10. and xsxvii. 9—11, 20, 35, 36, and 
xlv. 3—7, and xlvi. and xlvii. and xlviii. 1. 2—6, Iviii. 9—11, 
Is. and Ixv. 1—5, and Ixvi. 3, 4, and Ixvii. 4, and Ixviii. 1—3, 21 
—23, 30, 35, and Ixxii. 1—4, 9, Ixxvi. and Ixxvii. and Ixxxiii. 
1—13, 14 — 18, and xciii. See particularly xcvi. 3, 10—13, and 
Kcvii. 1—5, 8. Compare u. 5 with Psalm cji. 26, and 2 Peter. iii. 7, 
10, 12, 13,: again, Psalm xcviii. 1—9, and ex. 1—3, 5, 7; com- 
pare i>. 2 with Psalm ii. 6, and Psalm cii. 13—17, cxsxii. 1.1, 14, 
18 with Rom. xi. 26, and Dan. xii, 1, which passages show that 
these judgments on Israel's enemies will take place at the time of 
Israel's restoration and redemption. Compare verses 5 and 6 of this 
cxth Psalm with Psalm ii. 12, and Rev. xi. IS, and xvi. 14—21. 
The following texts, pointing out tke personal coming of Christ to 
judge the livijy, I beg the reader diligently to study at his leisme ; 
—Psalm i. 3— 6; Isai. Ixvi. 15, 16; 2 Thess. i. 7— 10; Rev.xix. 11, 
&c.; Joel ii. ll,ifcc.; Isai.xxxi.4; Psalm ii. and ex. compared with 
Rev. ii, 26, 27, and Rev. xix. and xx.; 2 Sam. vii. 12—16, com- 
pared with Luke i. 32, 33, and Heb. i. 5, 6, Psalm xlv. and xlviii.; 
Isai. xxvi. 21, compared with Joel iii. 13, and Micah i. 3, 4; Isai, 
Ixiii. 1 — 6, xxxiv. 3, 8, compared with Rev. xix. 11, 21, Dan. ii. 
35, 44. 1 Thes. iv, 16, Jude 14, 15, 2 Thes. ii. 8; Mai. iii. 1, 2, 
and iv. 1, Isai. Ixiv. 1, 3, and xiii. 13, Zech. xiv. 3—5, 9, Zeph. i. 
7— 18, and iii. 8, 15—17. 
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CHAPTER III. 
The Preservation of the Elect at the Second Advent, 

Having thus looked at those passages which so fully and so 
largely set forth the terrors of the Lord about to be exhibited td^ 
wards his enemies, we shall find in the following texts, — first, that 
though the second advent of Christ will be for the destruction of his 
enemies, yet it will be for the preservation, admiration and reward 
of all them that believe^ and love^ and look for hk appearing in 
that day. Secondly, that this aiticle of faith is held forth through- 
out the Scriptures as the chief object of hope and triumph of the 
church, ^nd that this doctrine was actually the great support and 
rejoicing of the Apostles themselves in the hour of martyrdom : (and 
not only of them, but of all the early martyrs, smd was the hope 
and triumph of the orthodox church of Christ for the three first 
centuries of primitive purity in doctrine and practice — see Appendix.) 
See 2Thess. i. 10; 1 John iii. 2, 3; 2 Tim. iv. 8; 1 Peter. v. 4; 
1 Thess. ii. 19; 2 Cor. i. 14; Col. iii. 4, 24; 2 Thess. iii. 3, 5; 
1 Peter i. 7, 13, and iv. 13; Luke xxi. 27, 28. Compare this 
V. 28 with Ephes. iv. 30, and i. 14, and Rom. viii. 23 ; Heb. ix. 
28 ; Titus ii. 13; I Thess. i. 10; 1 Cor. i. 7, 8 ; Job xix. 25—27, 
and xiv. 14, 15; and David equally rejoices in spirit in the blessed 
hope of the glorious appearing of bis great God and Saviour Jesus 
Christ, and in the sure promise of the first resurrection of the 
righteous, see Psalm xvii. 15 ; compare Phil. iii. 21 , with Psalm xri. 
11. And St. Paul triumphs in the same, courting and aspiring 
after the honour of martyrdom, and conformity to his Lord and 
Master in the article of death ; knowing that these blessings of the^rs^ 
resurrection and millenial reign with Christ were especially promised 
to the apostles and martyrs, see Luke xx. 35, 36 ; Matt, xvi.25 ; Luke 
xiv. 14; and see Rev. xx. 4; see Phil. iii. 10, 11, 14; 2 Cor. iv. 10 
—14 ; Matt. x. 39 ; 2 Tim. ii. 1 1, 12 ; Rom. viii. 17 ; 1 Peter iv. 13 ; 
Mark x. 29, 30 ; Matt. xix. 28^ 29 ; and see this confirmed by the 
Saviour's, answer to the mother of 2iebedee's children, (James and 
John,) Matt. xx. 21 — 23. Jesus says they shall drink of the cup 
that he had to drink, e^d be baptized with the baptism that he had 
to be baptized with, meaning the death of martyrdom for his sake ; 
but that the Father should give the privilege of sitting on his 
(Christ's) right-hand and on his left in his ^ngdom, to them /dr 
whom he had prepared it ; which kingdom is declared by the Holy 
Spirit to commet^ce at the time of his second appearing (2 Tim. iv. 1.) 
without sin (or ft sin ofiering) unto salvation, Heb. ix. 28. 



CHAPTER IV. 

The Uncertainty of the Hour of the Coming of the Son of Man. 

The day and hour of the second coming of Christ has ever beepi 
purposely hidden from angels and men, that the very fact of their

cliurch ; and is therefore niuray's urged in Scriptiu 
of e.vhitrtation to prai/erful, watchful expectancy, ana reaittness 
for tbe Lord's coming, Matt. xxv. 36, 42 — 46, and sxv. 13; 
Mark xiii, 32, 33, 35—37; Luke xii. 35—40, 43, and xxi. 
35, 36; Isai. xxiv. 17. 18; 1 Thess. v. 2—4,6; '2 P«er iii. 
10 ; Rev. iii. 3, and particularly xv'i, 15, wliere, at the end of tlie 
slxtli viftl, Christ himself draws the attention of the church to the 
uncertainty/ and suddenness of his coming by the exclamation — 
" Behold ! 1 come as a thief;" then pronounces a blessing on him 
that watckei. The following texts show how this doctrine is 
always urged in the way of enhortation to holiness and righteous- 
ness of life, prayerfulness and watchfulness — 1 Thess. W. 18; 
and V. 10, 11, where it is said, " Comfort (or exhort) one another, 
and edify one another with these words;" and Titus ii. 12, 13, 
I Thess. iii. 12, 13, and v. 4—6, 23, 24. and 2 Thess. iii. 3—5, 

1 Tim. vi. 14, and 2 Tim. iv. 1,2,5; 1 Ptiter i. 3— 5, 7, 13, 
and 2 Peter iii. 1 1, 12, 14 ; Phil. i. 9, 10, 6, and ii. 15, 15, and 
iii. 20, 21, and iv. 1,4,5; 1 Cor. i. 8, and 1 John iii. 2, 3; 
James v. 7, 8, Heb. x. 25, 36, 37—39; 1 Peter iv. 7, Revel, ii. 
25; iii. 3, 11 ; Rom. ii. 5—7, 16, and xiii. II, 12—14, and siv. 
10-12, and 1 Cor. iv. 5. The apostle Peter in his 1st Epist. (ch. i. 
3—5, II, 13, and ii. 6, 9, 12, and iv. 7, and v. 4, 10) having 
shewn the holy tendency of these blessed doctrines of Christ's 
second advent, the first resurrection, and Christ's personal reign 
with all his saints upon this earth renewed, and restored to its para- 
disaical (ttate, — calls them exceeding great and precious pro- 
■mises, that by them the saints might be partakers of the divine na- 
ture, that so an entrance may be administered to them abundantly 
into the everlasting kingdom of oui Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. 
See 2 Peter i.4,5, 1 1 ; compare chap. iii. 13, where thisetemal king- 
dom of blessed prowise, made in laai, Uv. 17 — 25, is said to be in the 
new heavens and new earth, wherein the righteous are to dwell, with 

2 Tim. iv. I ; and in i;. 19, of this 1st chapter of 2nd Peter, the 
apostle exhorts us to give the more diligent heed unto the more sure 
word of prophecy, as unto a light that shinetli in a dark place (during 
this dispensation), and until the (millenial) day dawn, and tlie day- 
atar arise in our hearts, which is Christ at his second coming (see 
Rev.ii. 28, and xxii, 16, Numb. xxtv. 17); and in chap. iii. 11, 14, 
St. Peter agmn exhorts from these doctrines of the second advent, 
the fiery judgment, and millenial reign of Christ and his saints, 
unto ail holiness and meetnets for kit coming. " Seeing then that 
these things shall be dissolved, what manner of persons ought ye 
to be in all holy conversation and godliness, looking for and hasting 
jinlo the coming of the day of God." In opposition to those 
scoffers mentioned in p. 3, who are at tliis present day denying 
his coming, and ridiculing the doctrine as absurd ; saying that he 
can not come for atlinusandyears: that is, till after the millennium; 
thus destroying the doctrine of the taicertainly of the day and hour 
of the coming of oitr Lord, which was/u% tauglit by Christ himself, 
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and his apos lies, Seeparrica/Mc/i/ Mall, xxiv. 36, 42,and xxv. 13— 
" Watch ye, iherefoce, becaitse ye know not the day nor the hour 
wlien the Son of Man cometh, and Mark xiii. 33, 35-r37 ; Luke 
sxi. 35, 36; Itev. xvi. 15; I Thess. v. 2. 3; and in the lOth 
verse of this 3rd chapter of 2iid Peter. Again, in v, 14, Peter 
exhorts from the consideration of these important doctrines, saying, 
" Wherefore seeing that ye look for such things (particularly the 
blessedness of the righteous in the new heavens and new earth, 
V. 1 3), be diligent, that ye may be found of him in peace, without 
epot and blameless i" and in v. 15, 16, says that St. Paul had 
especially written in his epistles of these very doctrines, which the 
unstable would wrest to their own destruction. And is not this fully 
verified as foretold, in the present day, in those unbelievers who are 
now deriding and rejecting these doctrines, and wresting them 
to their own destruction? saying, that the coming of Christ 
spoken of by St. Paul in his Epistles, and by Christ himself in the 
Gospels, is only a figure in rhetoric ; and means not Christ's 
personal coming at all, but Death, — the destruction of Jertisa- 
lem, &c. ; and if it does mean Christ's coming in any place, they 
need not fear that day, because it will not he at least for one thou- 
sand years to come,!, e., as before said, tilla/i:e7'themillennium: and 
they will have died long before that period. This is the manner in 
which they wrest these plainly revealed truths to their own destruc- 
tion, by distorting these scriptures from their literal and obvious 
meaning, into figures of rhetoric, into mere metaphors; for in- 
stance—the burning up of the visible face of this world, treated 
of so dearly in this 3rd chapter of 2nd Peter, they say, is 
not a literal and real burning up of this earth, as the waters 
were the literal and actual destruction of the old earth, but 
merely a burning up of men's wicked works — their sins, lusts, 
and iniquities. The new earth mentioned in «. 13, with the 
new heavens {or new atmosphere of this globe), they say, 
does not mean this very earth in a renewed state, because 
this world will lie annihilated at Christ's second coming. Again, 
they say the things referred to by St. Peter (i^. 16), as treated 
of by St. Paul in his Epistles, are not the things Peter had just 
been speaking of; (namely, the coming of Christ to judge the 
quick, the burning up of this earth, and, in its stead, the new 
heavens and the new earth, and the reign of the righteous with 
Christ in this new heavens and new earth ;) but that these things 
hard to be understood, and which the unstable wrest to their own 
destruction, were the doctrines of sovereign grace, predestination, 
election, &c., which abound throughout St. Paul's Epistles : but 
St. Peter had not been touching on these truths ; and the marginal 
references to this 16th verse in our common bibles would have 



taught them their mistake, as they expressly refer the reader to 
Romans viii. 19; 1 Thess. i v. 15; and I Cor. xv. 24. Seealso 
Heb. xii. 26—29. These unbelievers and scoffers in the visible 
church,— now swarming about usevery-whereiridiculingthese blessed 
doctrines, — BX^fwther foretold to arise in these last days of this gos- 
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pe1dispensation.SeeJude, V. 18;2Tim.Iii. 1—3, 
1—3, 9, 13, 17. Some may say these are uncharitable e 
reply by saying', that the apostles use them, and theyct 
charitable in so doing. See 2 Pet. iil.3, 5, 16, 17, here in r. 17, called 
" the wicked;" 3 Tim, iii. 1 — 5, Jude 18, 19 ; and whoever he may 
be that is willingly, ignoraot of, Tidicules and despises these truths, 
— so Jar that person is an unbeliever and a scoffer. St, Paul foretells 
such would arise in the church, denying the coming of the Lord to 
judgment before the millennium, and deceiving themselves and 
others to their sudden and everlasting ruin, by saying — " Peace and 
safety; then sudden destruction cometh upon them as travail upon 
a woman with child, and they shall not escape." See I Thess. v. 

2, 3, compared with '2 Pet. iii. 16, and in v. 17, St. Peter warns 
bciieners who know these doctrines to beware lest they be led away 
by the error of these tviched and fall from their own stedfastness ; 
but rather to grow in grace, and in the knowledge of the Lord 
und Saviour Jesus Christ. And see Luke xxi. 35, compared 
with Isai. xxiv. 17, 18, where it is said that the second advent of 
Christ to judge the quick, will come as a snare upon the face of the 
whole easth, through the general unbelief, scoffing at, and rejec- 
tion of his coming to judge and destroy the wicked, who haye 
despised, or corrupted his gospel. See also 1 Thess. v. 3, com- 
pared with Amos v. 18, Isai. v. 19. — Yea, such will be the general 
unbelief and apostacy from the faith once delivered to the saints (Jude 

3, 4, &c.), that when Chrrist does come, he toill not Jind faith on 
the earth, but in a few, a little remnant, a little flock, to whom it 
will be his good pleasure to give the kingdom ; see Luke xviii. 7, 8. 
But the destruction of all these unbelievers and scoffers, referred to 
by the apostles, is inevitable; see 1 Thess. v. 3, and 2 Pet. iii. 
16, and ii. 1—3, 12, 17, Luke xxi. 34, 36, Jude, 15: in the last 
text their doom is especially alluded to, and their hard speeches, 
spoken against Christ and his coming; see also v. 17, 18. In 
Matt. xxiv. 37—39, it is said by our Lord himself, that, as it was 
in the days of Noah, when the world was in a state of universal 
wickedness, unbelief, and scoffing, at the approaching deluge ; so it 
will also be at the coming of the Son of Man ; and in Luke xvii. 
26, 27, it is said, all the wicked shall be destroyed as in the day of 
Noah ; and in v. 28, 29, " Likewise as it was in the days of Lot, 
they did eat, they drank, they bought, they sold, they planted, they 
builded ; but the same day that Lot went out of Sodom, it rained 
fire and brimstone, and destroyed them all : even thus shall it be in 
the day when the Son of Man is revealed." Therefore, in chapter 
xxi. 34 — 36, he warns his disciples, and all the church, say- 
ing — " Take heed to yourselves lest at any time your hearts be 
overcharged with surfeiting and drunkenness, and cares of this life, 
and so that day come upon you unawares ; for as a snare shall it 
come on all them that dwell on the face of the whole earth ; watch 
ye, therefore, and pray always that ye may be accounted worthy to 
escape all these things that shall come to pass, and to stand before 
the Son of Man." 
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CHAPTER V. 

The Signs, Times and Seasons, preceding Christ^ s second Coming, 

Though the day and hour of Christ's second coming are concealed 
firom angels and men, yet the signs, times, and seasons, prognosti- 
cating his coming, are erery where given for our instraction, and we 
are exhorted to study, understand, and observe them. See 1 
Thess. V. 2, where St. Paul commends the Thessalonians because 
they had no need that he should instruct them in the knowledge of 
the times and seasons of the coming of Christ, for that they themselves 
knew perfectly well that the day of the Lord was to come as a thief 
in the night; and in v, 4, 5, that they were not in darkness or ig- 
norance, so that that day should overtake them as a thief ; and then 
exhorts them not to sleep as others do; nor to be as the great majority 
of professors will befound, ttnprcparcc?; norlike the foolish virgins, fast 
bound in ignorance and unbelief of his coming, and only avrakened 
by the awful event of his appearing, to have the door shut against 
them, and to hear the Bridegroom declare, ** Verily I say unto you, 
I know you not," (Matt, xxv.) In 1st Thess. v. 6, the apostle says, 
they were all the children of the day, and not of night, nor of 
darkness ; he Mcrc/bre warns them not to sleep as do others, but watch 
and be sober; for that God had not appointed them to wrath (as he 
had the foolish virgins and scoffers), hut to obtain salvation by our ' 
Lord Jesus Christ (v. 9), and to live together with him (v. 10); 
wherefore they were to comfort (or exhort) themselves together 
with these words, and to edify one another ; even . as also they did 
(y. 11), and iv. 18. In Acts i. 6, 7, the apostles asked our Lord 
Qust before his ascension) if he was then going to restore the king- 
dom to Israel. He answered, it was not for them to know the times 
or the seasons which the Father had put in his own power ; but 
that their immediate duty was to preach the gospel, and be thereby 
witnesses of him in Jerusalem, and all Judea, and in Samana, and 
unto the uttermost parts of the earth. And in James v, 7, 
the times and seasons of Christ's coming are alluded to under the 
figure of the early and the latter rain, which preceded the harvest; 
and Christ's coming is compared to the harvest ; and in v.- 8, the 
church is exhorted to be as patient as the husbandman who waiteth 
for the harvest, for the coming of the Lord draweth nigh. Com- 
pare Matt. xxiv. 32, 33, where our Lord gives a parable eJxpressly 
upon the times and the seasons of his second coming ; which he 
compares to the budding of the trees, and their putting forth their 
leaves, as indicative of summer being at hand ; so likewise when his 
church should see all those signs fulfilling, mentioned throughout 
this 24th chapter, especially from the 29th verse, they were to 
know that he was at the door, and that their summer of peace and 
joy was nigh. And see chap. xvi. 3, where he condemns the Pha- 
risees as hypocrites, for not discerning the signs of the times (which 
he had predicted) of their approaching judgment, in the destruction 
of their temple, their city, and themselves ; which was an eminent 



type of bis second adventlo judge tfie world; as was also tlie de- 
struction of Sodom and Gomorrah by 6re, and the old world by 
the flood. In Eccles. iii. 1, 17, it is said, " To every thing there is 
a. season, and a lime to every purpose under the heaven." How 
necessary is it, then, dihgently to study the times, the signs, and 
seadons, which are to usher in that eventful purpose — the coming 
of Christ to judgment! especially as they are clearly foretold 
in God's word, that we may be able to know them when they 
arrive, and be, thereby, prepared for the approach of that great 
and terrible day of the Lonl. In Mark xiii. 23, Christ commaada 
us to be diligent in the study of these times and seasons, some 
of the signs of which lie had just been foretelling (», 19, 22)-, 
saying, " Take ye heed: behold I have foretold you all things;" 
see also 2 Pet. lii, 17. Also, throughout all the Gospels, Christ 
has himself fully described their nature and character, both eccle- 
siastical and civil. The following are the ecclesiastical signs, tiroes, 
and seosonB, of Christ^s second advent, or such as were to taiffi 
place in the visible church throughout all Christendom, Matt. xxiv. 
5, 9—14, 23, 24, 30, 37—39, xxv. 1—12, 31, and xiii. 24—30, 
38—40 ; here the tares are described as growing with the wheSt 
to the end of the world (or age), in such profusion, that wicked^ 
ness will every-where abound even till the end of this dispenBa- 
tion, Luke xvii. 26—30, 37; see also Matt, xxviii. 19, com- 
pared with X. 18; sxiv. 14; Mark xiii. 9; Luke xxi. 24— 26 ; 
compare v. 24 with Dan. viii. 13, 14, where in n^ 14, a cer- 
tain definite time is given to intervene between the captivity, 
and the restoration of Israel and Jiidah to their own land, and the 
cleansing of the aanctuary. In the 24th verse of Luke xxi. this 
period is called " the times of the gentiles, or the period allotted 
for the duration of the visible gentile church ; at the expiration of 
which it will be rejected, saving a small remnant, and judged for 
itaapostacy; the Jewish church, in its stead, being re-elected by 
ingrafture into its own olive tree, once more restored to its own 
land, and for ever made the centre of unity of the general kingdom 
of Christ, in the millenial reign, to embrace all the nations of the 
eaith ; Bee in connexion with this «. 24, Rom. si. 25, 30, 31 , where 
the same subject and period are treated of. viz., the rejection of 
the one, and re-election of the other, after the fulness of the times 
of the gentiles is come In, or terminated. See also Rev. xi. 2, 
where the holy city (or the true Christian church) is said to be 
trodden down by the gentiles forty-two months, or 1260 days — the 
same period as the time, times, and half a time, in Dan. xii. 7 ; 
which compare with Rev. x. 6, where the same period is stated ; and 
xii. 6, where we find U60 days of years mentioned, the same 
aa the lime, times, and half a time, in v. 14, or three jn-opketic 
years and a half, of 360 days to the year. In Rev. xiii. 5, 
the period of forty-fvio months is again staled, as the time of 
lire power of the papacy; all these dates are the same in point of 
lime, referring to the same subjects, viz., the oppression of the 
Christian church by antichrii^, or the Assyrian tyranny (Isai. 
30, iVt), UDder its two-fold character of papal and infidel ; and, if 



we include the 2300 days of Dan. viii, 14, then involving the tread- 
mg down of the Jews, and their restoration with that of the elect 
remnant of the Christian church, after the destruction of their 
enemies. For further ecclesiastical sigiis, times, and seasons, see 
Dan. xi. 30, 33, 35, and xii. 1,4, 7, 9—12: in v. 10. it is pro- 
mised the wise shall be enabled to understand, but the wicked 
shall not understand; as also in Hosea xiv, 9, where the same 
promise is made to the wise, when treating of the same subject 
and time. Hence the wise may be prepared to discern the approach 
of Christ's coming; to the judgment of his eneviies (including; chiefly 
those of the antichristiau apoatacy, and the Mahomedan powers, the 
one the enemy of his true church, the other of his ancient people 
Israel), the restoration of the Jewish chuicb, and resurrection of 
the righteous, to reign with Him throughout the millennium. In ch 
Aii. 13, the promise is made to Daniel, that he should stand v 
his lot at the end of the days (Psalm i. 5, with Rev. xx.4,6): seen 
11 of this xiith chap, of Dan., where a period of 1290 days of 
years is given (supposed by many to have ended A.D. 1823) ; and 
V. 12, where the last period is specified (supposed to end A.D. 
1863), when the universal blessedness of the millenial reign shall 
have begun. Further ecclesiastical signs, in the apostacy, and 
perilous times of the Christian church, and especially in the " loMt 
days" of this dispensation, are set forth in 2 Tim. iii. 1 — 5, atul 
iv. 3,4; 2 Thess. ii. 9—12; 2 Peter iii. 3,4; Jude 17—19; 
Rom. si. 18, 20—22,25—32. 

The following texts point out some of the civil and political 
signs, times, and seasons, predicted to take place in the nations of 
the earth, particularly within the bounds of the eastern and western 
divisions of the Roman empire — Malt. xxiv. 6 — 8 (compare «. 21, 
22, 29, 30, with Dan. xii. l,and Luke xxi. 24— 26. and Joel ii. 10, 
11, 30, 31, iii. 15, 16) ; from which turn to Heb. xii. 26, 27 ; H^. 
ii. 6, 7 ; Isai. xxiv. 5, 6, 13, and Dan. xi., where we find many of 
these political signs, or events, and times specified ; see v. 20 — 39, 
in which verses we have the French revolution, the beheading of 
Lewis the XVlth, and Buonaparte's political history, and wars mi- 
nutely detailed. Further political signs to be accomplished at the 
time of the end are given from v. 40 to 45. Compare the fonner 
verses from 20 to 39 inclusive, with the parallel passage n Rev. x\\. 
2 — 1 1 , where again the French revolution and Buonaparte's wars aie 
detailed, and where he is set forth as the instrument in the hands 
of God, appointed to pour out the third, fourth, and fifth vials 
of wrath upon the papal nations— the seat of the beast, and false 
prophet ; ti. 2 refers to the spirit of infidelity and atheism that 
diseased the very vitals of all societies in France, producing 
the French revolution, and reign of terror, described in v. 3, 
which again synchronizes with Dan. xi. 20, at which point (v. 4) 
Buonaparte's history, and campaigns in Italy. &c , begin, which 
again synchronizes with Dan. xi, 22 ; wherefore, we shall find most 
of these political signs, to be those typically referred to in Matt, 
xxiv. 6, T, 2], and which had their literal accomplishment in the 
Jewish war, previous to the destruction of the temple, city, aad 
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polity. These wars, and rumours of wan, nfttion rising' againit 
nation, kingdom against kingdom, we have seen in patiaheady ful- 
filled : and are referred to in Heh. xii. 26, 27 ; Hag. ii. 6, 7 ; all 
these civil signs, and many others, have been fulfilling during the 
pouring out of (he six vials ; aad during the same period, most of 
the ecctesiaslical signs have been fultilllng ; for instance, that great 
sign in Matt. xxiv. 14, the preaching of the everlasting gospel to all 
nations, through missionary and Bible societies, &c. Compare Rev. 
xiv. 6, Dan. xi. 33—35, agreeing with Mark xiii. 10, Acts i. 8 ; 
and after this great ecclesiastical sign is fully accomplished, then is 
the enrf of this dispensation to come. Matt. xxiv. 14, compared with 
Luke xxi. 24, and Dan. xii. 9. Another great ecclesiastical sign 
now fulfilling, is the apostacy and infidelity abounding throughout 
Christendom ; also the increase of crime, or " abounding of 
iniquity," in the Christian nations, and the waxing cold of the love of 
many professors, who have now nothing left but the form of godli- 
ness without the power — foretold in Matt. xxiv. 12, and i Tim. iii. 
1 — 5 ; also the increase of false prophets, or teachers, Matt. xxiv. 
5, II, compared with 2 Tim. iv. 3, 4, and 2 Peter ii. 1 ; Jude 17 
—19; 2 Peter iii. 3, 16, 17; 1 Thess. v. 3; all which passages 
agree with Matt xxiv. 15, 24; Rev. xvi. 13, 14. Most of these 
signs have long been accomplishing, that is during the time com- 
prehended by the pouring out of the five, and as much of the 
sixth vial's portion, as we have arrived at ; the signs in Rev. xvi. 
1 3, 14, lire at this present time in full exercise ; which may be said 
also of the civil sign of the drying up of the Euphrates (or Tnrkish 
power) in u. 12. We arc now in point of time arrived at this I3th 
verse, in which the unclean spirits are said to go out of the mouth 
of the (pagan) dragon, and of the {infidel) beast, and of tlie (papal^ 
false prophet; therefore all the remaining ecclesiastical and civil 
signs, times, and seasons, which are yet to be fulfilled, must, it 
is evident, immediately usher in the coming of Christ to judgment, 
and be fully accomplished in the pouring out the remainder of the 
sixth, and the whole of the seventh vials; see Rev. xvi. 13 — 21, 
ending with the battle of the great day of God Almighty, at 
Armageddon. Here, in v. 15, Christ vjarns us of his coming, 
and we may expect it will be at the end of the sixth vial; but kom 
short or how long a period may elapse, ere the end thereof, of course, 
no one can say ; yet all the learned and pious students of prophecy 
concur in the opinion, that it cannot be far distant ; and that the 
second advent of Messiah will take place immediatehj on the com- 
plete drying up of the Euphrates, or total destruction of the Otto- 
man power and empire. 



CHAPTER VI, 

The First Resurrection. 

At the second coming of Christ, the riglUeous dead will be ratted, 

in immortal and glorious bodies, like unto Christ's glorous body, to 

live and reign with him on the renewed earth, during the mil- 

.^ium ; this is called the first resurrection, in conlra-distinc- 
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tiun to the last, 
the end of the same. See Rev, 

" Blessed and holy is he that hatli part in the Jint resurrection ! 
such the second death shall have no power, but they shall be prietU 
of God and of Christ, and ahall reign with liim a thousand yean." 
That all the righteous dead, as well as the martyrs, ehali ^re 
inthiB privilege, see Rev. xi. 18, where we tind this reward shall 
be given to his servants the prophets, and to hit minis, and to thoie 
that /ear hit name, small us well as great: in ch. v. 10, the 
spirits of the just row in heaven are represMted as concluding lie 
new choral song with these words of jtwful anticipalioo — " And 
thou hast made us unto God kings and priests, and we akail ras" 
Qu the earth." To prove that they were spiriu of the just, i 
angels, who sang this song, see «. 9, where they sing, " Thou art 
worthy, for thou hast redeemed us to God by thy blood out of every 
kindred, and toi^e, and people, and nation ;" added to wbich, in 
chap. ii. 26, 27, Christ gives this promise — " He that overcometh 
and keepeth my words unto the end, unto Aim will 1 gine povier 
lyvtT the nations; and he shall rule them with a rod of ii 
Again, «hap. iii. 21, " To him that overcometh will I grant t 
down with me on my throne, even as 1 also overcame and w 
down with my Father on his ihjone-" See also Dau. vii. 
22,37; again, in Rev. vii. 15—17, we have it aaserted, that he that 
sitteth on the tiiroue (which is Christ, v. 17) shall dwell aimoag; 
them,'' utd grant to them those peculiar blessings promised in v. 
16, 17, which are the felicities of the New Jerusalem that ooraes 
down from heaven to the earth, see xxi. 3, 4, 6, ^3, xxii. 1,2. We 
find, therdbre, that this promise, of Christ dwelling or tabernaeli»g 
among bis saints, does not refer to the present heavenly state, hut 
to New Jerusalem, which is to come down out of heaven from God ; 
and when on this eai'th, the voice from heaven, v, 3, proclaims, 
" Behc^, the tabernacle of God is with men, and he will dwell 
among them, and God liiemself shall be with them, and be their 
God." Compare, most attentively, the following conclusive texts, | 
Ezek. xxsvii. 97, 28, " My tabernacle also shall be with them : jrea, 
I will be their God, and they shall be my people ;" and xliii. 7, 
xliv. 2. 3, xlvui. 35 ; Isai. Kxiv. 23 ; Mic. iv. 7 ; liai. ix. 7 ; Zecfc. 
ii. 10, 5 i see again Rev. iii. 12 ; where the same blessings are in 
like manner promised to the saints in the New Jerusalem, that 
holy city, which is to remain for ever on this renewed earth; see, 
moreover, ch. xxi. 24, where " the nalitms of them that ate aaved 
shall walk in the light of it, and the kings of the earth do bring 
their honour into it ;" and (v. 26) " they shall bring the glory and 
honour of all nations into it ;" this, therefore, cannot be in the . 
present heavenly state, but it must refer to a yet future state, to be j 
instituted upon this very earth, after its transformation by fire into 
the new heavens and jtew earth, wherein dwelleth righteousness 
,{2 Peter iii. 1 3), bemuse here are nations, earthly kings, and earthly 
ionouTS, spoken of; none of which can by any spiritual ization Iw j 
said to exist in thQprese«l heavenly state, That they belong to Ike 
new heavens and new earth, see further proof in Isai. Ixv. 17 — 19,J 



Ixvi. 12, 22, 23, Ix. 3—5, i 1, 12, 16, and in Re». vii. 17 ; in Uiese 
passages it is promtsod to t^espinVsof the just jwuj in heaven (made 
perfect fls yet on/y ns to their jptrt(s), that thej shall be led by 
Christ himsdf to Ao»e fountains of living waters which shall flow in 
the New Jerusalem, when established on this earth. See sxi. 6, 
xxii. 1, 2; Zech. xiv. 8 ; Psalm xxx-vi. 8, 9; particularly Ezek. 
idvii, 1 — 7 — 12, in this 7th verse, the trees (of lifel growing on each 
side ^ the river are spoken of (as in Rev. xxii. 2) ; see also Joel 
iii. 16. And again, respecting this reign of the risen, and changed 
saints with Christ, see Rev. xxii. 5, where it is promised that they 
gball reign for ever and ever (the same as in Dan. vii. 18,22,27), 
and in Rev. xxi. 7, it is also promised " they shall inherit alt 
thingt;" yet further, see Eplies. i. 9, 10, when God's good plea- 
cure, which he hath purpoEed in himself, will be fully accompli^ed. 
nz. " that in the dispensation of the fulness of the tintet (so often 
MferFed to in Daniel and the Apocalypse) he might gather together, 
iN one, ail things in Christ, both wliich are in the heavens, and 
which are on the earth, even in him :" and v. 22, " and gave him 
(Christ) to be head over all things to (or for) the church ;" and 
ia Man six. 28, 29, the same promise is made — " Ye which 
bft*e foUowed me, in the regeneration (or renovation — the new 
bnveDs and new earth), wlien the Son of Man shall sit on the 
thfone of his glory, ye also shall sit upon twelve thrones, 
judging (that is di^ensing justice to) the twelve tribes of Israel ; 
and every one that hath forsijieii houses, brethren, or lands, for my 
Mike, shall receive an hundredfold, and inherit everlasting life, in 
tlie viorld to come" (Luke xviii. 30). Christ moreover, in Luke xxii. 
2S, 30, appoints to his apostles a kingdom, that they may eat 
and drink witii him at his table, in Aii kingdom, and sit on thrones, 
&c. Hence the apostles are to be appointed to the high office 
of judges over the twelve tribes ; and are, perhaps, the twelve 
angels spoken of in Rev. xxi. 12, represented as sitting at the 
twelve gates of the New Jerusalem, on which are written the Ttamei 
of the twelve tribes of the children of Israel; but the promise of 
sitting with Christ on his throne, even as he sat do\m on his 
Father's throne, appears to be made to all the saints ; for it 
is " to him that (wercome^A ;" see Rev. iii. 21, as in chap. li. 36, 
" To him that overcometh will I give power," &c. This throne, 
and this kingdom, Christ calls his throne and his kingdom, in 
contra- distinction to his Father's. In Luke i. 32, it is ex- 
pressly said, " The Lord God shall ^ve him the throne of his Father 
David, to reign over the house of Jacob for ever: and of his king- 
dom (Awe shall be no end," which undoubtedly is the same throne 
and kingdom (commencing at the millennium) as treated of fully 
by Isaiah ix. 7; Dan. ii. 35,44; vii. 14; and of which, in u. 
18, S2, 27, of this vtith chapter, it is said, that the saints shall, with 
Christ, possess, and ret^ in, this kingdom "for ever, even for ever 
and ever." If it be asked. Of whom does this kingdom consist ? ! 
answer. Of the saints who are alive at his second advent (who 
shall be changed to in corruption and immortality), and the righteous 
irb^nGg in ths^rst resurrection, with those Jews, and members of 
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l.hegeulile or heathen nations, that sli^l then be converted. That 
it is only the righteous who shall then arise, I have already proved 
in the beginning of this chapter, to which I beg leave to refer the 
reader. See Rev. xx. 6, where they are said to be blessed and holy 
that have part in the ^rsl resurrection ; for in Luke xiv. 14, Christ 
expressly distinguishes it as the resurrection of the juif; promising 
that then (and not before) they shall be fully recompensed, and n 
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intermediate stale, at death. See xs, 35 ; be says it U only 
e accounted worthy (or imputed righteous) shall obtain 
tion of the dead, and the world (or age) to come ; in u. 
s said of them that they are to be equal anlo the angels, and 
are the children of God, " being the children of the TesuTrectiati." 
Now, as this language, and these privileges, cannot be applied to the 
wicked, though it is probable that some few will rise to shame and 
everlasting con(emj)(, Dan.xii. S, it follows of course that the wicked 
dead generally shall not rise in the first resurrection, but the 
righteous only. See also Matt. xxii. 30, Mark sii. 15, and in Ret. 
XX. 5, where we find the rest of the dead (that is the wicked dead) 
lived not again until the thousand years were tinished. Psalm xlix. 
14 declares, " The upright (or righteous) shall have dominion over 
them (the wicked) in the morning" (of the resurrection). In v. IS, 
David rejoices in the blessed anticipation, saying, " But God will 
redeem fny soul from the power of the grave, for he shall receive me." 
And, V. 19, he says (of the wicked dead), " they shall never see 
light." By this phrase he cannot mean that the wicked shall never rise 
again ; consequently he must assert, that they shall never eee the 
light of the morning (of the first resurrection, which is the sole privi- 
lege of the upright (v. 14). Isal. xxvi. 14 speaks of the same nicked 
dead, as not to rise in the first resurrection — " They are dead, they 
shall not live, they are deceased, they shall not rise:" but the 
ri^Afeous dead mentioned inc. 19, were to arise, when the Lod 
Cometh out of his place, v. 21. Again, Psalm xvii. 15, " As for me 
(says David), I will behold thy face in righleoasness : 1 shall be 
satisfied when 1 awake with thy lilteness." (Compare Phil. iii. 21, 
and 1 John iii. 2); and again Psalm Ixxi. 20, 21, "Thou sbalt 
quicken me again, and shall bring me up again from the depths of 
the earth; thou shalt increase my greatness, tmd comfort me oh 
every side." Also, Psalm xxvii. 13, and Job xix. 25—27, xjv. 12, 
13—15. But in the xvth chapter of 1 Cor. St. Paul exclusively 
treats of the resurrection of the righteous, and by consequence, 
of the first resurrection; v. S-l, we find, they only " that are 
Christ's" shall rise " at his coming." And In v. '20, he shows that 
those that are Christ's (those who have fallen asleep in Christ, v. 
18) will ai'ise to share his reign and his glory (the glorious har- 
vest, of which Christ himself was the first fruits). Soin v. 23, "every 
one in his own order ^orAarni), Christ the tirst fruit, afterwards lAey 
that are Christ's, at his coming." There is not a word or an alluston 
to the wicked dead throughout this chapter, though written so ex- 
pressly and fully upon the subject of the resurrection ; but all the 
argument is respecting the righteous, and their high rewards of 
incorruptioD, immortality, and glory ; both in body and soul, at the 




second advent, lee verse* 40—44, 48, 49, 52—54 ; v. 57, St. Paul 
saith, "Thanks be to God, who giveth us the victory throug 
Lord Jesus Christ." Here he speaks of the saints exclusively — 
the brethren beloved, v. 53, whom he exhorts unto steadfastness and 
patience, from the glorious hopes set before them. Again, in 
1 Thess. iv, 13, 14, writing for the consolation of the saints, he 
says, — ^" I would not have you to be ignorant, brethren, concerning 
them which are asleep, that ye sorrow not, even as others which 
have no hope; for if we believe that Jesus died and rose again, even 
so thera also which s/eejt in Jesus will God bring with him." Hence 
only those who sleep in Jesus will God bring with Jesus; tiint- 
amounl to the former phrases,- — " they that are Christ's, at his 
coming;" — " the resurrection of the jusl,'^ Luke xiv, 14; " the 
worthy" that are to be equal to the angels ; — " the children of God 
— being the children of the resurrection," xJt. 35, 36. But in v. 16 
of this ivth chapter of 1 Thess. Paul says the dead in Christ shall 
rise frst (that is before the living are changed), agreeing with Rev. 
XX. 6, where they are pronounced " blessed and /toly," who have a 
part in the ;frs< resurrection. It is also clearly afhrmed, in Rev. xx. 5, 
that " the rest of the dead lived not again until the thousand years 
■were tinished;" verses J 1 — 13 describe this last resurrection, and 
general judgment of the wicked ; and v. 15, their final and eternal 
punishment. Now, we affirm, that as all Christians admit this last 
resurrection to be a literal and actual one, they are bound equally 
to acknowledge, by the letter of Scripture, the frst resurrection, in 
verses 4, 5, to be literal and actual aiso ; and if it be affirmed that 
the ^i-s( is only a fiurative resurrection (as Hymeneeus and Philetus 
falsely taught ; for what is predicated of one, is not more explicit 
thanof the other), then is the last a,\so figurative ; and so do they 
destroy the doctrine of the resurrection altogether : because the 
same liberty may be taken with the language of Paul, Peter, and 
even of Christ himself; seeing the same spirit dictated a/^ which 
is written on this subjecL Mr. Mede says, respecting this text, 
" After seriously considering and weighing all things, I found no 
ground or footing for any sense but the literal." And Bishop 
Newton observes on verses 4 — 6, " If the martyrs rise only in a 
spiritual sense, then the rest of the dead rise only in a spiritual 
sense ; but if the rest of the dead really rise, the martyrs (v. 4) rise 
in the same manner. There is no difference between them ; and we 
should be cautious and tender of making the frst resurrection an 
allegory, lest others should render the second into an allegory too," 
liltethosewhomSt.Paulmentions"— (2Tim.ii. 17,18), "Hymena:us 
and Philetus, who concerning the truth have erred, saying that the 
resurreclioa is past already, and overthrow the faith of some" 
They who say the frst resurrection is only figurative, virtually 
destroy the doctrine of a real resurrection, because there is no seomd 
resurrection of the righteous mentioned in Scripture. Hymenwas and 
Philetus denied, or destroyed, the doctrine of the resurrection jms( 
in the very same manner that it is now generally denied in the 
ehurch ; namely, by saying that it only meant a spiritual resurrection 
in the soul, or regeneration and sanctilication. And that only a high 
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of sanctification, is meant, through the pouring ont of llie 

the latter day^, is Mr. Scolt'i manner of explainmg this pu- 

■ " 4 — 6, for he asserts, that the first 



But if there was no other passage b 
1—6, it is abundantly sufficient to prove 
this importaot point of doctrine, as an article of our faith ; since it 
is as much a part of God's word, as any other portion of the Scrip* 
ttires, and its meaning as plain and obvious as any passa^ of tnc 
inspired volume. We will therefore leave to thewise. the disputer, 
and scoffer of this world, to deny, deride, or reject, this blessed 
anicle of the Christian faith ; but we ourselves will hold by thai 
which was, as we have so often assei'ted, the orthodox doctrine,— 
the wisdom, and hope, of the church of Christ, in the three first 
centuries of primitive purify, and, therefore, no mere neio light, but 
as old as the Fathers and Apostles. 

The reader is requested particularly to study the following leitt!. 
pointing out the personal reign of Christ, with his saints, over lite 
earfft;— Rev. XX. 2— 6, v. 10, xxii. 3, 5; Ezek. xliii. 7, xxxvii. 24 
—28, compared with Rev. xxii. 3; Job x'lx. 24—26; John sit. 
1—5,28,29; Jerem. xxiii. 5, 6; Isai. ix. 6, 7, xssii. 1 ; 1 Tim. 
vi. 14; Mich. iv. 1 — 8; Acts i, 9 — II, compared with Zech- xrv, 
1, 4, 9 ; Acts i. 3, compared with 6th ver^e ; Acta ii. 23, Sec, 
compared with Acts iii. 19— 21 ; Lake xxii. 29. 30 ; Dan. ii, «, 
vii. 9—14, ?6, 27; Isai. xx\v. 23; Zech. ii. 10—13, vi. U, 13, 
viii. 3 — 6, and ix. 9^16 ; Rev. xi. 18; Pfial. xxxvii. compared with 
M^tt. V. 7; Psal. Ixxii., xciii., c, xxti. 26—31, xcvi. 10—13, 
xcvii, 1, 5. 



CHAPTER VII. 

The Changing of the living Saints at ihejirst Resurrection. 
We shall find, by aa examination of the following passages, bow 
beautiful is that hannony which pervades the wonderfiil designs of 
God, who has here set forth, in what way the toAo/e of his elect peo- 
ple will be gathered into the one perfect body of Christ, He beingihe 
head. This will be at his second coming, when the saiuts wiio are 
then alive on the earth will undergo such a change, in body and 
soul, as to place them on an equality in every respect with the 
righteous that rise in the first resurrection, see 1 Cor. xt. 51 — 54. 
The Apostle calls this important point of doctrine a mystery, de- 
manding peculiar attention, by the exclamation, " Behold I I show 
you a mystery ; we shall not all sleep (or die), but we shall all be 
ciianged in a moment, in the twinkling of an eye, at the last trump ; 
for the trumpet shall sound, and the dead'shnl! be raised incorruptible, 
and we (who are alive) shall be cAnnijed: for this corruptible (body 
of the living and the dead saints) shall put on incomiption ; and 
this mortal (body, &c.) shall put on immortality ; then shall be 
brought to pass the saying that is written. Death is swallowed up in 
victory. death, where is thy sting? O grave, where is thy 
victory ?" This " saying" is a quotation from Isai. xxv. 8, where he 
IB speaking of the millenial felicity and glory. Compare Rev. xxi. 4, 
and we find the Apostle John uses these very words of Isaiah, when 
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tlesci'ibing tiie New- Jerusalem state, " There Hhall be no more death, 
and God shall wipe away all tears from their eyes." St. Paul t^akes 
the latter part of the above quotation from Hos, xiii. 14, where it is 
promised — " 1 will ransom them from the power of the grave, I will 
redeem them from death : O death, I will be thy plaffue; grave, 
I mill be thy deslrucHon." Compare Rom. viii. 23, Ephes. iv. 30, 
Phil. iii. 20, 21. St. Paul further shows us the time and nature of 
tiiisgloriotts change, which the living saints and the righteous dead 
shall undergo : speaking of those whose conversation is in heaven, 
and who look from thence for the coming of Christ, he says, that at 
the second advent, Christ " shall change our vile body (not of the 
wicked certainly), that it may be fashioned like unto his gloriotts 
body, according to the working whereby he is able to subdue all 
things unto himself;" the same indeed in which Christ appeared at 
the transfiguration (Matt, xvii, 2), in which he tabernacles now, and 
will for ever : so that, as we have borne the image of the earthy, we 
shall also bear the image of the heavenly." I Cor. xv. 47 — 49. " It 
doth not yet appear what we shall be, but we know that when he 
shall appear we shall be like him, for we shall see him as he is,'' 
1 John iii. 2. For we are predestinated to be conformed to the 
image of Christ, which is not noio fulfilled in us, bat in part; in 
soul, but not ia body. Col. iii, 4, " When he who is our life shall 
appear, then shall ye also appear with him in glory." So Titus 
ii. 13, " Looking for the glorious appearing of the great God and 
our Saviour Jesus Christ." And 1 Peter v, 4, " When the chief 
Shepherd shall appear, ye shall receive a crown ofglorg that fadeth 
not away," — " that when his glory shall be revealed, ye shall be 
glad with exceeding joy." iv. 13, also i. 7, 1 1 , 13, and Luke ix. 26, 

tWhen he shall come in his own glory," &c. 
' CHAPTER Vlll. 

, The Ascension of the Saints to meet the Lord in the Air. 
That the living (who have undergone the glorious change spoken 
of in the preceding chapter), and also the risen saints, shall both at 
the same time be caught up together to meet the Lord ia the air, and 
join in the glorious train of angels, attendants of his triumphal 
entrance into the world, to the judgment of his enemies, may be 
clearly deduced from the following passages of Holy Scripture ; — 
1 Thess, iv. 15, " For this we say unto you by the word of the Lord, 
that we which are alive, and remain unto the coming of the lord, 
shall not prevent (or precede) those that ate asleep (in Jesus, v. 14) : 
for the Lord himself shall descend from heaven with a shout, with 
the voice of the archangel, and with the trump of God ; and the dead 
in Christ shall rise first (compare 1 Cor. xv. 20, 23) : then we which 
are alive aiid remain, shall be caught up together with them in the 
clouds, to meet the Lord in the air," lie. The trump of God (w. 16), at 
the sounding of which the righteous dead will arise, and the living 
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■&int« be ciianged, is ihe same a» lliat which in 1 Cor. xv. 62 is caileil 
the last trump, agreeing with the last or seventh, trumpet men- 
tioned in Rev. xi. 15, al the Bounding ol" which, the kiogdoms oi this 
world are said lo " become the Itingdoms of our Lord and of his 
Chriat. and he shall reign for ever and ever;" in verses 17, 18, il is 
^ain said of Christ, " because that thou hast taken to ibee ihy 
great power and hast reigned, and the nations were angry, and ihy 
wrath is come, and the time of the dead, that they should be judged 
(the righteous dead from what follows), and thai thou ahouldst^iix 
reward unto ihy servants the prophets, and lo ike »ainls, and Iheti 
that fear thy name, small and great, and shouldeat destroy them 
that destroy (or corrupt) the earth." This last trumpet is again 
spoken of in Matt. xxiv. 31, where Christ's personaX coming to 
judge the qnick is described, " And lie shall send his angels with a 
sound of a great trumpet," &c. The margin reads " with a trumpet, 
and a great voice," the same voice of the archangel and trump ef 
God already alluded to in 1 Thess. iv. 16. It is therefore evident, 
without doubl, that all these prophecies aie synchronous, referring 
to the same lime, and the same awful eonsttmmation. For a further 
elucidationof this great and momentous subject see SThesa. i, 7 — 10, 
nd IThess.iv. 16; Matt.xsiv. 31, xxv. 31. xiii. 39— 41, 49; Mark 
viii. 38; Lukeix. 26; Psalm Isviii. 17; that the Psalmist is treating of 
Christ's coming 10 judgment, see verses 1 — 5, 21, 23, and of Israel's 
regeneration and restoration, verses I-'}, 22, 23, 35. The texts I 
shall now quote refer especially to the attendance of the saints, 
lee 1 Thess. iii. 13, iv. 14; Jude 14; Zech. xiv. 5: Dan. vii. 10, 
22; Deut. xxxiiL 2 : and Rev. xix. 14, &-c. In which /osf passage 
there is a fall description of this august train, and the triumphant 
advance of Christ in personal glory and majesty to judge and destroy 
the enemies of the church (" who had con'upted the earth," — " had 
led into captivity and killed with the sword," xi. 18, xiii. 10, xviii. 
6). That we may be assured these armies from heaven, in Rev. xix. 
14, which followed the King of kings, and Lord of lords, are not 
angels, but the saints, risen and changed, — it is said, that " they 
were clothed in Jine linen white and clean," lo distinguish them as 
redeemed and justifed; and in verses 7, 8, of this xixth chapter, 
when speaking of the bride, the Lamb's wife, making herself ready 
to attend the marriage-supper, it is said, that " to her was granted 
that she should be arrayed in fine linen clean and white; for tht 
fine linen is the SiKmiafiara righteousness of the saints." In chap. 
vi> 10, II, vii. 9, 13, 1 4, " tliey had washed' their robes and made 
them ifAite in the blood of the Lamb," and iii. 5, 18. Now there- 
fore was fulfilled the promise made (in chap. vi. 10, 11, and xi. 18) 
to the righteous souls of them, under the siltar, who were slain for 
the word of God, and the testimony of Jesus. It is evident, there- 
fore, that these armies from heaven on white horses, that follow Him 
whose name is " the Word of God," are the saints, sf nail and great, 
who have been raised in the first resurrection (xx. 4—6) (whose 
touls, since their death, had been till then in the heaven of the in- 
teiBicdiate state), and also those saints .who were alive at His 
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coming, And " changed in a moment, in the twinkling of an eye, at tbe 
somid of the last triinip," and who were with the risen saints, cauglit 
up together, to meet the Lord in the air, aa they are thus represenled 
to be, in the 14th verse of this xixth chapter, — " The armies which 
were in heaven followed him upon white horses, clothed in Jine 
Hnen uihite and clean," and in u. 1 1 their Lord is described as 
going before them, and also riding on a while horae, " and he that 
sat upon it was called Failkjvl and Tive, and in righteousness he 
doth jjidrje and make war;"—" and he should smite the nntions, and 
rule them with a rod of irim, and he treadeth the winepress of the 
fierceness of the wrath of Almighty God." i^. 1 5. Then are the infidel 
beast, and the false prophet, " cast alive into the lake of fire, burn- 
ing with brimstone, and the remnant (of Christ's, and his church's 
enemies) slain with the swordof him that sat upon the horse," r. 20, 
21. TTiis is in the battle of Armageddon, in the great day of God 
Almighty, svi. 14—16. 



CHAPTER IX. 

The ascended Saints, preserved from the Jiery Judi/mtHts, ejcercise 
Power, with Christ, over their enemies. 
Fkom the following passages of Scripture we find, 1st, — that the 
saints (those raised from the dead, and those then living and changed) 
shall, by their being caught up tc^lher to meet the Lord in the air, fie 
thus preserved from those ^ery judgments, which shall consume the 
enemies of Christ and of his church, and so materially change the 
^ce or/asAion of this world (1 Cor, vii. 31), thus completely renewed, 
that, thereby, is brought to pass, that restitution of all things in Acts 
iii. 21, or that " wfiu heavens and new; earth," in which the righteous 
oitly shall dwell, 3 Peter iii. 7 — 13. (Gfeat and wonderful, however, 
as these changes in the_/ace of the earth will be, the identity of the 
kingdomsorterritoriesof the earth remains the same, and their /densi- 
ties still are said to be distinguishable.) And 2iidly, that these saints 
s\tB\l join with their Lord in these jud^ra^ntsot his and their enemies; 
the season then being ended, during which the saints were 1.0 be 
given into the hands oftheir enemies (Rev. vi. ll),and the day of judg- 
ment arrived, in which he should avenge the blood of hia martyred 
servants (whose souls are a(j)resen(K7ider(AeH/far in heaven, Rev. vi, 
9, 10), and, in answer to their prayer, utterly destroy them that corrupt 
the earth, and reward them double according to their wicked works, 
— see Rev.xi. 18, xiii, 10, xviii. 5, 6, 20, xix. 2; particularly Luke 
xviii. 7, 8. In I Cor.vi. 2, St. Paul says expressly that " thesainU 
shall judge the world," and in v. 3, that they shall even judge 
angels (see also 2 Peter ii. 4, Jude 6), that is, the fallen angels, 
with Satan at their head, who shall, at the coming of Christ, be cast 
out of the earth, and bound down in the bottomless pit, during hia 
reign of the thousand years. Rev. xx. 2, 3, compared wrth I Cor. iv. 
24, 25, Hcb. ii. 8 ; and in Rev. ii. 26, 27, Christ promises " To him 
that overcometh— will I give power over the yiatitms, and he shall 
( 1^'fA a rod qf iron; ae the vessds of & potter shall tbey 
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l>e broken to shivert." And tor further pitiof that the mi/its with their 
Lord will judge the world, see Rev, iii. 2 1 , and particularly chap. x\. 
4, where the (/irones of judgment are inentioped, "and 'Aey that 
sal upon them, and judijment was given unto them." That they 
who sat upon these thrones are the saints (especially the noble army 
of martyrs) is evident, because it is further stated that they were the 
sovls of them that were beheaded for the witness of Jesus., who had 
not worshipped the beast, and who lived and reigned with Ciirist a 
thousand years. Compare this with Dan. vii. 9, where the same 
thrones of judgment are said to be cast down (or, as it should be 
rendered, "pitched," as tents are pitched). In w. 22 it ia said, 
" that the judijmeat was given to the saints" (the same phrase as that 
from Rev. xk. 4) ; and ia v. 10 the saints (and perhaps angels, to- 
gether) are numbered as '' a thousand thousands (who) ministered unto 
nim, and ten thousand times ten thousand stood before him. and the 
judgment was set i" and again, in v.K, " The jadgmenl shall sit, 
and they (the saints spoken of ■□ i>, 25) t^hall lake away his dominion 
(that is the dominion of antichrist, under his last form, — having 
changed from the papal to the infidel), to consume and destroy it 
unto the end." And in u. 13 it is said, " The saints of the Most 
High shall take the kingdom, and possess the kingdom for ever, even 
foe ever and ever;" see its everlasting nature again in v. 14 ; and 
in V, 27, the extent and boUTtds of the kingdom are described as 
commeTWtrale with the whole earth, — " And the kingdora and 
dominion and the greatness of the kingdom under the whole heaven 
shall be given to the saints of the Most High, whose kingtiom is 
an everlasting kingdora," &c. This kingdom cwinot be in heaven, 
but must be the kingdom of this whole earth, because It is said 
to be under the whole heaven (for the meaning of this phrase see 
Gen. vii. 19, Job xxviii. 24); and in chap. ii. 35, that il filled 
or occupied the whole earth, and o. 44 : it is the same dominion 
treated of in Isai. ix. 7; Luke i. 32, 33, xxii. 29, 30; Psalm 
Ixsxix. 20—37; Micah iv. 7; Rev. xi. 1.5, 17, v. 10; 2 Tim. 
iv. 1; Matt.xix.28, sxv.34; Luke xix. II, 12, 15; Acte i. 6; 
Matt, vi. 10, From the following texts we are taught that the Lord 
will come in flaming fire, taking vengeance on his enemies ; and 
that it is by fire they will be destroyed : — 2 Thess. i. 8 ; laai. Ixvi. 
15, 16, xxiv. 6, 19, ix. 5; Zeph.i. 18; Hab.iii.5: Isai. sxsiv. 3,4. 
li.6; Zech.ix. 14; Dan. vii. 9—1 1 ; Psalm cii. 26, xcvii. 3—5: 
Ezek. xxxviii. 22; Luke xvii. 30; Rev. xix. 20, xiv. 10, xviii. 8, 
9, 18 ; Heb. xii. 29, " Our God is (or will be) a consuming fire." 
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CHAPTER X. 

The Restoration of the Jews to their own Land. 

Paballel with the events we have thus traced out, which, as 

they respect the living, have only alluded lo tite gentiles gralled into 

the true olive-tree (but ultimately for apostacy rejected, save a small 

faithful remaant), — we discover it to be the purpose of the God <it 
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Abraham, of Isaac, And of Jacob, to remember once more his an- 
cient people tbe Jews, who, at the second coming of Christ, shall b« 
delivered out of the hands of their enemies of the g;entile nations 
(heathen and christian) by the exercise of hia almii/hty and miractt~ 
lous power ; and shall be restored to tlieir own land, converted, and 
become the centre of unity of the visible church of Christ ; the chief 
of the nations of the earth, during the millenial rei^n of universal 
righteousness and peace: Deul. xxx. 1 — 9, xxvii. 1 — 10 — 1 3, xxxii. 
26,27,31— 36,41— 43, xxxiii. 26— 29; LeviUcuBxxvi. 3—12; Exod. 
XV. 17, 18; Numb.xxiii.21,23, 24, sxiv. 5— 9, butparticulariy 14 
— 24, where it is related what Israel is to achieve, and receive of 
felicity and glory through the Captain of their salvation, the Star of 
Jacob, in the latter days. Compare jj. 1 7 with v. 23, where the Star 
of Jacob is styled God; and also with Rev.xsii. 16, ii. 28; 2 Peter 
i. 19. Then Hannah's Song. 1 Sam. ii, 1—10; 2 Sam. vii. 10—12; 
Psalm xiv. 7; xlvi.; xlvii. 2—4. 7—9; xlviii. 1—8, 10, 14; 1. 1— 
7; Ii. 18, 19, liii.6, andbt.; Ixv. 1— 6; Ixvi. 3, 4; Ixvii, ; Ixv. 1— 
5; btviii. 1—5, 16—23, 31, 34, 35; Ixxii. ; Ixxvi. 1,8—12; Ixxx. 
14—18; btxxv.; Ixxxii.; Ijxxiii.; ixxxix. 23—25—27—29, 36, 37; 
xcvii. 1—8—10—12; xcviii. 1—9; cii. 13—18,21,28; ciii.6— 12; 
cv. 8—11 ; cviii. 5—13 ; ex. 2 {compare Rom. xi. 26), 3, 5, 7 ; 
cxxxii. 13, 14—18; cxxxviii. 4, 5; cxlvii. 2, 3, 6, 11, 12—19, 
20; cxiix; Isai. 1. 3, 18, 25—27; ii. 1—5; iv.; ix. 1—4—7; 
x.20— 27; xi. 11—16; xii., where is related the song of Israel's 
triumph for victory over her enemies, and restoration to the favour 
of God, and to the land promised to Abraham and his seed for ever ; 
xiv. 1 — 8 ; this last passage is very striking, — the Lord promises to 
have mercy on Israel, and to set them in their own land, and cause 
them to rule over their enemies, and break the staff" of their oppres- 
sors ; then, in v. 7, it is said, " that the whole earth was at rest and 
quiet:" also verses 24 — 27, 32, xvi. 4, 5, xviii. 1—7 (the word 
" woe," in the 1st verse of this xviiith chapter, is by the best critics 
translated " Ho 1") ; xix. IB— 25; xxiv. 13— 16— 23; xxv; and 
in chap. xxvi. is the song of triumph that shall be sung in the land 
of Judah, at Israel's and Judah's restoration and redemption ; xxvii. 
throughout; xxviii. 5; xxix. 18— 24; xxx. 18— 33; particularly 
xxxii. 1—8, 15— 20; xxxiii., observe verses 2, 5, 6, 17,21,22,24; 
particularly xxxv. ; the " them," alluded to in u. 1 , are the Jews, ■ 
see V. 8 of the preceding chapter, (xxxiv.) where it is said it is the 
day of the Lord s vengeance, the year of recompense for Ike contro- 
versy ofZion. This xxxivth describes this terrible day of the Lord's 
vengeance on the enemies of Zion, and the xxxvth describes Zion, or 
Israel's restoration and redemption, see v. 1 0, " And the ransomed of 
the Lord shall relum and come to Zion with songs aud everlasting 
joy upon their heads." And again, xl. 1 — 1 1 , 27 — 31 , is most striking: 
in verses 1, 2, the promise of consolation is to God's long- afflicted 
pcoplethe Jews, where the city of Jerusalem is put for the nation; and 
in V. 9, the margin rends, '' O thou that bringest good tidings to Zion, 
O thou (Messiah) that tellest good tidings to Jerusalem:" and in 
V. 27 it is Jacob and Israel that are addressed with the promise (in 
! — 31), that though they said their way was bid from the 
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Ijord, and their judgment was passed over from llie Ix)r(I, yet he 
was faithful and unchanr/eable in keeping covenant, and would 
give power to the faint and increase their Btrengt.h, that they should 
wait upon the Lord and renew their strength, should mount up witb 
wings as eagles; they should run and not be weary, they should walk 
and not be faint. Again, xli. 10— 20; xlii. 10— 16— 19— 21 ; iliii. 
1 — 21, 25; see particularly verses 1 — 7, and compare i;. 8 with cb^. 
xlii. 16, IS, 19, which proves that the " blind" spoken of is Ismel: 
then of this xliiird chapter, see verses 10 — 14, 18—21, 25; xliv. 1— 
8,21—24,26; xlv. 8, 11, 13,14, 17, 19—25; xlix. 5— 12— 14- 
26, Observe verses 14, 15, where the promise of cooaolatioa is to 
God's afHicted Zion, who had said that the Lord hadforgotUn her(a 
in xl. 27) in her dispersion and temporary rejection; and from w. 18to 
t>,26, tlie amplitude ofthe gentiles is promised, with which Zion isyel 
to clothe, ornament, and enrich herself, when the kings of the gentile 
nations shall become her nursing fathers and the queens her nursing 
mothers, and bow down to her with their face to the earth. Par- 
ticularly observe chapters li., lii., liv., thronghout, which chapters 
are most full, clear, and sublime, upon the glorious themes of Judah 
and Israel's restoration and conversion, and the abundent accession 
of the converted gentile nations, &c. With regard to chap. Iv. 3 — 5, 
8 — 13, compare v. 3 with 2 Sam. vii. 8 — 16, where the everlasting 
covenant, and the sure mercies of David, are given to David, and to 
the house of Israel, and David's seed (Christ and the members of 
hismysticalbodv,GaLiii.

In v. 1 3, 
the king's daughter, all gloriouB within, is the restored old spouse, the 
Jewish church, and kingdom of Christ in the roillenial reign; for not 
till the* will the imiveTsal church of Christ be all glorious within, and 
not until theu will she be brought ie/orefAe^inji in raiment ofneedle- 
work. Compare Rev. xix. 7- — 9, where the nature of the raiment 
is explained in which she was arrayed, when she, as the bride, had 
made herself ready for the marriage- supper of the Lamb : in Cant, 
iv. 7 we have it thus, " Thou art all fair, my love, there is no spot 
in thee ; which language can not be applied to the Christian church 
in its present state, or during this gentile dispensation, but only to 
the perfection in inherent holiness and righteousness of the millenial 
church and kingdom; for then the old spouse, Israel and Judah, shall 
be restored to the favour of God, in all the beauty of holiness, which 
ia the primary subject both of this xlvth Psalm, and also of the Song 
of ScJomon, hut comprehending as well the univerKtl church and 
kingdom of Christ on earth, in the abundant access of the converted 
gentile or heathen nations, during the milleniai reign. The 14th 
verse of this xlvlh Psalm accords with Cant. i. 4, where the same 
spouse of Christ is spoken of in both places, — namely, the restored 
Jewisk church. Again, observe especially Psalm xlvi., xlvii., 
xlviii., and Ii. 18,19; Ixv.l— 5. Compare «. 4 of Ixv. with xxxvi. 8, 
Ii. 19; and observe Ixvii. throughout, and Ixviii. 1 — 5, 12—16, 20 
— 23, 31—35; Ixix. 32—36, expressly declaring, that " God will 
save Zion, and build the cities of Judah, that they may dwell there 
and have it in possession," &c. Then Psalm Ixxii. fully describes 
Christ's millenial reign, and the glorious prosperity of his church 
and kingdom under the type of Solomon's reign of peace : see 
1 Kings iv. 20 — 34. Again, see Psalm Ixxvi,, and observe par- 
ticularly Ixxxv., and kxxix. 1^—7, 20—37 ; xcvi. ; xcvii. 1—8— 
12 ; and particularly xcviii., where the new song of victory and re- 
demption is sung by Israel; also cU. 13 — 28; ciii. 6 — 17 — 19; 
cv. 8 — II ; especially ex. (compare ti. 2 with Psalm cii. 13 — 17, and 
with Rom. xi. 26; 1 Cor. xv. 25 ; and with Heb. ii. 5 — 9 ; Rev, 
six. 15— 21; Dan. ii. 35, 44, 45; Joel iii. 1,2,9-11—17; Rev. 
xvi. 14— 16 — 21.) Again, see Psalm cxxxii. 11, 13 — lS(compared 
with Psalm cv.

1 — 9; xlii. 10; Rev. v. 10; and compare tt. 4 of this cxlixth 
PsalrawithxxxTii.9— II, 18,29; cxxxii. 13—16—18; Matt.v.5. 
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Thk subject of the resloration and conversion of the Jews, and 
the glory that shall follow in the millenial reign, will be more 
clearly and fully understood by examination of the following brief 
collection of unfulfilUd prophecies, after a more minute and me- 
thodical arrangement ; and from what we have already seen of tbe 
lileral and exact fulfilment of prophecy, it is our duty to pray 
and wait in the sure and steadfast hope, that all these glorious pro- 
mises to Israel will have their full and accurate accomplishment. 

I. At the time of the restoration and conversion of the Jews there 
shall be greater mars, confusion, and desolation, throuyhout alt the 
earth than there have ever been since the world began.

CHAPTER XII. 
Tlie New Temple to be erected in Jerusalem. 
A BEPABATE feature attendant upon the restoration of the Jews 
to the land of their fathers, is, — that a temple shall be erected m 
Jerasalem, exceeding in glory and splendour those which have 
preceded it. In confirmation of this, see Hag. ii. 7 — 9 ; Mai. iii. 
1. But, for a full and minute description of this temple, in all its 
dimensions, to be erected at the restoration of Israel to their own 
land, see Ezek. xl. throughout. Chap. xli. describe its measure- 
ment, chambers, doors, ornaments, &C> ; chap, xlii., the priests' 



chambers, and their uses; and I'. 20, the full measurement of the tem- 
ple, having a wall round about, "JSf e hundred reeds iong and Jive 
hundred reedi broad," which is equal to abtmt an English square mile. 
This temple is here called the sanctuary, also treated of in chapters 
ilii. 20, xxxvii. 36, 28, xliv. 1, 15, and xli. 1, 23, xlviii. 8, 10, II, 
xliv. 1 , 2, Then xliii. 1—7, describes the returning of the glory of 
the Lord into the temple; also chap. xliv. 4, which glory, or divine 
Shcchinah, had departed from the /ormer terople. See chap. viii. 
4, compared with chap.ix. 3, and x. 1 — 4, 18 — 20, The history of 
which glory, departure, and return, is the subject matter of the 
whole book. (Compared with Hag. ii. 7—9; Mai. iii. 1 ; Psalm 
cii. 15, 16, jixiv. 7— 10; Isai. xl. 5, Ixii. 2, txvi. 18, xxiv. 23 ; in 
the margin, " and theiii shall be glory before the ancients." xlviii. I, 
9—11.) Then Ezek. xliii. 13—27, gives the form, i , ' 

ordinances of the altar of burnt-offering ; and xliv. 1 — 3, describes 
the east gale of the temple, assigned only to the prince (t>. 3). In 
V. 2 it is said, " No man shall enter in by it, because the Lord, the 
God of Israel, has entered in by it, therefore it shall be shut. It is 
for the Prince : he shall enter by way of the porch of that gate, and 
shall go out by way of the same." Here there is an absolute tes- 
timony that this Prince is no mere man, but is in truth " the Lord, the 
God of Israel;" as also in Mai. iii. 1, "The Lord whom ye seek shall 
suddenly come to his temple ;" and in Ezek. xxxvii. 24, this Prince is 
called "David,"' who is to be king over Judah and Israel, when they 
are imited again as one kingdom, and restored to their own land : 
" and David my servant shall be king over them ;" and in

! sanctuary, or temple, is spoken of, " and I will set my 
sanctuary in the midst of them for eoerntore." And the same Prince 
David is again spoken of in Ezek. xxxiv. 24, xlvi, 1, 2, his going in 
at the east gate of the sanctuary on the Sabbath day, and which is 
to be shut during the six working days, Ac. Again he is spoken 
of in chap, xlviii. 21, and his portion of the holy oblation, in the 
wiidsi of which this Kieroi sanctuary, or temple, is to be erected. 
Compare Hos. iii. 5, where the same subject is treated of, and it is 
expressly declared, that "the children of Israel shall return and 
seek the Lord theit God — and David their king," — the same David, 
— prince and king, as in Ezek. xxxvii, 24, 25, and the same who 
is styled " the Lord the Ood of Israel " in chap. xliv. 2, and here 
in Hos, iii. 5, " the Lord their God." See also Jerem. xxx. 3, 4, 
where, treating of the restoration of Israel and Judah, in v. 9, it is 
said, " But they shall serve the Lord their God, and David their 
king, whom I will raise up unto them :" and again in chap, xxiii. 
5, 6, " Behold the days come, saith the Lord, that I will raise 
unio David a righteous branch (therefore not David the son of Jesse, 
but David's Lord, Psalm ex. 1 — 4), and a king shall reign andprosper, 
and shall execute judgment and justice in the earth : in, nis days 
Judah shall be saved, and Israel shall dwell safely ; — and tliis is his 
name whereby he shall be called, The Lord our Righteousness." 
And who is this? Surely it can be no other than Christ, the seed 





and offspring of David according to die flesh (yet David's Lord), 
when he comes personally the second time, without Bin unto salvation, 
in glory and majesty, to sit on David's throne (Luke i. 32), to 
order and establish it with judgment aT<d with justice, henceforth 
and faf ever (Isai. vs.. 7); and in fulfilment of the covenant, oath, 
and promise, made to David his father, in Psalm cxxxii. 11," The 
Lord hath Bworn in truth onto David, — he will not turn from it, — 
Of the fruit of Ihy body will I set upon thy throne :'' and Luke i. 33, 
" And the Lord shall give him Ihe throne of his father David, and 
he shall reign over the house of Israel for ever, and of his kingdom 
there shall be no end." That this tabernacle, or throne of David, 
which has been so long fallen down, shall be erected again to atHde 
for ever. See Amos ix. II, "1 will raise up the tal>emacle of 
David that is fallen, and I wilt build it as in the days of old." 
Compare Micah iv. 7, 8, " The Lord shall reign over them in Mount 
2ion from henceforth, even for ever. And thou, O tower of the 
flocks, the strong hold of the daughter of Zion, unto thee shall it 
come, even tlie first dominion ; the kingdom shall come to the 
daughter of Jemsalem." (See Dan. vii. 14, 18, 27), And agreeably 
to this, our Lord has taught us to pray, " Thy kingdom come, thy 
vdll be done on earth, as it is in heaven." But, we will now return 
to the subject of the earthly temple, which is to be erected in 
/it»-a/ Jerusalem yet to be rebuilt, in the midst of the holy oblation. 



CHAPTER Xin. 

The New Temple Ceremonial Service. 
Ik this new tempk many of the ancient ordinances, sncrifices, rites 
and ceremonies will be restored; see Ezek. xliii. 1 1. From p. 13 — 
15, the altar of bumt-ofiering is minutely described ; and in v. 19, 
it is said thcsonsofZadok are to minister unto the Lord a youn^ bul- 
lock for a sin-offering ; and v. 22, a kid of the goats for a sin-ofTer- 
ing; and v. 23, a young bullock and a ram ; and v. ^5, seven days 
a goat for a sin-ofiering is to be offered up ; and r. 27, on the eighth 
day, burnt-offerings and peace-offerings. (Compare Isai. Ixvi. 21 , 23 ; 
Ivi. 3 — 7 ; Ixi. 6 ;) then Ezek. xl. 38, 39, where the slaying and pre- 
paring of the burnt-offering, and sin-offering, and trespass-offering are 
mentioned, and the tables whereon the sacrifices are to be slain, v. 41, 
42, Againxlii. 13, where the chambers of the temple are described, 
wherein the priests that are to approach unto the Lord, are to eat the 
most holy things, and lay the meat-offering, sin-offering, and tres- 
pass-offering. Then chap. xliv. 9 — 31, gives various offices and 
duties of the Levites and priests of the house of Zadok, that are to 
minister in the sanctuary before tiie Lord. Again xlv. 15, and in v. 
17, it is said that " it shall be the Prince's part to give burnt-offer- 
ings, and meat-offerings, and drink-offerings in the feants, and in 
the new moons, and in the sabbaths, in all solemnities of the house 
of Israel, he shall prepare the sin-ofi'ering, and the meat-offering, 
and the burnt-offering, and the peace-offering, to make recoDciH- 



ation for tliej house or Israel." I would just observe, that however 
some, through unbelief, may take offepce at these ceremonial obser- 
vances, yet to be restored tn the new temple service, the Holy 
Ghost has said, thus it shall be, and verily it wxllhe;' for this tem- 
ple has never yet been erected, nor have these services been admi- 
nistered, especially by any Prince of Israel. Now I would ask, 
Who is this Prince and High Priest? Is he the same Prince, named 
David in chap, xxiviii. 24, 25; xliv. 2, 3; slvi. 1, 2— 10— 12, 
16; xlviii. 21, &c.? It must be either the literal David, when 
raised from the dead, or else He who is both Prince of Peace, of the 
seed of David, and High Priest for ever, after the order of Melchi- 
sedec? This is a stumbling and offensive passage to our anfieKe/and 
pride ; but thua it is written ; tkas saith the Holy Ghost. A^in, 
see xlvi, 1, 2, where the Prince is to enter into the sanctuary by 
the east gate on the sabbath-day (" the Lord, the God of Israel, 
chap. xiiv. 3, 3), when the priest prepares his burnt-offering of six 
lambs and a ram (e. 4), and the peace-offering; and t*. 8, where 
he is to go out of the temple by the same east gate by which 
he entered. Surely it cannot be derogatory to him who condescend- 
ed to become the very sacrifice itself, and the very curse for us, to 
be present at the typical representations of the same glorious fact, 
which is here ordained to be everlastingly cpmmemiwafed: formerly 
they had a prospective, now they will have a retrospective view of 
the blessed atoning Sacrifice. It is strange that we who profess to be- 
lieve the greater mystery, cannot believe the less. Alas ! it is to be 
feared, iJiat in the former, there is too much of the mere faith of edu- 
cation, or we should more readily believe the latter. Compare Psalm 
li. 18, 19, where those new sacrifices and offerings are prophesied 
of, and foretold lo be at the time when the Lords good pleasure 
is done unto Zion, and the walls of Jerusalem rebuilt. " Do good 
in thy good pleasure unto Zion, build thou the walls of Jerusalem; 
then shalt thou be pleased with the sacrifices of righteousness, with 
burnt-offering and whole burnt-offering ; then shall they offer bul- 
locks upon thine altar:" And in Psalm cii. 13—18, " Then shalt 
thou arise and have merey upon Zion ; for the time to favour her, 
the set lime, is come — so the heathen shall fear the Lord, and all the 
kings of the earth thy glory : when the Lord shall build up Zion, he 
shall appear in his glory, this shall be written for the generation io 
come ,- and the people which shall be created shall praise the Lord." 
And again, this blessed period, and the same temple (or sanctuary), 
are foretold in Mai. iii, I — 3, " And the Lord whom ye seek shall 
suddenly come to his temple, even the Messenger of the Covenant 
whom ye delight in. Behold ! he shall come, saith the Lord ; but 
who may abide the day of his coming ? and who shall stand when 
he appearelh ? For he is like a refiner's fire, — and he shall purify 
the sons of Levi, and purge them as gold and silver, that they may 
offer unto the Lord an offering in righteousness. Then shall the 
offering of Judah and Jerusalem be pleasant unto the Lord, as iv. lite 
daysofoldf and as informer years." Here it is expressly affirmed, 
" Corlaia objcctioiia to ihia ceiajBonial servite ate anjifered in chap. Ki». r- *8. 
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that tlieee mid offeringt, and cersjnonial oburvancet, aliall yet be 
restored as in the days of old, and as m/omter years ; and see v. 13, 
that the time alluded to in ihia chapter, is yet/u(ure, aud refers to 
the restoration and conversion of Israel and Judah. " And all na- 
tions shall call you blessed ; for ye shall be a delightsome land, sailh 
the Lord of HoslB." And in w. 16— 18, " And ye shall be mine, saith 
the Lord of Hosts, in Ikat day, when 1 make up my jewels.'' And 
again in chap. i. 11, " For from the rising of the sun even unto the 
going down of the same, my name shall be great among the gentiles, 
and in every place incense shall fie offered in my name ajid a pure 
offering." And in Hag, ii, 7, 9, this same new temple, yet to be 
erected, more glorious than any of the former temples, is spoken of, 
" And i will shake all nations, and the desire of all nations shall 
come : aud I will fill this bouse with glory (the Schechina), saith the 
Lord of Hosts. The silver is mine aud the gold is mine, saith the 
Lord of Hosts. And the glory of this latter (or last) house shall be 
greater than the former, saith the Lord of Hosts ; and in this place I 
will give peace, saith the Lord of Hosts." Now, that this house or 
temple, called the latter in the 9th verse, was not the second temple, 
is manifest from v. 3, where the prophet, speaking of that second 
temple to them who were building it, declares that so far fronii being 
greater, it was inferior to the first temple built by Solomon — (" Who 
is left among you thai saw this house in her_;Srji glory ! and how do 
ye see it now ? is it not in your eyes in comparison of it as TioJ&inj?") 
— therefore this latter, or last house, which is to be greater than the 
former, and to he. filled with the glory of the Lord, is assuredly the 
same which is mentioned in Ezek. xliii. 1—11; xliv. 1 — 4, and 
from the xlth chapter to the end of the book. 



CHAPTER XIV. 
The going up of all Nations to worship the Lord at Jerusaten 
The elect remnant of all the converted gentile nations shall com* 
up annually to Jerusalem to worship with the Jews, at their solemn 
fasts and festivals, especially to keep the feast of tabernacles. See 
Zech. siv. 16. " And tl shall come to pass that every one that is 
left of all the nations which come against Jerusalem shall even go 
up from year to year, to worship the King, the Lord of Hosts, and to 
keep the feast of tabernacles." See also viii, 19 — 22, " Thus saith 
the Lord of Hosts, The fast of the fourth month, and the fast of the 
fifth, and the fast of the seventh, and the fast of the tenth, shall be 
to the house of Judah joy aJM^g/adness, a.nd cheerful feasts: there- 
fore love the truth and peace. Thus saith the Lord of Hosts, It shall 
yet come to pass, that there shall come people, and the inhabitants 
of many cities: And the inhabitants of one city shall go to an- 
other, saying, Let us go to pray before the Lord, and to seek the 
Lord of Hosts : I will go also. Yea, many people and strong nations 
shall come to seek the Lord of Hosts in Jerusalem, and to pray be- 
fore the Lord." Observe here it is said that the inhabitants of many 



citiei, many people, and slTong nationi, shall come up to keep these 
fasts or feasts, and to seek the Lord of Hosts in Jerusalem, and to 
pray before the Lord. See Hob, xii. 9, " And I that am the Lord 
thy God from the land of Egypt will yet make tkee to dwell in ta- 
bernacles, as i» the days of the iolemn feasts." See also Isai. 
Ixvi. 21 — 23, " And it shall come to pass, that from one new moon 
to another, and from one sabbath to another, shall all flesh come to 
worship before me, saith the Lord" {v. 23), and that this will be in 
the new or renewed heavens and new earth, see ti. 22. (Compared 
with lx». )7 — 19.) See again Isai. ii. 2 — 4, " And it shall come to 
pass in the last days, that the mountain of the Lord's house shall be 
established in the top of the mountains, and shall be exalted above 
the hills ; and all nations shall flow unto it. And many people shall 
go and say. Come ye, and let us go up to the mountain of the 
Ij3rd, to the house of the God of Jacob ; and he will teach us of his 
ways, and we will walk in his paths : for out of Zion shall go forth 
the law, and the word of the Lord from Jerusalem. And he shall 
judge among the nations, and shall rebuke many people," &c. See 
also the same passage in Mic. iv. 1 — 3, ana Psalm txv. 1 — i, 
" Praise waiteth for thee, O God, in Zion, and unto thee shall the 
vow be performed. O thou that answerest prayer, unto thee shall 
allfiesk come." Again, Psalm Ixvi. 4, " And all the earth shall 
worship thee, and shall sing unto thee : they shall sing unto thy 
name ;" Ixvii. 2 — 4, Ixsxvi. 9, " All the nations whom thou hast 
made shall come and worship before thee, O Lord, and glorify thy 
name;" Ixnii. 11, "Yea, all kings shall fall down before him ; all 
nations shall serve him ; and u. 17—19 ; xxii. 27, All the ends of 
Ike earth shall remember, and turn unto the Lord, and all the ;lin- 
dreds of Ihe nations sh&\lvfors'iiipbe{otet\iEe;" and cii. 21,22, "when 
the kingdoms ace gathered together to serve the Lord." Jer. iii. 17, 
18, "At that time they shall call Jerusalem the throne of the Lord; 
and all the nations shall be gathered unto it, to the name of the Lord, 
to Jerusalem : neither shall they walk any more after the imagination 
of their evil heart. In tliose days the house of Judah shall walk 
with the house of Israel, and they shall come together oat of the 
land of the north to the land that I have given for an inheritance 
unto your fathers." See Isai. Ixvi. 18, " It shall come, that 1 will 
gather all nations and tongues, and they shall come and see my glory.*' 
£zek. xvii. 23 ; Rev. xxi. 24, " And the nations of them which are 
saved shall walk in the light of it ; and the kings of the earth do 
bring their glory and honour into it." Read the nature of the feast 
of tabernacles. Lev, xxiii. 34 — 43. There is no subject connected 
with the restoration of the Jewish church in the millennial reign, that 
gives such offence to the carnal reasoner, as the restoration of these 
ancient rites and ceremonies ; but as there is no truth more fully 
and dearly revealed fay the Holy Spirit in God's unerring word, the 
humble-minded believer will give it his full and hearty credence, 
leaving it to the proud and unbelieving disputant, to deny or reject it, 
or any other portion of revealed truth, at his peril; knowingthat " a/Z 
Scripture is. given by inspiration of God, and is profitable for doc- 
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trme. Tot reproor, for correction, for insUuction in righteousness, thil 
the man of God may be perfect, thoroughly t'urnisbed unto all good 
works," 2 Tim. iii. 16, 17. St, Peter, who foresaw ibis scoffing, and 
cavillJDg unbelief of certain profeBSors, that would arise in the Chris- 
tian church in these lasl perilous tiiues, forewarns us of the same, in 
his second epietle, chap. lii. 3,4, 16, and also in i. 19 — 31, apeabing 
of these more sure words of prqpAecy of the Old Testament yettobe 
fulfilled, to which he aflirma we do well lo take heed, as unto a ligkl 
shining in a dark place; — he says, " For prophecy came not of old 
time by the will of man ; but holy men of God spake as they were 
moved of the Holy Ghost." if it be objected, that the Christian 
church will never be subject to the observance of any of the Jewish 
rites and ordinances, I answer. Certainly never : because all true 
Christiana will, at the period alluded to, he either raised, or changed 
to glory and immortahty, and thus become inhabitants, with Christ, 
of the holy city New Jerusalem, then come down from God out of 
heaven. But it b to the Jews (who, during the millennium, will still 
he mortal sojourners) to whom the new temple and its ceremonial 
worship will be restored. Again, if it be alleged that no part what- 
ever of the Jewish ceremonies will be imposed upon any chnrcb 
during the Christian diapenaation, or aa long aa this world endures, 
I agree, no part will: — because this new temple and its services 
will be after this diapensation is eni/ef^— after tliis evil world is de- 
stroyed by fire, and thereby renovated, — that is, " in the new beavOB 
and new earth" or " world to come," — " wherein d we lleth righteous- 
ness." 

Moreover, if it be further alleged, that the Jews themselves will 
never again at any period be subjected to the bondage of legal cen- 
monies, — I answer. Certainly they never will ; — because in this nevi 
world, or millennial dispensation, they will be brought into the 
Adamic state of perfection in holiness, and therefore will not abiae 
these rites and ceremoniea, so as to make them a legal bondage, aa 
their fallen and unbelieving fathers did ; on the contrary, they will 
clearly see, with the eye oi perfect faith, Christ, as the object, sub- 
stance, andendof all this ceremonial service, — but in a retrospective 
view ; and thereby have their faith, hope, and love, perpetually pre- 
served in full and lively exercise. 

This, therefore, will not be a galling yoke upon an unbelieving 
and disobedient spirit, but the yoke ol' Christ, which is easy and 
light, made absolutely perfect through perfect faith and perfect 
love, — though a ceremonial service, yet a aervice o( perfect freedom, 
— commandments which will not be grievous (1 John v. 3). 

By this means the purpoae and object of God in giving the cere- 
monial law lo Mosea will be manifested to hia intelligent creation, its 
perfection of beauty and holiness being now exhibited for the _firat 
time in the spiritual worship of his people Israel. 

It was not Gon who put his ancient people Israel under lepal 
bondage, but they themselves through their sin and unbelief; not 
seeing Christ to be the end of that ceremonial law, they ignorantly 
rested in the " letter'' and " shadow" for atonement and justilica- 



, instead of the siJtstance or antitype. Their moral inability to 
observe it was the very thing which constituted their guilt, — iheir 
abme of God's law, which is holy, righteous, just, and good" (Rora. 
viii. 12), was (Aeir fault, not His. 

For Scripture proof of the great ftict, that original sin, and its 
evil consequences, will be totally abolished during the millennium, 
and Adatnic perfection bestowed upon the Jewish and gentile so- 
journers, see Eiek. sviii. 2—32, Jerem. xxxi. 2T— 29, 30, Ezek. 
xi. 17—19, 20, and xxxvi. 25—28. 
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CHAPTER XV. 
The New Division of the Holy Land. 
There is to be n new division of the land of Canaan allotted to 
the twelve tribes, guite different to that mnde by Joshua, See 
Esek. xlvii. 13— 23; xlviii. 1— 29. Tliesanc(«ary or temple spoken 
of inn. 10, is the same as tbat treated of in chap, xxxvii. 28. xli. 1, 23, 
-xlii. 20, xliii., xliv. ; aod is that temple to be rebuilt in the earthly 
Jerusalem* — that city which will be inhabited by sqjouriKrs, Jews and 
strangers, righteous and holy men, who have not yet passed through 
death. This temple is placed in the midst of thefrst or eastern divi- 
sion of the holy oblation (which division is for the priests, the sons of 
Zadok), and is there called the sanc^ary; the measurement of this 
eastern or first division of the holy oblation is treated of from v, 9 
of this xlviiith chapter to u, 12 inclusive, 25,000 reeds in length, 
and 10,000 in breadth, which is equal to 50 miles long, and 20 broad. 
In t7. 13 is given the second (or central) division of the holy obla- 
tion, which is for the Levites, 25,000 reeds in length and 10,000 in 
breadth ; and this second division is adjoining to the first division, 
which is for the sons of Zadok, in which the sanctuary or temple is 
to be rebuilt. In v. 15 is given the measurement of the thtrd or 
western division of the holy oblation, 25,000 reeds in length and 
6,000 in breadth, in the centre of which is the cittf, and this third 
or western is adjoining the second or central division. Now, it is 
evident that this ikiTd division for the city is divided from the^rst 
or eastern division (in which b the sanctuary or temple, v. 10) by 
the distance of 10,000 reeda (or 20 miles), which is the breadth of 
the intermediate or central division for the Levites ; therefore this 
city which is in the third division it separated from the temple (or 
sanctuaij) which is in the firat division by the distance of 20 miles, 
therefore this city cannot be the ear(A/y city of Jerusalem, which is 
to be rebuilt ; because the earthly city is to have the earthly temple 
(or sanctuary) in the midst of it, on its ancient site, on Mount 
Moriah, as m the dayt of old (2 Chron. iii. 1 ; Isai. xxii. 3 : 
Maliii. 1,4; Hag. ii. 7,9; Hos. ix. H; Mic. iv. 7, 8 ; Zech. 
vi. 12,13; viii. 3,21, 22; xiv. 16 ; Psalm li. 18, 19; cii. 16). 
temple u aboat to be pnbliAlied by Mr. John 
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And this cily in the ihiTd or western diviiion of ihe holy oblation, 
which ia witkoat a tfimple, and at the distance of 20 miles from the 
only temple (or sanctuary) spoken of, can be no other than that holy 
and heavenly city described Re*, xxi. 2 — tO — 22 ; ili. 12 — the new 
Jerusalem which is to comedown from God out of heaven, and which 
is said to have no tetnple in it. See Hev. xxi. 22, " And I saw no 
temple therein ; for the Lord God Almighty and the Lamb are the 
temple of it." Compare the description of this city given by 
Ezekiel in chap, xlviii. 30—35. with that given by St. John, 
Rev. xxi, 10 — 16, both have twelve gates, and these called after 
the names of the tv)elve tribes of Israel : and in both the city is 
described as fouT-iquare ; that in Ezekiel being 4,500 reeds in 
length and breadth, which is about equal to nine miles square (see 
V. 16, 32—35), taking the reed at ten feet and a half, omittinf a 
fractional part, 

It may be objected that there appears to be a dissimilarity be- 
tween the city of St. John and that of Ezekiel ; for in Rev, xxi. 16 
it is said, " And the city lieth four-square, and the length is as large 
as the breadth : and he measured the city with the reed, twelve thou- 
sand furlongs." Now eight of these make a Roman mile ; thia, 
calculated by square measure, would be I87j square miles. 
But observe, it is not said that this was the measurement of the 
length or breadth of the city, but of the city itself, — the fiUl di- 
mensions of its four, square sides ; each of which sides would then 
be little more than thirteen miles and a half in length, which is about 
the same dimensions as Ezekiel's city of a square of ten miles, if we 
take in the length of the suburbs as given in chap, xlviii. ] 7 , viz, 250 
reeds (or half a mile) on each side of the city, and add to this the 
fractional parts of the whole, which have been omitted by only 
rating the reed at ten and a half feet. Now, this extent of the city, 
of thirteen miles and a half in length and breadth, is not so extra' 
ordinary, and not more than was Nineveh, Babylon, Memphis, &c. 
But another difficulty appears in v. 16 of Rev. xxi., where it is said, 
that " the length and breadth and height of it were equal." The 
text does not say that the city and its buildings were as high as the 
length and the breadth, but merely that " the length and the breadth 
and the height of it are equal," that is, were equal or uniform, 
the length and breadth of the city carrying the same uniform 
aspect, as when regarded with respect to its height, — ^tbe build- 
ings all equal and uniform, — no one higher, or longer, or broader 
than another. For further illustration of this subject I would refer 
the reader to Ben Ezra, vol. 2, chap. VII., from which 1 have 
taken this explanation of the dimensions of this city. This holy 
city of the new Jerusalem from heaven, is to be the habitatim of 
Christ in his glorified humanity, and of his risen and glorified saints, 
and also of those living saints that shall be changed into incor- 
ruption, immortality, ia.nd glory, at his second coming. But the 
eartldy city of Jerusalem yet to be rabuilt (and in which the temple 
or sanctuary is to be erected, Ezek. xlviii. 10), is to be the habita- 
tion of mortal men — 'holy and righteous Jews, and strangers, — 
scjoumers on earth. In Ezek. xxxvii. 26, 27, it is said, " I will

Here, then, we find this city of the new Jeru- 
salem from heaven expressly called " the tabernacle of God ;" 
therefore, we may presume it is the i 
by Ezekiel in chap, xxxvii. 27. He 
said, " And he will dwell among them, 
Jerusalem ;" and in Ezek. xlviii. .35 ^ 
the city in that day shall be. The Lord 
whole description of the city, from v, 30 to v. 35, with Rev. 
— 12. The twelve gates in both are called after the twelve tribes; 
and in this 12th verse we read, " And at the gates (were) twelve 
angels," antl in v. 14, " And the wall of the city had twelve founda- 
tions, and in them the names of the twelve apostles of the Lamb." 
Now, I conceive that these twelve angels are the twelve apostles, and 
that they will, as judges and princes, administer judgment and 
justice to the twelve tribes ; each one over a tribe, at these twelve 
gates of the new Jerusalem, agreeably to our Loi'd's express pro- 
mise, in Matt. xix. 28, made to his twelve apostles, — " Verily I say 
unto you, that ye which have followed me, in the regeneration, when 
the Son of Man shall sit in the throne of his glory, ye shall also sit 
upon twelve thrones, judging (or administering justice to) the twelve 
tribes of Israel." And in Luke xnii. 30, " That ye may eat and 
drink at my table in my kingdom, and sit on thrones, judging the 
the twelve tribes of Israel." And as it is written, Isai. ii. 3, " Out 
of Zion, shall go forth the law, and the word of the Lord from 
Jerusalem." 




CHAPTER XVI. 

The new Heavens and new Earth. 

At the second coming of Christ this world will, in respect to its 
outward form arid features, perish hy6re; and being thereby re- 
Tiewed, will become a new heavens and new earth, in which the 
righteous shall dwell during the millennial teis;n, and for evermore. 
See a full account of this fiery deluge and its effects in 2 Peter iii. 
5—12; 2 Thess. i. 7, 8 : Mark xiii. 31 ; Heb. i. 10— 12. xii. 26, 
27; Hag. ii. 6; 1 Cor. vii. 31; Psalm cii. 26, xcvii. 1, 5; Isai. Ii. 
6, xxiv. 1—6, 13—15, 17—23; Dan. vii. 9—10; Mai. iii. 
2. iv. 1. 

For the passages in holy writ concerning the jiewi heavens and 
neu) earth, see 2 Peter iii. 13, " Nevertheless we, according to his 
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promise, look for new heavens and a new earth, wliereia dwellelli 
righteousness." isai. Ixv. 17, " For, behold. I create new heavem 
and a new earth ; and the former shall not be remembered nor 
come into mind ;" Ixvi. 22, " For as the nem heavens and new earth, 
which 1 will make, shall remain before me, saith the Lord, so shall 
your seed and your name remain :" and H. 16, Rev. xxi. 1 — 5, " And 
I saw a new heaven and a jiew earth ; for the tirst heaven and the 
first earth were passed away; and there was no more sea. Aod I 
John saw the holy city, new Jerusalem, coming down from God oat 
of heaven, prepared as a bride adorned for her husband :" w. 6, 
" And he that sal upon the throne said. Behold, 1 make all thinga 
neui. And he said unto me. Write, for these words are true and 
faithful." This new heaven and new earth is synonymous with " the 
world to come" (mentioned in Heb. ii. 5, and Ephes. i. 21, Lute 
xviii. 30, and Heb. vi. 5); with " tLe inheritance of tlie saints m 
%ht'' (Col.i. 12, and iii.24): with "the purchased possession" 
(in Ephes. i. 14) ; with " the inheritance incorruptible and tiikdefiled 
and that fadeth not away "(1 Peter i. 5); with " the kingdom which 
cannot be moved " (Heb. xii. 27, 28); also with the iaheritance 
promised to the meek and righteous (in Matt. v. 5, and Psalm 
xxxvii. 11, 18, 29, and xxv. 13, Isai. Is, 21. Rev. xxi. 7); and is 
the same also with " the kingdom prepared for you" (in Matt. xxv. 
34, XX. 21); that kingdom which we are commanded to pray far,— 
"thy kingdom come" (vi. 10); that kingdom of Christ which he 
aays " is not of this world" (John xviii. 36), hut of "the worWio 
come;" also with the kingdom which it is the Father's good pleasure 
to give to his little ilock, (Luke xii. 32) in the day of Christ's 
appearing; (and i^ain Matt. viii. 11, vii. 21, vi. 33;) the kingdom 
ot' which the Apostles Inquired of their divine Master, after his 
resurrection, aslung, if he at that time, was going to restore it to 
Israel (Acts i. 6) ; even that same kingdom in which Christ says, 
he will drink new wine with his saints (Matt. xxvi. ^9) ; and the 
kingdom of God, to which AbToham, and Isaac, and Jacob, and 
aU the prophets, shall come, from the east, and from the wesi, and 
ftom, the north, and from the south, to sit down in (Luke xiii. S9); 
even the kingdom in which they shall be blessed, that eat bread 
therein, (xiv. 15), and of which the Pharisees inouired demanding, 
" when the kingdom of God should come." (xvii. 20.) It also is 
identically the same with that kingdom of God which the people 
thought should immediateltf appear, but which Christ went away 
to receive for himself, and then to return, and to reign in at kit return 
(xix. 11, 12, 14, 15—27), mentioned also in chap. xxi. 31, and 
xxii. 18. The same kingdom which Christ promises to his disciples 
(verses 29, 30), " I appoint unto you a kingdom, as my Father has 
appoiuted unto me a kingdoHi, that you may eat Eind drink at i»y 
table in my kingdom, and sit on thrones, judging the twelve tribes 
of Israel" (and in Rev. iii. 21); the samefor which Joseph of Arima- 
thea waited (Luke xxili. 51) ; that redemption of Israel which the 
apostles expected would have taken place at Christ's Jirst coming 
(Luke xxtv. 21), and for which Anna and others looked (Luke iL 
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38), and which is spoken of in i. 33, " And he shall reign over the 
house of J;ieob for ever, and of his kingdom there shall be no end." 
This new heavens and new earth, with the ceign of Christ and his 
saints therein, is syitonyTnous with "the restitution of all things" 
(9p<Aen of by all the holy prophets" Acts iii. 31), which will take 
place at the time in which Christ shall appear, returning in lik« 
maimer to this earth (then renewed), as he departed from it, in his 
glorified huinanity, i. 11, 12; ana it is also the same as the re- 
generation or renovation mentioned in Matt. xix. 28, " And Jesus 
said imto them. Verity I say unto you, that ye which have followed 
me, in the regeneration, when the Son of Man shall sit in the 
throne of his glory, ye also shall sit upon twelve thrones, judging 
tlie twelve tribes of Israel." 



CHAPTER XVII. 

The paradisaical Felicity and Perfection of the Animal and Vege~ 

table Kingdoms gsnerally restored during the Millennium. 

in the new heavens and new earth the curse, with its evil effects, 
shall be generally removed from the animtJ, and vegetable king- 
doms, as well as from the moral and spiritual ; and paradisaical 
felicity, peace, and harmony, shall be generally restored; thou^ 
neither the curse shall be completely removed, nor the earth jier- 
fectly and permanently renewed, till after the thousand years' reign ; 
when the la^t enemy, which is death, shall be destroyed, sin and the 
curse completely abolished, and Satan caAf&r ever into the lake of 
fire and biimstone. 

I. The carse shall be removed from the elements, from the eth»' 
rial heavens or atmosphere (for there shall be a new, or renewed, 
heavens, as well as a new earth), and also from the vegetable and 
cmimal kingdoms : see Rom. viii. 19 — 23, " For the earnest expec- 
tation of the creature waiteth for the manifestation of the sons of God. 
For the creature was made subject to vanity, not willingly, but by 
reason of him who hath subjected the same in hope, because the 
creature itself shall be delivered from the bondage of corruption 
into the glorious hberty of the children of God. For we know that 
the whole creation (or every creature) groaneth and travaileth in 
pain together until now. And not only they, but ourselves also, 
which have the first fruits of the Spirit, even we ourselves groan 
withia ourselves, waiting for the adoption, to wit, the redemption of 
our body." Compare Acts iii. 21, 22, where the restitution, or 
restoration, of all tilings in grace and nature, (as spoken of by all 
the prophets,) is foretold to take place at the second advent : see 
also Matt. six. 28, 29, where the same state of regeneration, or 
renovation, is promised by our Lord, in which his apostles and dis- 
ciples shall be rewarded a hundred fold for all their loss and sufTer- 
ing for his sake in the present evil world ; and xvii. 1 1 , where it is 
declared, tliat at the personal coming of Elias all things shall be 
restored. Elias was a. type of John the Baptist, therefore it is said 
(b, iZ) that Mas is come already ; but this is fur^er explained by 




referring to Luke i. 17, where the angel tolls Zecharias that John 
the Baptist should go before Christ, in the tpirit and power of 
Elias. ObseFve, £Has is said to have come spiritually or typically 
and in the person of John ; for John came in the spirit a.nd power of 
Elias to prepare the way for ihe first coming of Christ : but our Lord 
expressly affirms, that although John did thus come, yet "Elias 
Aim ««//' shall Intly (or actually) first come, and restore all things" 
before the great and terrible day of the Lord, when Christ appears 
the second time, in glory and majesty, as predicted by Malachi, 
chap. iv. 5, " Behold, I will send you Elijah the pricket before the 
coming of the great and dreadful day of the Lord.'* Now, it is 
maiiifest, that this great and dreadful day of the Lord's comiiu; to 
judgment has not yet taken place, neither has this reiiitution oiall 
things ; therefore Elias himself shall assuredly come in person, to 
usher in this great day of judgment, and restoration, or the prophecy 
would fail, which cannot be said without impiety. 

2. The ferocity of the brute creation, and the venomous power of 
reptiles, shall utterly cease, and they shall become harmless, and 
dwell in peace and harmony among themselves, and with mankind. 
See Rom, viii. 21, " Because the creature itself also shall be de- 
livered from the bondage of corruption into the glorious liberty of 
the children of God." Isai. xi. 6—9, " The violf also shall lii 
down with the lamb ; and the leopard shall lie down v>ilk the fad; 
and the eay and the young lion and the fatHng together: and 
a little child shall lead them. And the coiu and the bear shall 
feed; Ihek young ones shall lie down together: and the lion shall 
eat straw like the ox. And the sucking child shall play en the 
hole of tJte nsp, and the weaned child shall put his hand on the 
cockatrice' den. They shall 7iot hurt nor destroy in all my holy 
mountain : for the earth shall be full of the knowledge of ihe Lord, 
as the waters cover the sea." See also chap. Ixv. 25, and xxxv. 9, 
" No ^io« shall be \iieye, nor any ravenous beast shaW go up thereon; 
it shall not be found there; but the redeemed shall walk there," 
Ezek. xxxiv. 25, " And 1 will make them a covenant of peace, and 
will cause the evil beasts to cease out of the land: and they shall 
dwell safely in the wilderness, and sleep in the woods." And v. 28 ; 
Hos. ii. 18, " And in that day will I make a covenant for them with 
the beasts of the field, and with the fowls of heaven, and with the 
creeping things of the ground ; and 1 will break the bow and the 
sword and the battle out of the earth, and will make them to lie 
down safely." 

3. The eaith shall no more be overrun with tJiorns and thistles, 
or noxious weeds, which are the effects of the curse pronounced upon 
the ground (Gen. iii. 17, 18); but it shall sponianeonsly and 
abundantly yield its increase, as in the paradisaical state of old. 
See Ezek. xxxiv. 26, 27, " And I will make them and the places 
round about my hill a blessing ; and I will cause the shower to 
come down in his season ; there shall be showers of blessing. And 
the tree of the field shall yield her fruit, and the earth shall yield 
her increase, and they shall be safe in their land, and shall know 
that I am the Lord, when I have broken the bands of their yoke, 
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and delivered them out of the hand of tLose that served themselves 
of them." Also chap, xxxvi. 35, "And they shall say. This land 
that was desolate ts become like the garden of Eden; and the waste 
and desolate and ruined cities are become fenced and are inhabited." 
And laai.lv. 13, "Instead of the thorn shall come up the fir- 
tree; and instead of the brier shall come up the myrtle-tree: 
and it shall be to the Lord for a name, for an everlasting sign that 
shall not be cut off :"— xli. 19, 20, " I will plant in the wilderness 
the cedar, the shittah-tree, and the myrtle, and the oil-tree; I will set 
in the desert the fir-tree and the pine and the box-tree together: 
thai they may see, and know, and consider, and understand together, 
that the hand of the Lord hath done this, and the Holy One of 
Israelhath created it:"— Mai. iii. 10 — 12, xxxv. 1, 2, "The wilder- 
ness and the solitary place shall be glad for them ; and the desert 
shall rgoice and blossom as the rose. It shall blossom abiindantli/,attA 
lejoice even with joy and aingiog: the glory of Lebanon shall be 
given unto it; the excellency of Carmel and Sharon, they shall see 
the glory of the Lord, and the excellency of our God:" — li. 3, 
" For the Lord shall comfort Zion : he will comfort all her waste 
places ; and he will make Aer wilderness like Eden, and her desert 
like the garden of the Lord : joy and gladness shall be found therein, 
thanksgivlDg, and the voice of melody." Here it is expressly said 
that the Lord will make the wilderness like Eden, and the desert like 
the garden of the Lord. See also Ezefc. xxxvi. 29, 30, 36, " I will 
also save you from all your nncleanness; and I will call for the «frn, 
and wilt increase it, and lay no famine. And I will multiply the 
fruit of the tree, and the increase of the field, that ye shall receive 
no more reproach of famine among the heathen." Hos. ii. 21, 22, 
" And it shall come to pass in that day, I will hear, saith the Lord, 
I will hear the heavens, and they shall hear the earth, and the earth 
shall hear the com. and the wine, and the oil, and they shall 
hear Jezreel." Psalm Ixvii. 6, " Then shall the earth yield her 
iiicreaie; and God, even our own God, shall bless us." Psalm 
IxxxT. 12, " Yea, the Lord shall give that which is good ; and our 
land shall yield her increase." Lev. xxvi. 4, 5 ; Deut. ixviii. 12, 
'' The Lord shall open unto thee his good treasure ; the heaven to 
give the rain unto the land in his season, and to bless all the work 
of thine hand : and thou shalt lend unto many nations, and thou 
shalt not borrow." Amos ix, 13, 14, " Behold the days come, 
saith the Lord, that the ploughman shall overtake the reaper, and the 
treader of grapes him that sowelh seed ; and the mountains shall 
drop sweet wine, and all the kills shall melL And I will bring 
again the captivity of ray people of Israel, and they shall build the 
waste cities, and inhabit them ; and they shall plant vineyards, and 
drink the wine thereof; they shall also make gardens and eat the 
fruit of them." Joel ii. 19, 21, 22—25, 26, " Yea, the Lord will 
answer and aay unto his people, Behold, I will send you corn, and 
Mane, and oil, and ye shall be satisfied therewith: and I will no 
more make you a reproach among the heathen." — " Fear not, O 
land, be glad and rejoice ; for the Lord will do greoi things. Be 
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not afraid, ye beasts of the field : for the pastures of the wildetneis' 
do spring, for the tree beareth lier fruit, the tig-tree and the Tine do 
vield their strength. And the floors shall he full of wheat, and the 
fata shall overftoio with wine and otL And I will restore to you 
the years that the locust hath eaten, the cankerworm, and the 
caterpillar, and the palmerworni, my great army_ which I sent 
among you. And ye shall eat in plenty, and be satisfied, and praise 
the name of the Lord your God, that hath dealt u^onrfroas/y with you: 
and my people shall never be ashamed." Joel tii. 13, " And it shall 
come to pass in that day, that the moun loins shall drop down new wine, 
and the hills shall flow with new milk, and all the rivers of Judab 
shall flow with waters, and a fountain shall come forth of the houee 
of the Lord, and shall water the valley of Shittim." Zech. Tiii. 12, 
*' For the seed shall be prosperous ; the vine shall give herjruil, and 
the ground shall give her increase, and the heavens shall give that 
dew; and 1 will cause the remnant of this people to possess ail 
these things." 
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CHAPTER XVm. 
Longevity restored to the Sojovmers on Earth, 
In the new heavens and new earth during the millenniniD, Me lon- 
gevity of the antedilutnati patriarchal age shall be restored, both to 
the Jewish people and the converted Gentile or heathen nations, 
who will still be mortal men, sojourners on earth. It is only the 
saints who rise from the dead, and the living saints who are changed 
at 'Christ's second coming, that will be immortal and incomiptible ; 
and possessing bodies fashioned like unto Christ's gloriou* body. 
Phil. iii. 21, 1 Cor. xv. 42, 43, 51—53. In proofof the great longevi^ 
<rf the sojourners, Jews and Gentiles, still in natural bodies, see Isat. 
\vr. 17 — 23. In v. 20, it is said, " there shall be no more thence 
in infant of days, ■aOT an old man that hath not filled his days : for 
the child shall die an hundred years old." Now it is evident that if 
a person be considered only a child at 'the age of a hundred yean, 
a man will only be considered old at a thousand; and this b the 
lowest rate of comparison, because it is only supposing a man of 
mature age to be leu times as old as a child. According to this 
moderate calculation, many of these mortal sojourners may lire 
throughout the whole period'of the millennium, and this is little more 
than the longevity of some of the patriarchs, especially of Methn- 
salah, whose age was 969 years. Again, observe in v. 20, H is 
declared that " there shall not be an old man who has not fllled his 
days :" also in v. 22, it is said, " As the days of a tree are the days 
of my people, and mine elect shall long enjoy the work of their 
hands." The Septuagint reads it, " as the days of the tree of life;" 
see also Isai. vi. 13, where it is said of the remnant of the Jews 
which shall be spared and return to their own land, that theyahall 
be " as a titl tree, and as an oak, whose substance is in them, when 
they cast their leaves ; so the holy seed shall be the substance

llieteof." Now 1 believe it is a well-kBOwn fact that many trees 
have Cached the age of a tliouBaiid jears, particulaily the oali ; if, 
therefore, as (lie days of a tree shall be the days of the people of 
God in the new heavens and new earth, it is an assurance unto us 
that many of them will live a thousand years; consequently will 
live during the whole of the millennium, if the thousand years, 
in Rev. xx. 4, mean literally a thousand years, and not an in- 
dejinite period. Observe also in Psalm xcii, 12, we have this 
promise, " The righteous shallfiourish like the palm-tree, and shall 
grovilike a cedar in Lebanon;" v. !4, " they ahall still bring forth 
Iruit in old age, they shall be fat and flour isning." Compare also 
the 1st Psalm, ver. 3, where, speaking of the righteous, it is pro- 
mised that " he shall be like a tree planted by the rivers ofwale^, 
that bringeth forth his fruit in his season, his leaf also shall 7iot 
tvilher ;" and in Hos. xiv. 5, 6, " 1 will be as the dew unto Israel, 
he shall blossom as the lily, and cast forth his fruits lihe Lebatum i 
his branches shall spread, and his beauty shall be as the olive-tree i" 
and in v. 8, " Ephraim shall say, I am like a green fr-tree." 



CHAPTER XIX. 
On Death and Hades ; and ike period of Satan's Dominion over 
the present evil World. 
Altiiouoh longevity will be thus restored, as treated of in the 
former chapter, yet death will not be thoroughly and fjially cast 
out of the 'new heavens and new earth, and destroyed, till the end of 
the millennium. See 1 Cor. xv. 24, 26, " Then cometh the end— the 
iast enemy that shall be destroyed is death," Compare Rev, xx. 14, 
where it is said, "And death and hell were cast into the lake of 
fire." This passage completely synchronies with that of 1 Cor, xv. 
24, 26, because it is in the la^t or general Judgment, at the end of 
the thousand years' reign, that this universal and final ejection or 
desti'uction'of death and hades takes place. Then, and not till 
then, will be universally, fully, and finally accomplished, that saying 
which is written, " Death is swallowed up in victory." I Cor. xv. 
54, which is a quotation from Isai. xxv. 8, and also that promise in 
Hoa. xiii. 14, " O death, I will be thy plagues ; O grave, I will be 
thy destruction ; " although it must be allowed that these passages 
have a primary reference to the resurrection of the righteous dead, 
and changing of the living saints at the commencement of the millen- 
nium. This final victory over death and the grave is to be accom- 
plished by the Captain of our salvation, " for he must reign (ill he 
hath put all enemies under his feet, and the last enemy that shall 
be destroyed is death." 1 Cor. xv. 25, 26, and in v. 57, " Thanks 
be to God who giveth us the victory through our Lord Jesus Christ." 
1 would observe here, that the word translated " hell,'' in Rev. sx. 
] 3, 14, is " ftndes" in the original Greek, and means the invisible 
world, or intermediate place and state of departed spirits, whether 
good or evil, in which they remain, between death and the resurrec- 
tion. It is sfud, in v. 14, that " death and hades were cast into the lake 



of tire,'" — 1 graTit that " dealk and hell" may atand for the wicked 
who were already in those states ; meaning that the casting of death 
and hades into the "lalce of fire," thus formed the iccond death; 
btit the expression may also mean, that the power of death and 
of the invisible world, or slate of separate spirits, was destroyed 
for ever {see Psalm xlix. 15); because, if death be for ever destroyed 
at the general judgment, there will be no more needof Aodej, or the 
insiaible intermediaie place of the dead, into which place and state 
the spirits of the righteous, as well as the unrighteous, enter at death, 
and remain till the first and second resurrections. In Rev.i. 18, 
Christ is said to have the keys of hades and death, but after the 
general judgment they will be no more opened to receive the souls 
of nien. The word translated "hell" does not therefore mean ei- 
clusively the place of punishment of the wicked, but the invisible 
world, or place'of departed spiiits, whether good or evil : in which 
invisible world there are two places and states, one of ha^j^iness, 
the other of misery; the former called paradise (Luke xxiii, 43), 
the residence or present heaven of the spirits of the just made perfect: 
the latter, the place and state of torments (the word for these tor- 
mertls in the original Greek is Basanois, Luke xvi. 23, 28), or 
present hell (using the word in its common acceptation) of damne^ 
souls; and further, that these places and states are uithin sight 
of each other, is evident from the parable of the rich man and Laza- 
rus, in Luke xvi. 2-2—26. In verses 22, 23, it says, " the rich man 
died and was buried, and in hades he lifted up his eyes, being in 
torments, and seelk Abraham afar off and Lazarus in hia bosom." 
And in v. 26 we read that Abraham replied from the place of happi- 
ness to the rich man who waa in the place of torments, " Between lis 
and you there is a great gulf fixed, bo that they which would pass 
from hence to you cannot, neither can they pass to us that would 
come from thence." From these passages it is evident that " hades" 
(translated "hell" in this 23rd verse) embraces in it the present 
place of happiness of righteous spirits, as well as the place of tor- 
ment of condemned souls ; for it was in this hades (or hell) the rich 
man saw Abraham afar off, and Lazarus in his bosom; and the place 
of torment was only separated from the place of happiness by a great 
impassable gulf. We have this viewof the subject further contirraed 
by referring to Rev. xiv. 10, where, speaking of those who are con- 
demned for worshipping the beast, and of their place of torment, 
it is said, "He shall be tormented with fire and brimstone in the 
presence of the holy angels, and in the presence of the Lamb." I 
would further observe that the present place of torments, in which 
unrighteous souls are cast at death, will not be the same place of 
punishment into which they v\\\ finally be cast, at the last or gene- 
ral judgment, — the /ufure andyina/ place of punishment being deno- 
minated by the word " Gehenna," Matt. v. 29, 30 ; but, at the same 
time, I would repeat what I have already staled above, namely, that 
Satan and hiv angels are not atpresent in the same place of torment, 
in hades, iAong with condemned souls, but have their residencein this 
our very earth, and its atmosphere, of which they have (by Divine 
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permission) theusurpeddominion, and whichistlieir ■' Tartarus," in 
which they are at present reserved (see 2 Peter ii. 4, " rapTopiiaae," 
there translated " hell"), and from whence they will not he cast out 
till the second coming of Christ, at the beginning of the milleDniuni, 
and not finally till the end ai it, (after their xecond, and for wise pur- 
poses, permitted deception practised upon man,) Rev. xx. I — 3, 7, 
10. And I further remark, that the place where Satan and his 
angels are to be chained down during the millennium, is not the 
present place of torment of the] wicked dead, but a place called 
in the Greek, " a/3uTOoc," (Ae bottomless -pit" (ti. 3) : yet, neverthe- 
less, after the millennium, when he and hia host a,KjinaUy ejected 
from this earth, they will be cast into the saitie place of punishmeot 
in which the wicked dead will then be cast, namely, "Gehenna" 
' — " the lake of Jire and brimstone" {v. 10), into which the beast 
and ibe false prophet were cast at the commencement thereof, to- 
gether with all those that worshipped his image, or received his 
mark, chap. xiv. 10. We have a further confirmation of this from 
OUT Saviour's judgment on the living wicked at the second advent. 
Matt. XXV. 41, where he says, " Depart from me, ye cursed, into 
everlasting fire prepared for the devil and his angels;" which text 
alone is sufficient to prove that Satan and his angels are not at 
present in the same place of punishment in which the wicked dead 
now are, and also, that Satan and his host will not be there at the 
■second advent of Chirst to judgment : because, even then, he says it 
is only prepared for the devil and his angels ; but at the same time 
our liird expressly states in this verse, that the place of punishment 
for condemned souls will finally be the same as that appointed for 
Satan and his angels. The future and eternal place of the punish- 
ment prepared for fallen angels and reprobaU men, is universally 
called " Gehenna" throughout the Scriptures: this is therefore the 
aj^TOpriate name of the future hell (using the word in its common 
acceptation, as a place of punishment of the wicked). See Matt. v. 
22,29,30; x. 28; xviii. 9 ; Mark ix. 43, 45, 47 ; Matt, xxiii. 
15,33; Lukexii. 5; James iii. 6. 

I would here make a few further observations on the word 
" hades," or place of departed spirits : in Rev. i. 18, Christ is said to 
" have the keys of hell (hades) and death," and that he " openeth 
and no man shutteth, and shutteth and no man openeth," iii. 7. 
He has the sovereign power of life and death, and therefore holds the 
keys, and unlocks the gates of hades and death, whenever they are 
opened to receive the souls of men ; and will lock these gates up for 
ever, after these souls are brought out from thence, at the first and 
second resurrections. It is in this sense he testifies to Peter resi>ect- 
inghis elect church, that "the gates of kelUbades) shall not prevail 
against it" (or, more literally, shall not have power over it), Matt.xvi, 
18, that is, that the gates of hades shall not detain, or be closed 
upon, the righteous dead at the first resurrection, and during the 
millennial reign, as they shall be upon the wicked dead. This is the 
(rue sense of the passage ; because Christ holds the keys of hades 
and death for the very purpose of liberating his saints from thence, 
and looking Uie wicked therein, during the thousand years' reign. 
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This is further confirmed in Rom. tIt. 8, 9, " Whether we 
therefore or die we are the Lord's ; for to this end Christ bolh died 
and rose, and revived, that he might be the Lord bolh of the dtad ai 
the living.'' This is his divine prerooiaiive, as part of the reward of 
the travail of his soul, of his roediatotial obedience an<! intercessio 
See also 1 Sam. ii. fi, "the Lord kUleth and maketh n/ive: 1 
bringeth dmon to the grave and bringeth «p." (Here the word jraee 
is in the Hebrew "tfieoi," which means the place of departed spiriB, 
of the very same sipnifiatiou ai " hades'' in the Greek.) Here it is 
said, that He bringelh up from theol, or, in other words, the gates 
of hades shall not prevail against his saints, or detain them, 'nor be 
opened any more to receive them, afier the first and second resur- 
rections ; and that this is only the privilege of his saints, see 1 Theai. 
iv. 14, "Them also which sleep in Jetus will God bring with hint;" 
1 Cor. XV. 23, " they that are Chrin's at his coming; " Luke jtx. 35, 
36, "they which shall be accounted vrorthy" (or righteous), who 
<■ are equal to the angels, and are the children of GoA, being the 
children of the resanection:" and siv. 14, they who are to "(' 
recompensed at the resurrection of Ike juti ;" and Rev. :«. 
6, "the blessed and holi/" that have part in the first r^urrec- 
rion. That the wicked will not have part in the first resurrection, 
see Prov. xxi. 16, where it is said, " The man that wandereth out of 
the way of understanding shall remain in the congregation of the 
dead." Compare this with Psalm i. 5, "The tingodty shall net 
stand in the judgment, uoT sinners in the congregation of the righte- 
ous;" and xlix. 14, " Like sheep they are laid in the grave; death 
shall feed on then : the upright shall have daminion over thetn in 
the morning (of the first resurrection), — the grave being a ba^itatioa 
ta every one of them" (see marginal reading); andti. 19, " they shall 
never see the light ;" and in Isai. xxvi. 14, " They are dead, they 
shall not live; they are deceased, they shall not rise. Therefore hast 
thou visited them and destroyed them, and made lUI their memory 
to perish," For abundant proof of this position, it needs only a 
man, with a mind unprejudiced by the traditions of men, and un- 
biassed by his own preconceived opinions, diligently to search the 
whole word of God contained in the Old and New Testament, where he 
will find the resurrection from the dead, and restoration to the " land 
of the living" promised to the righteous alone, while the wicked are 
to be cut off, and their name to perish from the earth. The following 
are a few of the most explicit passages on the subject: — 1 Sam. ii. 
6, 9, " The Lord killeth and maketh alive : he bringeth down to the 
grave, and bringeth up." " He will keep the feet of his saiats, anil 
the wicked shall be silent iit darkness." This is from Hannah's 
song, which is prophetic of Christ's second coming, to the judgment 
of his enemies (verses 1 — 4, 10), the salvation and glory of his saintx 
(verses 1, 5, 8, 9), the resurrection, &c. of the righteous dead (verses 6 
— 9), and Christ's kingly exaltation, on the throne of David (w, 10.) 
(as in Psalm Ixxxix. 20, 24—37). Job xviii. 5, 14, 17, 18,21, 
" Yea, the light of the wicked shall be put out, and the spark of 
his fire shall not shine. His confidence shall he rooted out of tht 
earth, and it shall bring him to the king of terrors. His remem

(Ae ear(A, and lie,»fiairhave no name fn 
ligKi into darknets, and chased 
otif of the viorld. Surely such are the dwellings of the wicked, 
and this is the place of hini that knoweth not God." Again, 
chap, xniv, 19,20, " Drought and heat consume the, snow waters: 
so' doth the grave those which have sinned; the worm shall feed 
'^(feetlv on him ; he shall be no more remembered." Again, chap. 
Xxvii.'r9, "The rich man shall lie down, but he nhall not be 
gathered^" that is, he shall not be gathered by Shiloh, unto whom 
" the gathering of the people" is to be (Gen. xlix, 10), and who, 
at his coming, will " gather together his elect from the four winds 
of heaven." {Matt. xxiv. 31.) The rich or wicked man shall 
not be " gathered" by Shiloh, because he is not one of " his 
elect." It is only those " whom the Father hath given to Christ" 
(Johnvi. 39), and who "believe on him" fw. 40), and "whom 
the Father halk drawn to him" (v. 44), ana "who eat his Jlesh 
and drink his blood'' (verses 51, 54), to whom Christ gives the 
promise of the first resurrection ; it is these alone vihont he " will 
raise up at the last day " (of this dispensation). The " gather- 
ing of the people " does not exclusinetif apply to the righteous 
dead at Christ s coming, hut also to the living saints and to 'the 
gathering of the whole honse of Israel, from all the countries 
whither they are now scattered, and their restoration to their 
own land, which is a type of the first resurrection (Ezek. xxxvii. 
1 — 14), to be accomplished at his second coming. " Thus saith 
the Lord God, I will gather yon from the people, and assemble 
you out of the countries where you have been scattered, and I will 
give you the land of Israel," Ezek. xi. 17; for Christ is the 
gatherer of all to whom the promises appertain, whether it be his 
church in heaven, or his people on earth. See also Deut. xxx. 3 — 
5, and Isai. Kxvii. 12, " Ye shall be gatltered one by one, O je 
children of Israel." And Jerem. xxix. 14 ; xxxii. 37 ; Ezek. xxxiV. 
12—17; xxxvi.24: Neh. i. 9 ; Isai. xl. II; xHii. 5 ; Jerem. xxxi. 
10 : Ezek. xxii. 19, &c. Again, see Job xx. 17, where, speaking 
of the state and portion of the wicked, it is said, "he shall not 
see the floods, the rivers, the brooks of honey and butter ;" that 
is, he shall not enter into the land of promise, which is to flow 
with milk and honey, and .which Abraham and his seed shall 
receive for an everlasting possession. See Psalm Ixiii. 9, " But 
those that seek my soul to destroy it shall go into the lower 
parts of the earth." And Job xxi. 32, " Yet he shall be brought to 
the grave and refnain in the tomb." And Psalm xxxvii. 9 — 11, 18, 
22, 28, 29, 34, 38, and Iviii. 8—11. 

For further proof that Satan and his angels have been in the 
world ever since the fall of man, that they are at present holding the 
usurped dominion over it, and over all men therein, in their natural 
state, and that they will continue so to do, till Christ shall come and 
cast them out, at his second advent, see Gen. iii. 1,4, 5, 13, — 15 ; 
Job i. 6, 7, 12, " Now there was a day when the sons of God came 
to present themselves before the Lord, and Satan came also among 
tb^. And the Lord said unto Satan, Whence comest thou? 
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then Satao answered the Lord and gaid, From going to andfn h 
the earth, and/rom walking up and down in it." Also chap. ii. 6, T; 
I Peter v. 8, '• Your adversary the devil as a roaring Hon, walketh 
about seeking whom he may devour," Compare this with Matt. lii. 
43 — 45; Epht'8. vi. 12, "For we wrestle not against flesh and blood, 
but against principalities, against jniweTS, against the rulers of the 
darknesi of this world, agaiust spiritual wickedness (or wicked 
spmts) in highplaces;" and V. 1 1; 1 Chron.xxi. 1 ; Psalmcix. 6; Zech. 
jii. !,, 2; Jude9; particularly Matt. iv. 1 — 11, "Then was Jesus led 
up of the Spirit into the wiliierness to be tempted of the devil," &c. 
Lukexxii. 31, "And the Lord said, Simon, Simon, Satan hath 
.desired to have you that he may sift you as wheat." And compare 
Re.T. xii. 4,5,9, 13, 17; Luke viii. 3U, 31, " And Jesus asked him 
saying. What is tby name? And be taid, Legion: because nwmy 
devils were entered into him. And Ihey besought him that he woold 
not command tbera to go out into the detp." Here we find the 
devils besought Christ that be would not cast them into the deep, at 
this time. " The deep," or ahyis, (from the original " abussos,") 
certainly is the same as the bottomless pit in Rev. xx. 1,3, because 
it is the same word in borh places ; in which abyss they know they 
are to be cast and bound down during the millennium, at the second 
coming of Christ; andthey dreaded lest he had now come to execute 
this sentence upon them, and thus were afraid that he had come to 
punish them '^before the time," by then casting them out of the 
world into " the bottomless pit." (The same word — " abussoi" — 
is used in chap. ix. 1, and there translated " the bottomless pit," 
from whence the locusts came; and again in chap. xvii. 8, from 
whence the infidel beast ascended.) See the parallel passage, 
~ Mark i. 34; Luke iv. 41; and Acts xix. 15. 
.31; xiv. 30; xvi. 11; Ephes. Ji. 2; Acts xvi. 
20j lCor.v.5; vii. 5 ; 2 Cor. ii. 11; xi. 14; 
and iii. 5 ; " lest by some means the tempter 
have ternptcd you and our labour be in vain." See John xiii. 
2, 27; Ephes. iv. 7; 2 Tim. ii. 26; James iv. 7, "Resist the 
devil and he will flee from you." Rev, ii. 10, "The devil shall 
cast some of you into prison." 1 Cor. x. 20, 21 ; Rev. sx. ] — 3. 

Now, if proof be wanted that the devil and his angels well know 
that they have but a limited period permitted tbem to rule over this 
world, and over the souls and bodies of men, and that that period ef 
dominion is a short one compared with the eternity of punishmeat in 
store for tbem ; and that their rage is therefore the greater, beii^ 
that of mad despair, see Rev. xii, 12, " Therefore rgoice, ye heanen*, 
and ye that dwell In them. Woe to the inhabiters of the earth and 
of the sea ! for the devil is come down unto you, having great wrath, 
becaase he knoweth that he hath but a short time." And Rom. 
xvi. 20, compared with Gen. iii. 1.5; Heb. ii. 14. Then MMt. 
xiii, 39. But for/arMer proof that the period is short, which, since 
Christ's ascension, is permitted to Satan and his angels to have 
the dominion of this world, namely, the period of our Lord's absence 
till he come again, to cast out Satan, and take the kingdom and 
goveniiJLent of the renewed hearena and earth unto himadf, see Hdi. 



. viii. 29; 



X. 37 ; " For yet a Utile while and he that shall come will come, 
and will not tarry :" here it is called a " little while." Also In John 
Tvi. 16, 17, 22, " A little uikile,!mA ye shall not seeiiie: and again, a 
little while, and ye shall see me, because I go to the Father ;'' also 
Lake xviii. 8 ; also ReT.iii. 11, "Behold! I come quickly i" and 
in chap. xxii. 7, 12, 20, it is thrice repealed ; and Phil. iv. 6, " The 
Lord is at hand; and James v. 8. " The coming of the L6rd draweth 
■nigh." See also 2 Peter iii. 8, 9. Though scoffei's should mock at 
the Lord's delay (" who is long-suffering to us- ward, not being williQ°; 
that any should perish "}, yet in the mind oi* God a thousand yearii are 
but as a day, there being no tjme, nor divisions of time, in the eternal 
mind. But this text may convey another meaning, specifying the 
exact length of the period of our Lord's absence, and of the ages of 
the world before and after the flood; and in wAicft sense many of the 
learned Jews, and early christian fathers understood it, viz., a day- 
being put for, or symbolical of, a thousand years, referiing to the six 
days of creation; the seventh day of rest, or sabbath, being put for 
the fnillenniaJ rest, or as it is I'endered in the margin, " the keeping 
of a sabbath" which remains for the people of God." Heb. iv. 9. 
Thus they believed the ages of the world would be six thousand 
years from the creation, to the second coming of Christ, to reign in 
glory on this renewed earth, during the remaining seventh, sabbatic 
Tnillenary, mentioned in Rev. xx. 4, 

1 would here make a few further observations in proof of two dis- 
tinct places and states of punishment of the wicked, the present 
being in " hades," or the invisible world, the/afwre to be viable m 
this earth, even near Jerusalem, according to Isai. Ixvi. 24, which, 
I think will throw a light upon the expressions of our Lord in Matt. 
V. 29, 30, " And if thy right eye offend thee, pluck it out and cast it 
from thee ; for it is profitable for thee that one of thy members 
should perish, and not that thy whole body should be cast into hell," 
&c. It is evident that our Lord is here treating, not of the present 
place of torment into which the wicked enter at death, because he 
speaks of their uiAo/e body being cast into AeW(" Gehenna") ; and in 
the parallel passage in Mark ix. 43, 48, it is added, " into thejire 
that never shall be quenched — where the worm dieth not, and the fire 
is not quenched" Now we know that the soul is separated from the 
body at death, and the body moulders in the grave; therefore the 
body is not cast into this unquenchable fire ; and the soul, being 
purely spiritual, cannot be cast into, or be in any way affected by, 
material fire. Much ambiguity has arisen by not observing two dis- 
tinct places of punishment, and by applying these and similar words 
of our Lord, to the present place of punishment at (}eath : some 
maintaining that the unquenchable fire is a figurative expression, 
others, that it is literal ; some also asserting that the " vihole body," 
and the different members spoken of, are ako figurative ; others that 
they are to be understood literally, but not explaining how the body 
can be in two places at once — in the grave and iu the fire: others 
endeavour, on the other hand, to remove this difGcuIty, by Baying, 
that this casting of the body into unquenchable fire, will take place 
at the last or genera! Judgment, but that the soul is cast into a fire 
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Jigurudvely, at deatii; thus these last refer one. part of tlie tamt 
passage to the present state and place of torments, and the other 
part to the same place of torment at AfulTire period. But all these 
difficulties vanish at once by understanding our Lord's worda literally 
and truly, and that he is referring to the last or general judgment 
of the wicked, when they shall arise, and being reunited to their 
bodies, shall be acfua/^^ cast alive body and soul into that real, 
material fire that never shall be quenched, — into that future hell 
of everlasting fire, -prepared for the devil aud his angels, here 
called " Gehenna," the only name appropriated to the place of 
future and eternal punishment throughout the Scriptures. The woid 
" Gehenna" is derived from the Hebrew " Ge*Ainno7«," hterally, 
" the valley of Hinnom," another name for the valley of Tophet, (see 
Jer. xix. 6), which is an absolute proof that this Tophet, or valley 
of Hinnom, mentioned in laai. xxx. 33, -uiill be the future hell, or 
place of punishment of the wicked, as our Lord uses no other word 
but " Gehenna," as the appropriate name of the future place of 
torment. It was in this valley of Hinnom, near Jerusalem, cbil' 
dren were cruelly sacrificed to Molech, 2 Chron. xxiiti. 6- This 

Klace was also called Tophit (2 Kings xxiii. 10), alluding, ag 
is supposed, to the noise of drums {lovh signifying a drum] 
there raised to drown the cries of the helpless suffering infants, 
As in process of time this place came to be considered an emlilem 
of hell, or the very place of torment reserved for the punishment of 
the wicked, the name " Tophet '' came gradually to be used in (Aw 
sense, aud at length to be confined to it. Thus we have a farther 
proof from these passages and expressions of our Lord, Matt. v. 29, 
30, Kviii. 8, 9, Mark ix. 43 — 48, that the present state and place of 
torment in the invisible world, are totally distinct from that^uftire 
place and state of punishment called " Gehenna," which will be 
after the last and general resurrection and judgment,~~a place ap- 
pointed to remain uisii/e during the millennial reign, near Jerusalem; 
aud into this the infidel beast B.nd false prophet are cast alive, at the 
ftcijiiininfr of the millennium, and also those yeto notoriously wicked 
ones, who will arise at that time, see Dan. xii. 2 ; and this Gehenna 
will contiiiue visible throughout the everlasting age that follows ; for 
in Isni. Ixvi. 24, we read, " They," that is the righteous, " shall go 
forth (from Jerusalem, see v. 20, 23), and look upon the carcases of 
the men that have transgressed against me ; for their worm shall not 
die, and their fire sli^l not be quenched: and they shall be an 
abhorring unto alljlesh." Perhaps the same place of punishment is 
alluded to as being without the city, in Rev, xxii. 15, " Without are 
dogs, and sorcerers, and whoremongers, and murderers, &c., com- 
pared with chap. !£si. 8, where this place without is identified witi 
" the lake which burneth with fire and brimstone, which is the 
second death." It is then to this future visible hell that our l^nl 
exclusively alluded, because we find in Isai. Ixvi. 24, the very phrase 
which he thrice quotes in the passage in Mark ix. 44, 46, 48, viz. 
" Where theworm dieth not, and the fire is not quenched." Obserre 
again, the wicked are finally cast with their " whole body into hell," 
Matt. V, 29, 30, into " the fire that never shall be quenched." Mark 
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ix. 43, 48. And if we ask. In what place will this fire be ? our Lord 
answers the question by saying. It will be there "w/iere the worm dieth 
not, and the fire is not quenched." That is, in this verif place near 
Jerusalem, wliere Isaiah says " the worm shall not die, neither 
shall the fire be quenched." That this will be in the valley of 
Tophet, see Isai. xxx, 33, " For Tophet is ordained of old; 
yea, for the king h is prepared; he hath made it deep and 
large : the pile thei'cof is ^re and much wood t the breath of 
the Lord, like a stream of brimstone, doth kindle it." " The king 
is the Assyrian, in v. 30, who is a type of the inMel king ; the 
antichrist — the beast, in Rev, xix. 20, who, with his /«/«e prop Ae^ 
is to be cast alive into this Tophet, or lake of fire. The reason 
for having this hell visible near the earthly Jerusalem is fully 
assigned by the prophet Isaiah in tiie passage we have been treating 
of (Ixvi. 24), namely, that " they shall be an abhorring unto all 
fiesh." This awful sight of the hatefulness and misery of sin, and 
God's righteous vengeance against it, producing this abhorrence, 
may have a powerful, and, perhaps, indispensable efficacy to pre- 
serve the righteous in a state of holy obedience, not only during 
the millennium, but throughout the subsequent everlasting age of 
felicity and glory on earth ; for Isaiah says the fire shall not be 
quenched, and their worm shall not die ; as our Lord also says, and 
calls it an everlasting fire prepared for the devil and his anE;eIs, 
Matt. XXV. 41, 4(3; xviit. 8; iii. 13; Mark iii. 29 ; Isai. xxxiii. 14. 



CHAPTER XX. 



At the end of the millennium there shall be a great apostacy, 
which shall be brought about by the malice and influence of 
Satan, who shall then be loosed from his prison for a little season ; 
but this terrible defection, and rcbellioa against Christ and his saints 
shall be but of short duration : it being the last desperate struggle 
of Satan, ere he and his apostate crew are finally subjected, and 
bound down for ever in the lake of fire and brimstone, — (for fire shall 
suddenly come down from heaven and utterly destroy them). See 
Rev. XX, 7 — 10. " And when the thousand years are expired, 
Satan shall be loosed out of his prison, and shall go out to deceive 
the nations which are in the four quarters of the earth, Gog and 
Magog, to gather them to battle ; the number of whom is as the sand 
of the sea. And they went upon the breadth of the earth, and com- 
pasted the camp of the saints about, and the beloved city : and fire 
came down from God out of heaven, and devoured them. And the 
devil that deceived them was cast into the lake of fire and brimstone, 
where the beast and the false prophet are, and shall be tormented 
day and night for ever and ever." The beloved city mentioned in 
V. 9, is the city of the New Jerusalem, which ia described in chap. 
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xxi. 2, as coming down rrnm God out of heaven. In ti. 10, wefini! 
that Satan is to be ca.st into the lake offiie and brimstone, no mirt 
to be loosed (fherein the infidel beait and false prophet hl>A pft- 
viottsly been cast alive, at the beginning of the millennmni, xix. 20.) 
and tbere " shall be tormented day and night for ever and ever." 
Satan had been styled the " prince of this world," John xii. 31 ; iit. 
80, and " the prince of the power (or dominion) of the air," Ephea. 
ii. 2 ; vi. 12, " For we wrestle not against flesh and blood, hal 
agaiilst principalities, against powers, against the rulers of the 
darkness of this world, against wicked spirits in high places." 
From these passages, it is evident, that Satan and his ajigels hold 
their seat in this earth, and its atmoaphere, which is, and ever has 
been, under theit usurped dominion, since the fell of our first 
parents. It is a mistake, therefore, to imagine (as I have ob- 
Mrved in the former chapter) that the devil and his angels are at 
pretenl in " gehenna," the lake of fire and brimstone, or in someftr 
diahzn^ place of pnnishment; for their prescni abode (called Tar- 
tarus, 3 Pet. ii. 4) is no other than (Aw very earth and iti atmoaphere: 
It is not till after thie Jtnal apostacy, at the end of the millenninm, 
that they shall be cast mto " gehenna," or the lake of fire and brim- 
atone. See 2 Pet. ii. 4, the place in which Satan and his angelsare 
reaened till the last or general judgment, after the millennium, (called 
" Tartarus " rajn-niiroc in the Greek, from the verb " roprcipriw")isira- 
properly translated " Ae/i." " For if God spared not the angela that 
sinned, but east them down to hell (Tartarus), and delivered them 
into chains nf darkness, to be reserved unto judgment," &c. And 
in Jude we have this view confirmed, for in v. 6 we read, " And the 
angels that kept not their first estate, but left their own habitation, 
he hath reserved in everlasting chains unto darkness, unto the judg- 
ment of the great day." They are reserved at present in ever- 
lasting chains MnWdarABeis(in this ^iresenf evil world, which is their 
Tartarus, and of which Satan is the prince, John xiv. 30) until the 
judgment of the great day, already treated of in Rev, xx. 10', 
where it is said, Oiat after the apostates are destroyed, " the devil 
that deceived them was cast into the lake of Are and brimstone, 
where the beast and false prophet are, and shall be tormented day 
and night for ever and ever." Thisj/enero? judgment of the ^reo* 
day is fully described in the remaining five verses of this same ssth 

We also find a further confirmation of the above in 1 Cor. xv. 24, 
25, 27, where it is said " then coraeth the end." that is, the end of 
the millennium, " when Christ shall have put down all rule and all 
(.uthority and power ; for he must reign till he hath put all enemies 
under his feet; andinRev.xx. 7 — 10, before quoted, we see this decree; 
and promise executed by the final, and eternal ejection of Satao', 
" his principalities and powers, and rulers of the darkness of tki$ 
world," into that place of "everlasting fire prepared for the devil 
and hia angels" (Matt. XXV, 41); '^theiake of fire and brimstone," 
and for which eternal abode Jude also says they are reserved. 
■ I would quote in this place a passage, written by an etninent 



(heologian of the pre«entday, relative to the iVew Covenant, which 
aeems rationally and scripturaily to explain how this last great apos- 
tacy will be brought about, and thus to remove all the difficulty from 
this subject, and apparent coBtradictioD to the blessed doctrine of 
ih&Jinal perseverance of the saints, which has perplexed the ablest 
commeataiora. " The oW covenant varied in circuraslancea at divers 
times : the new apparently will be divene in kind to those under it : 
to,wit-T74he first resurrection will be kings and priests, neither marry- 
ing nor having descent, but. always having access into the holiest. 
The Jews will be in the covenant, they and their seed's seed for ever ; 
inheriting the land of their fathers, and being the chief ol nations. 
These two stales will be indefectable and immutable. Thirdly, Sodom 
and Samaria are spoken of in a state different from Judea (Ezek. 
3tvi.61). It appears that the natioit,s of the earth will be in' a 
state oi Adamic purity, preserved also from the temptations of Satan. 
Possibly some of these may be converted (or turned) from the (false) 
Bupposition of their being able to stand in their own sufficiency, and 
will be united to Christ, as the headof sustentation; but others, who 
stand in their own strength, will display their necessary mutability, 
by immediately falling away upon Satan being loosed," 



CHAPTER XXI. 



The millennium terminates with the apostacy treated of in the 
preceding chapter, and this apostacy is immediately followed by the 
Imt oT general resurrection and. judgment of the dead, small and 
pre^t, see Rev. xs. 5, 1 1 — 15, " But the rest of the dead lived not 
a^D until the thousand years vi^k finished." " And I saw a great 
white throne, and him that sat upon it, tivm whose face the earth and 
the heaven fled away ; and there was no place found for them. And 
1 saw the dead small and great stand b«fore God, and the books 
■were opened; and another book was opened, which is the book of 
iife; and the dead were judged out of those things which were 
written in the books, according to their works. And the •ea gave up 
iha dead which were in it; and death and hell {hades) delivered up 
the dead which were in them : and they were judged every man 
according to his works. And death and hell were cast into the 
lake of fire : this is the second death. And who^ioever was ikot 
found written in the book of life was cast into the lake of fire." In 
this general resurrection will arise all the wicked who have died up to 
that period, and those righteous sigoamers, Jews and G!entiles, who 
may nave died during the niilleniuni : iif any of these righteous are 
to he subject to death ; for, they may be changed into immortality, 
as the hviiig saints are to be at the second advent) ; the wicked will 
rise to an eternity of misery, and, after judgment having been passed 
upon them, will be cast into that everlasUng (ire prepared for the- 
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devil and his angela, wliich is the second death; ihese rightwja 
shall rise lo inherit incorruplion, immortality, and glory, in the 
vfv) heavens and new earth, and to join tlieir brethren in Christ, as 
fellow-citizens of the New Jerusalem, the holy city, that had come 
down from God out of heaven. 

I would observe, that as this last or general resurrectioa will not be 
exclusively of the wicked, but also of those righteous Bojaumeis, pro- 
vided any of them may die during the millennium ; so the Jirtt 
resurrection will not be exclusively of the righteous, because some 
few of the most notoriously wicked sinners will also arise along with 
them, that they may become a visible, living montt.nent of the dt- 
formily and misery of sin, and a visible warning to mankind of the 
righteous judgment of God. See Dan, xii. 2, where the first resurrec- 
tion of the righteous is treated of, and which are the " many " that 
sleep in the dust, that shall awake to everlasting life. " And many 
of them that sleep in the dust of the earth shall awake, some to ever- 
lastiug life, and some to shame and everlasting contempt." And here 
we are assured, that some of the wicked shall awake at the same ftnu 
lo shame aud everlasting contempt, these wicked ones being an ex- 
ce^^ion to those who are called the "blessed and holy" who rise in the 
Jirst resurrection, as their especial privilege. This is further confirmed 
by referring to Isai.xsvi. 19. " Thy dead (wen) shall live, together with 
my dead body shall they arise. Awake and sing, ye that dwell in the 
dust : for thy dew is as the den of herbs, and the earth shall cast out 
the dead." The prophet is here treating of the^rsf resurrection of the 
saints, who are called in this verse " thy dead men" — aad " my 
dead body " (Christ's mystical body), but at the end of the verse it is 
said, " the earth shall cast out the dead." In the Hebrew, the word 
rendered tlie dead is " rephaim," and is often translated " giants," 
Josh. xii. 4; xiii. 12; xv. 8; xvii. 15; xviii. 16; Ist Chron. xx. 
4, 6, 8. As a proper name, the rephaim were a race of giants, not 
only in stature but in wickedness, in Canaan; and are first men- 
tioned in Gen, xiv. 6, and described as being gigantic as tha Anakim, 
and called by the Moabites "amim," wUich aiesjia " terrible ones," 
Gen. XV. 20 ; 2 Sam. v. 18, 22. But the word " rephaim," which 
we have translated " the dead," is rendered in the Greek of the 
Septuagint by the word denoting " the wicked." We have thisalso 
further confirmed by referring to Isai. xiv. 9, where it says " Hell 
(or skeol or hades) from beneath is moved for thee to meet thee at 
thy coming : it stirrelh up the dead for thee, even all the chief ones 
of the earth, it hath raised up from their thrones all the kings of the 
nations." The word here rendered the dead is the same word 
" rephaim," as, in chap. sxvi. 19, and means as we have stated above, 
the giants, or the wicked. Here then we find the chief or most 
notorious of these rephaim, or wicked ones, are stirred and raised itp 
from hades, the place of departed spirits; and in verses 19, 20, it is 
said that the king of Babylon (called king of Bahylon in v. 4, and 
the Assyrian in v. 25, — a name used as proper to all Israel's enemies, 
whether of Assyria, Babylon, or Media; and he is a type of the per- 
noital infidel Antichrist, as I have already observed, in page 6S) shall 




be cast out of his grave ; and in ver. 16, it is said, that " they that 
see thee shall narrowly look upon thee (after he is ctufoufofhis grave, 
or risen Jrom the dead) and consider thee, saying, Is this the man 
that made the earth to tremble, and did shake kingdoms? that made 
the world as a wilderness, and destroyed the cities thereof?" — ^Thus 
we find, that this notoriously wicked king shall arise from his grave, and 
become a liinug momiment of the misery and deformity of sin, and 
of the wrath of God. But if we refer to Isaiah Ixvi, 24, we shall have 
this point fully confirmed and established, in my humble opinion. — 
" And they shall go forth and look upon the carcasses of the men that 
have transgressed against me : for their worm shall not die, neither 
sliall thrir^re be quenched ; and they shall be an abhorring unto all 
flesh." Here we find that the place of punishment of these terrible 
oftendera shall be visibly displayed, and they themselves shall be an 
abhorring to all flesh, to all these Ao/y people — sojourners, of t\>e differ- 
ent naliotu of the earth, who come up to worship the Lord at Jeru- 
salem {as mentioned more particularly in Zech. xiv. 10; viii. 19 — 23). 
By referring to Mark ix. 44, 46, 48, we find the iame words describing 
the nature and eternity of the torments of these notorious trans- 
gressors, applied by our Lord to the Jmpenitently wicked in general. 
" Their worm dielh not and their ^re is not quenched." It appears 
that this visible place of punishment will be very neqr tlie earthly 
Jerusalem, for the worshippers shall go out from t/ience, and look 
upon the carcasses of these transgressors; and most likely this 
will be in the valley of Tophet, or valley of Hinnom, and is that 
same place of fiery torment ordained of old, mentioned in Isai. xxx. 
33. " For Tophet is ordained of old; yea for the king it is pre- 
pared: (the Assyrian — the type of the infidel king, in Rev. xix. 
20, and xviij. 10, 11:) he hatli made it deep and large : the pile 
thereof is jJre and much wood ; the breath of the Lord, like a stream 
of brimstone, doth kindle it." But observe, as was stated in a 
former chapter, this Tophet will be the future visible hell of the 
wicked after the last resurrection and general judgment. This 
valley was the place in which the idolatrous Israelites burnt incense 
to strange gods, and burnt their sons with fire for burnt-offerings 
unto Baal and Moloch, therefore it is said, " Behold! I will bring evil 
Upon this place, the which whosoever heareth, his ears shall tingle." 
Read Jer. xix. 3—6, and vii. 31—33. 2 Kings xxiii. 10. And 
some of these very idolaiors may be among the number of those who 
are thus to be raised from the dead, to become visible living examples 
and warning of God's righteous, vengeance and an abhorrence unto 
all fiesh. I would also remark, that as the infidel beast and the false 
prophet are to be personally cast alive into this same Tophet at the 
beginning of the millennium, and all those who worshipped the 
beast and his image (Rev. xix. 20; xx. 10; xiv. 9, 10), to be 
" tormented in the presence of the holy angels and the Lamb ;" so, I 
conceive, this king of Babylon, or the Assyrian, Isai. xiv. 4, 25, who is 
the type of the infidel beast, will also, after his resurrection, be 
actudlly cast alive into this Tophet, or lake of fire and brimstone, as 
stated in Isai. xxx. 31— 13, and chap. Ixvi. 24.*

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CHAPTER XXII. 

The delivering of the Kingdom lo God the Father, and commence- 
taeni of the Everlasting Age, 
Cii KisT having put down all rule, authority, and power, and all 
enemies under liis feet, even the last enemy — death, then comelh the 
end of the milleimtal reign, when he ehall deliver up the kingdom to 
God the Father, aiid the-Son himself become subject unto H im, that 
God may be all in all. " Thencometh the end, when he shall Aatie 
delivered up the kingdom to God even the Father j when he ihidl 
have put down all rule and all authority and power. For be miut 
reign till he hath put all enemies under hia feet. The last enemy 
that shall be destroyed is death. For he hath put all things uqJei 
hit feet. And when he saith all things are put undei him, it is 
manifest that he is excepted which did put all things under him. 
And when all things shall be subdued unto him, then shall the SoQ 
also himself be subject unto him, that put all things under him, that 
God may be all in all." What the nature is of this delivering up of 
the kingdom to the Father is not revealed, and I believe no man on 
earth can tell; at least, none can give a/u?Z aiirf soiis/acfory ex- 
planation of this mystery. However, this we do know (because it 
is clearly revealed), that the kingdom to be given up to the Falhei 
at the end of the millennium, will be the everlastijig kingdom vf 
heaven and slate of beatific glory and blessedness of Christ and tu 
saints, and will be perpetuated for evermore on this very earth, 
which will then, with all things therein he perfectly renewed, and 
completely restored to all paradisiacal perfection and felicity, and 
shall continue to l>e the everlasting, residence, the eternal heaven of 
the saints, and of the God-man Jesus Christ, in his glorified human 
nature. The millennial reign was only ^preparatory state of Cffsn 
parative blessedness, to usher in, and lead into this consuvmale 
state of beatific glory and felicity. That this eternal state and king- 
dom is to be continued everlastingly on this renewed earth, is fur- 
ther evident from Rev. xxi, 2, 3, &c., for the New Jerusalem (the 
residence of Christ and his glorified saints), the city which comei 
^own from God out of heaven to this earth, at the beginning of the 
millennium, is never said lo return or depart ^ain from this earth ; 
but, on the contrary, it may be inferred, that Christ and his gloiified 
saints ace to reside therein for evermore, see verses 3, 22, 33, ^nd 
iiat the kings of the earth shall bring iheir glory and honour into it, 
and the glory and honour of the nations, see verses 24, 26, (com- 
pared with Psalm Ixxxvi, 9, & cxxxvii. 4) which phraseology clearly 
intimates that the holy city from heaven is still to abid? on this 
earth, and its gates shall be open all day, v. 25, and in chap. ill. 12, 
it is expressly said, that the glorified asiaia who inhabit th^ city sh^ 
go no more out ; and chap. xsii. 5, that " they shall reign for etfor 
and ever." And at chap. v. 10, it is said, that this everlasting reign 
shall be on this (^renewed^ earth. Also, Matt. v. 5, the prqn^ue 
lattsi chaptorB, which could not well be avoiJed by th« aulhar, who waa non) 
aniiouB (o tdifv, Ihnn to study elegaace of comiioaition, wliicb would be qniW 
in compatible with Uiia naissariln liternl st^loof ct 
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ia given by our Lord, that the meek shall inherit ike earth, and 
especially, Bee Psal.xxxvii. 9 — !1, where it is aUo said, that " thev 
*ho wait on the Lord shall inherit the earth," and that the wicked 
shall not be, and his place shall not be found on this earth in that 
day, though it be diligently sought for ; for the righteous atone shall 
reign, " The meek shall inherit the earth, and delight themselves 
in the abandance of peace." And in verse 1 8, " The lard knoweth 
the days of the upright ; and their inheVilance shall te for ever," 
Here it is expressly said, that their inheritance (on this earth) shall 
be^r ever. And in verse 22, " For such as be blessed of fiim shall 
inherit the earth, and they that be cursed of him shall be cut off:" 
another proof that there will be no wicked on the earth in this 
everlasting age, but onlj the blessed of the Lord. See also verses 
28, 29. " The righteous shall inherit the land, and dwell thereih 
for ever," &c. Here again it is promised that the seed of the wicked 
shall be cut off, but that the righteous shall inherit the land (or earth), 
and dwell therein/or ever. In tt, 13, it is said, " The Lord shall laugh 
at the wicked because he seeth thathis day is coming." Compare this 
day o( judgment (at Christ's second coming) of the impenitent, — 
the enemies of Christ and his church, when they shall be all cut off, 
with Psalm ii, 4, 5 — 12. Now will be accomplished in that land 
the lonff life so often promised in Scripture, — the blessing annexed to 
the observancs of the fifth commandment, and styled by the apostle 
the first commandment, with promise (Eph, vi. 2, 3 ; Exod. xx. 12), 
a promise never yet fulfilled ; for as yet, pious and dutiful children 
die as joort as (and often sooner than) other children that are wicked. 
Again, respecting the promise that the meek shall inherit the earth, 
see it further confirmed in Psalm xx v. 9—13; Ixitvi. 7— 9, 10, 12. 
Here is the day of judgment again described, the punishment of the 
tOtcJterJ, and the salvation oi \\\emee\nfthe earth. Read attentively 
the following texts, Psalm ii. 5; xlvii.4; cxlix.4i cxxxii. 16,14; 
xxa. 26; cxlvii.2,6; Isai. xi.4; xxix. 19,20; Zeph.ii. 3; Isai. Ix*. 
13; again, see the everlasting kingdom, Isai. Ix. 21 ; Dan. ii. 35, 
" And the stone that smote the image became a great mountain and 
filled the wkole earth :" " and it shall stand for ever :" and v. 44 ; 
chap. vii. 14, 18, 22, 27 : observe inu. 14, thedorainion, glory, and 
kingdom, given to Christ, when all people and nations on the earth, 
shall serve him, " is an everlasting dominion, which shall not pass 
awa^, and his kingdom that which shall not be destroyed :" and 
also in v. 18, it is said that the saints of the Most High shall take 
the kingdom, and possess it for ever, even for ever and ever; and 
iitti. 27, it is expressly affirmed, that this everlasting kingdom of 
Christ and his saints shall be on this very earth, when renewed, be- 
cause it is said to be " under the whole heavens." (To show the 
ineaning of the phrase "under the whole heavens/' see Gen. vii. 19; 
Job xxviii. 24.) Int. 17, 18, we see the four kings, or four kingdoms 
which succeeded each other, were kingdoms or monarchies upon this ' 
werymrtA, viz.the Assyrio-Chaldean, or Babylonian, Medo-Persian, 
Grecian, and Roman ; and in verses 14, 18, 27, we see that the 
fouith kingdom, or monarchy, was given to Christ and his saints; 
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— that they took the fourlh kingdom and possessed it for ever, 
even /or ever ajid ever; consequently this kingdom of Christ and 
his saints, which is the Ji/lh kingdom, must also be on earth. 
Again, if the four successive kingdoms were material and visiiic 
kingdoms on this earth, the fifth and universal kingdora of ChHst 
and his saints, will be a material and visible as well as spiritval 
kingdom on this earth, even a kingdom, not in heaven, but 
under the whole heavens. And for further proof that this ^Jlh 
kingdom will be the universal kingdom of the vikole earth, see 
Zech. xiv. 9 — " And (As Lord shall be king over all the earth: 
in that day there shall be one Ixrd, and his name One:" and 
in ix, 10, " and his dominion shall bejrom sea to sea, andjrom 
T unto the ends of the earth ; " for God is the king of all the 
earth. Psalm, xlvii. 6. See also Zech. ii. 10, 13. That this kingdom 
is everlasting, see Mic. iv, 7, 8 ; Isai. ix. 7 ; see also Psalm Ixsii. 
compared with 1 Kings iv. '20 — 34. Solomon's reign, we observe to 
be a type of Christ's on earth. 

That this everlasting, spiritual, material, and visible kiDgdom on 
earth, is that same kingdom promised to Abraham and his teed 
(or natural posterity) ^or euer, and commencing at the millenniura, 
see Gen. xvii. 7— 9; xxii. 18 ; xii.J.S, 7 ; xxvi.4; (compare Gal. 
ill. 16, where Christ and his mystical body, are embraced in this 
promise) and Acts iii. 25, and vii. 5 ; und particularly read the 'U, 
25, 26, 27 and 28th verses of the xxxviith chapter of Ezekiel. 
This promise to Abraham of the land of Canaan was never fulfilled 
during bis life, (as Stephen declares in Acts vii. 5}, therefore he will 
assurediyarise andwith all hienatural seed, (then converted and holy,) 
and inherit the land, as is absolutely stated in Exod. vi. 3, 4 ; Deut 
xi. 21. Observe Stephen's words, "And He (God) gave him none in- 
heritance in it, no, not so mncli as to set his foot on, yet he pro- 
mised thai he would give it to him ybr a possession, and to his seed 
after him." Acts vii. 5, and see this further confirmed in Heb. xl 
9, 10, 13—16, 35, 39, 40; and xiii. 14 ; also Rom. iv. 1.3, where 
the promise to Abraliam is, that he should be " heir of the world," 
that is, the world lomcome, the new heaven and new earth " m the 
Mori(i (o come life everlasting." Luke xviii. 30; Ephes. i. 21; Heb. 
ii. 5 ; as also in the Niceae creed, " the life of tlie world to come." 

That this everlasting kingdom on earth is the same kingdom 
promised to David and his seed for ever, commencing with the mil- 
lennium, see Psalm csxxii. 11, 14, 17; xxi. 4 — 6; Ixxii. 8, U,I7; 
xlv. 2—7, 17 ; compare Heb. i. 8, 9 ; and Psalm ii. 7—12 ; Jerem. 
xxxiii. 20,21 ; xxxi.31— 37; Luke iii. 32, 33; particularly 2 Sam. 
vii. 12, 13, 16; IChron. xvii. 12, 14; Psalm Ixxxix. 2— 4, 29, 
36, 37, Ezek. xxxvii. 25—28, and xxxiv. 23—36 ; Hos. iii. 5, 

We find from the above passages, that the millennial kingdom 
(which is that kingdom promised to Abraham, and to David, and thar 
seed, natural, spiritual, and physical, for ever) is to be an ever^fin^ 
kingdom on this earth ; and that the millennial (or 1 000 years) reign, 
is only that portion or period of this everlasting kingdom, and the com- 
mencement of it, in and during which the Father has appoiated the 
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Son to vanquish all his enemies, and finally and for ever subclue ihem 
under his feet : accordingly at the »id of this period we find, "he shall 
Iiavep«( down all (hostile) rule, and all authority and power," and 
have for ever cast out sin and Satan, and destroyed the last enemy, 
which is dealk (1 Cor. xv, 24 — 26). In short, thia millennial reign 
(whatever period be meant by the 1 000 years, whether literally a thou- 
sand years or more, — a definite or indefinite period) is but thefce^iin- 
KiwjrofthiseverlEislingandper/eci kingdom, and is a preparatory im- 
perfect state leading into it : and further, this everlasting and perfect 
kingdom on earth, will be the future eternal heaven of beatific glory 
and felicity of Christ and his saints, — the kingdom prepared for them 
from the foundation of the world (Matt. xxv. 34), which it is the 
Father's good pleasure to give his little flock (Luke sii. 32). 



CHAPTER XXIII. 



The everlastin 



n the renewed Heavens 



It has been finally proved, from the passages of Scripture quoted 
in the fonner chapter, that this everlasting kingdom will be ever- 
more continued in this new heaven and new earth. I shall now 
quote other tests, to prove that this earth in its renewed state shall 
never perish anif more hy flood or fire, much less be annihilated (as is 
commonly and falsely supposed); but shall continue in its renewed 
paradisiacal state for ever — never more to be removed, Isai. Ixvi. 22, 
" For as the new heavens and the new earth which I will make, shall 
remain before me, saith the Lord, so shall your seed and your name re- 
main." xlv. 18, " For thus saith the Lord that created the heavens; 
God himself that formed the earth and made it ; he hath established 
it ; he created it not in vain, he formed it to be inhabited (not to be 
annihilateit):! am the Lord, and there is none else." Psalm, civ. 5, 
" Who laid the foundations of the earth that it should not be re- 
moved for ever " Eccles. i. 4, " The earth abideth for ever." 
Psalm xcvi. 10, " Say among the heathen that the Lord reigneth; 
the world also shall be established that it shall not be moved: he 
shall judge the people righteously." Psalm xciii. 1, " The world 
also is stablis/ied, that it cannot be moved." Psalm xxxvii. 29, " The 
righteous shall inherit the land (or the earth) and dwell therein for 
ever." " The saints of the Most High shall take the kingdom, 
(under the whole heaven) and possess the kingdom for ever, even 
for ever and ever." Dan, vii. IS, 27- 



CHAPTER XXIV. 

7^ gathering together of all things in Christ ; and this Earth (re - 
netved) the Court or centre of unity of the everlasting kingdom 
of all Creation. 
Although the greatness and beauty of the universe will be the 

everlasting inheritance of Christ and his saints, yet this very earth, 
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in its renewed paradisiacal state will be the privileged plaee where he 
will eternally fix his court, and which will become the centre of 
unity of the whole kingdom of creation, even the unmeasured king- 
dom of the universe, embracing all worlds and all things therein ; 
for in and by Christ are all things to be gathered together in one, 
both which are in the heavens, and which are upon the earth, even in 
him. See Ephes. i. 10, and Col. i. 20, '' And having made peace 
by the blood of his cross, by him to reconcile all things unto him- 
self; by him, I say, whether they be things in earth, or things in the 
heavens." Again (verses 16, 17), ** For by him were all things 
created that are in the heavens, and that are in earth, visible and 
invisible, whether they be thrones, or dominions, or principalities, or 
powers: all things were created by him, and /or him." Here it is 
said, that as all things in the heavens and in the earth were created 
by Christ, and by him consist, so all things in creation dxefor him, 
and therefore /or his saints also, they being " heirs of God, BJidjoint- 
heirs with Christ, that we may be glorified together'* (with him) (Rom. 
viii. 17); and concerning whom, he says, *' The glory which then 
hast given me I have given them ; that they may be one, even as we 
are one," John xvii. 22, 24. Again, Rev. iv. 11, " Thou art 
worthy, O Lord, to receive glory and honour and power ; for thou 
hast created all things, and for thy pleasure they are and were 
created." Here it is more fully stated, that as all things were created 
by Christ, so all things in creation are/or him — for his pleasure; and, 
therefore, equally for the pleasure of his saints — ^the joint-heirs i&iVA 
him of aW things, yea, even of God himself, who is their inheritance; 
and in Ephes. i. 21 — 23, we find this truth more fully confirmed, 
namely — that Christ as God-man shall hold the sceptre of universal 
dominion, and that his saints, conjointly with him, shall inherit all 
things— 'all creation ; he being specially appointed the Head over all 
things /or his church, which is his body, the fulness of him that 
filleth all in all. But that their kingly and priestly court shall still 
be held on this earth, when renewed, in the New Jerusalem that is 
come down Out of heaven to abide on this earth for etfer, see 
Rev. xxi. 7, where it is further confirmed, *' He that overcometh 
shall inherit all things;** and in chap. v. 10, '* And hast made us, 
unto our God kings and priests : and we shall reign on the earth" 
Tliese verses, 21 — 23, of Ephes. i. are very striking. Here we find 
that Christ is appointed to hold the supreme government of all things 
in heaven and in earth ; not only over the present world which we 
inhabit, but of the " world to come,** the new heavens and new 
earth treated of in Heb. ii. 5 — 8, which is to be put into subjection, 
not of the angels, but of Christ and his saints, as are all things in 
the heavens ; although now we see not yet all things put under 
him" (v. 8). Observe, in Ephes. i. 22, 23, all things are to be put 
under his feet in this everlasting kingdom (and will be put under 
him at the end of the millennial reign), and he is to be the head 
over of all things, not for himself alone y hut for his church, yfho 
will be joint-heirs with him, for they are his mystical body, the 
fiilness of him that filleth all in all. See also Heb. i. 8, 9^ '' But 
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unto the Son he saith, Thy throne, O God, i^for ever and ever : a 
sceptre of righteousness is the sceptre of <% kingdom," &c. These 
verses are applied to Christ, the Son, as God-man, where he is styled 
God; and this everlasting kingdonij or throne is spoken of, ** thy 
Throne, O God, is for ever and ever;' and to this throne and 
righteous sceptre he is appointed by the Father {v. 9), as in Psalm 
i. 65 ** Yet have I set my King upon my holy hill of Zion." Psalm 
ex. and Micah iv. 7, *• and the Lord shall reign over them in Mount 
Zion, henceforth and for ever" This passage (Heb. i. 8, 9) is a 
quotation from the xlvth Psalm, xh^ whole of which is a prophecy 
of the reign of Christ and his saints in the millennial, and during 
the everlasting kingdom, and dominion of all creation ; whilst the 
court, and centre of unity is in the renewed earth. Observe in 
verses 13, 14, the saints are spoken of as all glorious within, with 
ornaments of clothing of wrought gold, and in v. 16, as being made 
princes in all the earth, (Compare Rev. v. 10, and xx. 6.) This 
can only be said of the saints, the church of Christ in the millen- 
nium, and in this heavenly and all-perfect and everlasting king- 
dom, when they are kings and priests unto God, and hold their reign 
with Christ on the earth, as is written in Rev. v. 10. Compare this 
xlvth Psalm with the Ixxiind, which synchronizes with it, both re- 
ferring to the same everlasting, universal, and heavenly kingdom 
of Christ and his saints, with their court on earth, beginning at the 
millennium. See further, Psalm Ixvii ; Ixxxv. 10 — 13 ; xcvi. ; xcvii ; 
observe v. 5, where Christ's presence is described, as " Lord of the 
whole earth,*' " Behold the days come, saith the Lord, and I will 
raise unto David a righteous branch, and a king shall reign and 
prosper, and execute judgment and justice in the earth — and this is 
his name whereby he shall be called, tite Lord our righteous- 
ness." Jer. xxii. 5, 6. " And of the increase of his government 
and peace, there shall be no end, upon the throne of David, and 
upon his kingdom, to order it, and to establish it with judgment and 
with justice from henceforth, even /or ever, Tlie zeal of the Lord of 
Hosts will perform this." Isai. ix. 7, ** and the Lord God shall 
give unto him the throne of his father David; and he shall reign 
over the house of Jaqob /or ever ; and of his kingdom there shall be 
no end," Luke i. 32, 33. (And that this is a personal reign of 
Christ, on David's throne, see Micah iv. 7 ; Dan. vii. 13, 14 ; Zeph. 
iii. 15, 17—20; Zech. ii. 10, 11—13; and xiv. 3—5 ; Rev. xx. 4.) 
Isai. Ix. 19 — 22 ; Rev. xxi. and xxii. throughout : and also Psalm 
Ixxii. I -—19, " And blessed be his glorious name for ever : and 
let the whole earth be filled with his glory ; Amen and Amen." 
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As reference has been repeatedly made throughout this work to 
the testiraoDy of the fathers of the primitive church, 1 have thought 
it necessary to make quotations from some of the earliest of theta, 
from the Jirst to the tkii-d century ; and also from some of the re- 
foTTHETS, and fathers of the church of England. 

Doctor Burnett, in his " Theory of the Earth" has so ably 
written upon this subject, tliat 1 shall make some extracts from his 
work, and from other authors. He says, " You have heard the 
voice of the prophets and apostles declaring the future kingdom of 
Christ ; next to these the primitive fathers are of good authority. 
Let us therefore now inquire into their sense concerning this doc- 
trine, that we may give satisfaction to all parties ; and both those 
that are guided by Scripture alone, and those that have veneration 
for antiquity, may find proofs suitable to their inclinatioua and 
judgment, 

" And to make few words of it, we will lay down this conclusion. 
That the millennial kingdom of Christ mas the general doctrine of 
the primitive church, from Ike limes of the apostles to the Nicene 
Council, inclusively. St. John outlived all the rest of the a.postleB, 
and towards the latter end of his life, being banished mto the Isle 
of Pathmos, he writ his Apocalypse, wherein he hath given us a more 
full and distinct account of the millennial kingdom of Christ than 
any of the apostles and prophets before him. Papias, bishop of 
Hierapolis, and martyr, and one o( St. John's auditors, as Irenaus 
testifies, taught the same doctrine as St. John. He was the familiar 
friend of Polycarp, {another of St. John's disciples, who also was a 
decided millennarian, and supposed to be the asje/, or bishop, of the 
church of Smyrna, to whom our Lord, in the Apocalypse, addressed the 
second of the seven epistles), and, either from him, or immediately 
from St. John'* mouth, he might receive this doctrine. That Papias 
taught it in the church is agreed on all hands, both by those that 
are his followers, as IrcBneus, and those that are not well-wishers to 
this doctrine, as Eusebius and Jerome. 

" There is also another channel wherein this doctrine is tradition- 
ally derived from St, John, namely by the clergy of Asia, aalremeus 
telU us in the same chapter. For arguing the point he shows that 
the blessing promised to Jacob from his father Isaac was not made 
good to him in this life, and therefore he says, " without doubt those 
■words had a further aim and prospect upon the times of the king- 
dom (so they used to call the millennial slate) : tohen the just, rising 
from the dead, shall reign, and when nature, renewed and set at 
liberty, shall yield plenty and abundance of all things, being blest 
with the dew of heaven and a great fertility of tlie earth. Accord- 
ing as has been related by those ecclesiastics or clergy who saw 
St. John, the disciple of Christ, and heard of him what our Lord 
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the fountain head. The Cbristian clergy receive it I'rom St. Joki 
and St. John relates it from the mmitfi of our Saviour. Jerome and 
Eusebiua affirm of Irenceus, that in particuli 
article in the symbol or creed of the churches in his lime, that Christ 
shoald come to restore all things (Acts iii. 90, 2 1 ). And in book v. 
chap. 2S and 30, that at the end of six thouaanil years would be 
tlic sabbath of rest (Heb. iv. 9), when the Lord wiil destroy the 
reign of antichrist, put the Justin possession of the kingdom, and 
restore the promised inheritance to Abraham (Gen. xii. 7 ; juii. 14 — 
17, compared with Acts vii. 5). They also affirm of Irenseus, that 
he believed in the thousand years* reign of Christ on earth, accord- 
ing to the letter of the Revelations of St. John. Irensus was 
bishop of Lyons. 

" So much for the original authority of this doctrine as a tra- 
dition, that it was Uom. St. John, and bj/ kim from Christ, And, 
as to the propagation and prevailing of it in the primitive church, 
we can bring a witness beyond all exception, Justyn Martyr, con- 
temporary with Irenieus, and his senior. He says, " that himself 
and all Ike orthodox Christians of his time, did acknowledge the 
resurrection of the Jiesk, and a thousand years' reign in Jerusalem 
restored, or in the New Jerusalem. According as the prophets, 
Exekiel and haiah, and others, attest with common consent. As 
St. Peter had said before. Acts iii. 21, that all the prophets had 
spoken of it." Then he quotes the Ixvth chapter of Isaiah, especi- 
ally the following verses: " Behold, 1 create new heavens and 
a new earth, and the former shall not be remembered nor come 
into mind : but be ye glad for ever in that which I create ; for 
behold I create Jerusalem a rejoicing, and her people a joy," &c. ; 
which chapter is a bulwark for this doctrine that can never be broken 
down. And to show Trypho, the Jew, with whom he had this dis- 
course, that it was the sense of our prophets, as well as of theirs, he 
tells him, that" a certain man among us Christians, by name John, 
one of the apostles of Christ, in a revelation made to him, did pro- 
phesy that the faithful believers in Christ should live a thousand 
yeart in the New Jerusalem ; and after that should be ike general 
resurrection and Jinal judgment." Thus you have the thoughts and 
sentiments of Jusiyn Martyr, as to himself; as to all the reputed 
orthodox of his time ; as to the sense of the prophets in the Old 
Testament; and as to the sense of St. John in the Apocalypse : all 
conspiring in confirmation of the millenary doctrine." 

" The learned Mede, treating of this affirmation of Justyn, that all 
orthodox Christians in his time did believe a •millennium, observes 
as follows : " if we except the primary and fundamental articles of 
our faith, perhaps all antiquity does not furnish us with a stronger 
testimony than this to the truth of any Christian doctrine. What a 
presumptive argument have we here in favour of its being ajMsioli- 
citl, m that it was received by all orthodox men at a time so near 
the apostles, when highly credible it is. that many were then living 
who hoard the truth from their mouths." 
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'' To these three witnesseSy Papias, Irenaus, and Jutiyn Martyr, 
we may add two more within the second age of the church ; Melito, 
bishop of SardU, and ;S^. Barnabas, or whoever was the author of 
the epistle under his name. In this epistle, which is considered 
authentic, speaking of Grod Almighty's finishing his work in six 
days, and resting on the seventh and sanctifying it, he says, *' Con- 
sider, my children, what this signifieth. The meaning of it is thb: 
In six thousand years the Lord God shall bring all things to an end ; 
for with him one day is as a thousand yearsy as himself testifieth : 
Behold, this day shall be as a thotisand years. Therefore, children, in 
six days, (t. e.) in six thousand years, shall all things be accomplished. 
And whereas it is said, He rested the seventh day, it meaneth this: 
When his Son shall come and abolish the time of the wicked one 
and judge the ungodly, and shall change the sun and moon and the 
stars, then he shall gloriously rest in that seventh day " (or 
seventh millenary). He adds, lastly : ** Thau shall sanctify it with 
clean hands and a pure heart. Wherefore we are greatly deceived, 
if we imagine that any one can now sanctify that day which God 
hath made holy, without having a pure heart in all things. Behold, 
therefore, he will then truly sanctify it with blessed rest when we 
(having received that righteous promise, when iniquity shall be no 
more, and all things shall be renewed by the Lord) shall be able to 
sanctify it, being ourselves first made holy." 

'* And in respect to Melito, he is thought to be the angel of the 
church of Sardis, to whom St. John directs the epistle to that 
church. Rev. iii. 1 : but I do not take him to be so ancient. How- 
ever, he was bishop of that place, at least in the second century, 
and a person of great sanctity and learning. He writ many books, 
as you see in St. Jerome ; and, as he notes out of Tertulliany '* was 
by most Christians considered a prophet,*^ He was also a declared mil- 
lenarian, and is recorded as such both by Jerome and Gennadius." 

'* By this short account it appears that the millenary doctrine was 
orthodox and catholic in those early days. For these authors do 
not set it down as a private opinion of their own, but as a Christian 
doctrine, or an apostolical tradition, Tis remarkable what Papias 
says of himself respecting his way of learning these doctrines (for he 
was a disciple of St, John), in his book called '' The Explanation of 
the Words of the Lord.'* He says in his preface, " He cftrf not follow 
various opinions, but had the apostles /or his authors. And that he 
considered what Andrew, what Peter said ; what Philip, what 
Thomas, and other disciples of the Lord: as also what Austion, 
and John the senior, disciples of the Lord, what they spoke. And 
that he did not profit so much by reading books, as by the living 
voice of those persons which resounded from them to that day.** 

" St. Jerome gives us this account of Papias in his work (De Script. 
Eccles.) And to the same efiect Eusebius records the words of 
Papias (Eccl. Hist, iii.) : " Nor will you be sorry, that, together 
wiUi our interpretations, I commit to writing those things which I 
have formerly learnt from the elders and committed to memory. 
For I never (as many do) have followed those who abound in words. 



but rather those who taught the p^uth ; noT those who taught 
certain new and unaccustomed precepts, but those who lemembered 
tlie commands of our Lord, handed down in porabies, and proceed- 
ing from truth itself. But if at any time I met with one who bad 
been conversant with the elders, from hira I diligently inquired what 
were the sayings of the elders. , . . For I thought that I could not 
derive so great profit from the reading of books as from the conver- 
saiion of men yet surviviTig." " The elders who had seen St. John, 
the disciple of our Lord, taught concerning those times (the millen- 
nium), and said, ' The days shall come when the vine shall bring 

forth abundantly and corn in like manner and all 

other fruits and seeds and herbs after their kinds ; and all animals 
using those kinds of food which spring from the earth, shall become 
peaceful and harmonious one to the other, being perfectly obedient 
to man. But these things are credible only to those who havefnith. 
That then Judas, the betrayer, not believing, and asking how such 
fertility should be brought about by the Lord; our Lord said, 
' They shall see who come to those times.' And of these very times 
Isaiah prophesying saith, ' and the wolf shall dwell with the 
lamb.' " (xi. 6.) 

" Among the traditions thus collected from the elders by Papias, 
stands that concerning the marvellous fertility of the earth during 
the millennium, which has been made the subject of so much pro- 
fane criticism: but some of these reverend doctors would surely 
have spared their unhallowed levity bad they known that it was re- 
corded by Papias as a discourse of our Lord, handed down bp John 
the Evangelist. 

" I shall now quote a remarkable testimony from St. Hermes, (sup- 
posed to be the Hermes mentioned by St. Paul, Rom. xvi. 14,) from 
his book styled the Pastor, or Shepherd, a work venerable for an- 
tiquity and authority, and held, with the Epistle by Barnabas, in the 
early ayes of the primitive church, in reverence next to the canoni- 
cal Scriptures, and publicly read in the assemblies of the Christians: 
for the authenticity of them I refer to Archbishop Wake's treatise 
called " The Genuine Epistles of the Apostolical Fathers." 
St. Hermes describes the present state of the world, and the 
future blessed state of the church, in divers visions and similitudes, 
which may be styled divine parables. Among others is that of a 
monstrous beast, which had on its bead four colours ; black, a 
blood-red, gold, and white ; the interpretation of which was given 
to him as follows; "The black which thou sawest denotes the 
world in which you dwell ; the fiery and bloody colour signifies, 
that this period of it shall be destroyed by fire and blood : the 
golden part are ye who have escaped out of it ; for as gold is tried 
by the fire and made profitable, so are ye in like manner tried who 
dwell among the men of this world. They therefore that shall 
endure unto the end, and be proved by them, shall be purged. 
And as gold by this trial is cleansed and loses its dross, so shall ye 
also cast away all sorrow and trouble, and be made pure for the 
building of the tower." (He alludes here to another of bis visions 
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wherein the tower signifies the glorified church or New Jerusalem.) 
" But the white colour denotes the time of the world which is to ootne, 
in which the elect of God shall dwell, because tha elect of God 
shall be pure and without spot unto life eternal." In the third 
book or chapter, alluding to the building of the same tower, he gives 
the interpreter's words as follows: " As therefore thou bast seen, 
that, after the rejected stones were cast out of the tower, they were 
delivered to evil and cruel spirits ; and thou beheldest the tower bo 
cleansed, as if it had all been made of one stone; so the church of 
God when it shall be purified, (and the evil and hypocrites, the 
profligate and doubtful, and all that have lived wickedly, shall be 
cast out,) it shall become one body, and there shall be one Kuder- 
standivg, one opinion, one faith, and the same charity. And then 
shall the Son of God rejoice among them, and shall receive his 
people with a true good-will." 

" We now proceed to the third centui-y, where we find Tertullian, 
Origen, Victorinus (bishop and martyr), Nepos ^gyptius, Cyprian, 
Lactantius, Clemens Alexandrinus, contemporary with Tertullian, 
&c. ; all openly professing, or implicitly favouring, the millenary 
doctrine. 

" TeTtullian, in his book gainst Marcion the heretic, has the 
following striking passage, which I find translated to my hand by 
Hanmer in his View of Antiqmiy : — " We confess (says TertuUian, 
Book iii. Adr. Marcion, c, 124,) that a kingdom is promised to us 
on earth, before the heavenly one, but in another state (of the world), 
viz. after the resurrection, for a thousand years, in a dty oftUvine 
mirkmanship, the New Jerusalem, coming down from heaven, &c. 
This, we say, is provided of God for the saints, at their resurrection, 
(thejirkresurrection)tobethere refreshed with all spiniuaigood things, 
in recompense of those things which in this world we have either 
despised or lost. For it is a righteous thing, and worthy of God, 
that his servants should exult and rejoice where they have been 
afSicted for his name's sake." There are other clear testimonies to 
the purpose in his book styled ' De Resurrectione Cnrnis,' and in 
that of ' AdversttS Herrnagenem.' It was the usage of the jtrimiiive 
church, at least in Tertullian's time, and mentioned by that eminent 
father, for Christians to pray, ut partem haberint inprimd resur- 
reetioTie," — that they might have part in the /rj( resurrection. 

The next testimony is from Origen, which we shall quote from his 
13th homily of Jeremiah. " Whoever (says he) shall continue in 
the regeneration, shall have a part in the^rsi resurrection. But 8S 
to those who are reserved to the second resurrection, they are snch 
sinners as stand in need of the baptism of fire ; wherefore seeing 
these things are so, let us lay the Scriptures to heart, and maJie 
them the rule of our lives, that so being cleansed from the defilement 
of sin before we depart, we may be raised up with the saints, and 
have our lot with Christ Jesus." 

" As to the two bishops, Viclorinus and Nepos, St. Jerome vouches 
for them as Milleuarians. Cyprian was Tertullian's admirer, and 
inclines to his opinions concerning the millennium, particularly for 



« 



his period of six thousand years, and making tJie seventh millenary 
the coKstimmtttioa of all, which is wholly according to the analogy 
of the millenary docLtine." Cyprian died in marlyrdora, 

" But LactatttiiiS doesopenly aadprqfiisely teach this doctrine in his 
Divine Institutions (book the seventh), and with the same a^urance 
that he does other parts of the Christian doctrine ;" — " wherein he 
asserts tvio resurrections according to the Apocalypse, and discourses 
at large upon the reign of the saints upon earth, which he calls ' the 
Ihoiuand years of the heavenly empire when righteousness shall reiffri 
on earth.' He saith in his Divine lostttutions, * Because all the 
works of God were finished in six days, it is necessary that the 
world should remain in this state six ages; that is, six thou- 
sand years.' And again, ' Because havbg finished the works, he 
rested on tJie seventh day and blessed it, it is necessary that at the end 
of the six thousandth year, all wickedness should be abolished out qf 
the earth, and justice should reign foe a thousand years.' He saith, 
' When the Son of God shall have destroyed injustice, and shall 
have restored t/ie just to /i/e. He shall he conversant among men a 
thousand years, and shall rule withmost just government. Atthe 
same time the prince of devils shall be bound with chains, and shall 
be in custody the thousand years of the heavenly kingdom, while 
justice shall reign in the world, test he should attempt any evil against 
the people of God.' He saith, ' When the thousand years of the 
kingdom, that is seven thousand years, shall draw towards a conclu- 
sion, Satan shall be loosed again ; and when the thousand years 
shall be completed, then shall be that seconcf and ^u6/ic resurrec- 
tion of us all, wherein the unjust shall be raised to everlasting tor- 
ment ;' and having enlarged on these topics, he concludes, ' This 
is the doctrine of the holy prophets, which we Christians follow, this 
is our wisdom.' In short, the doctrine of the millennium was ge^ 
nerally believed in the three first and purest ages ; and this belief, as 
the learned Dodwell hath justly observed, was one ^rinci/ia jcause of 
the fortitude of the primitive Christians ; they even coveted martyr- 
dom, in hopes of being partakers of the privileges and glories of the 
martyrs in the first resurrection." Lactantius speaks o^ propagation. 
in this new kingdom, not among the saints who shall be raised from 
the dead, but among the nations who shall be converted, and who 
are found living at the second advent of Christ, — among those con- 
verted Jews and Gentiles who are still jnortal and sojourners, but to 
whom the blessing of longevity shall be bestowed, as in Isai. Ixv. 
20 — 23, where the person dying a hundred years old shall only be 
considered a child : and ' as the days of a tree will be the days of 
my people.' Lactantius says, " they shall abundantly multiply, 
and beget a holy generation (Isai. Ixv. 23), dear to God (as Adam 
would have done had he not sinned). But as to the resurrection 
saints ; these shall lead a more heavenly life, preside over the others, 
and neither marry nor be given in marriage, but be as the holy 
angels." Book vii. c. 24. This b agreeable to our Lord's words 
io that emphatic passage in Luke xx. 34 — 36. 

We would now mention Clemens Alej:andrinus who was conlem- 



poravy with TertuHian, because he takes notice of the millenary doa- 
trine, that " the seuenift day hath been accounted sacred, both by the 
Hebrews and the Greeks, on account of the revolution of the world, 
and the renovation of all things. And giving this as a reason why 
they kept that day holy ; seeing that there is not a revolution of the 
woNd every seven days, it can be in no other sense than as the teventh 
day represents the seventh millenari/, in which the renovation of the 
world and the kingdom of Christ are to be." 

Thus far the testimony given by the fathers of the Jtrsl, second, 
and third centuries of the church. We shall now refer to one of the 
most important testimonies, inasmuch as it is that of the whole of 
the orthodox fathers at the beginning of the fourth century, " The 
Nicene council was about the year of Christ 1325, and we may rea- 
sonably suppose Lactantivs was then living, at least he came within 
the time of Constantine's empire. But, however, the fathers of 
that council are fAeinsefces our witnesses in this point ; for ia Eccle- 
siastical Forms or Conilitations, in the chapter about the providence 
of God, and about the world, they speak thus; 'The world was made 
meaner or less perfect, providentially; for God foresaw that man 
would sin : wherefore we expect nem heavens and a new earth, ac- 
cording to the holy Scriptures, at the appearance and kingdom of 
the great God and our Saviour Jesus Christ. And then, as Daniel 
says (chap, vii. 18,) the saints of the Most High shall take the 
kingdom, and the eojt/i shall be pure, holy, the landof the litnng, 
not of the dead ; which David foreseeing by the eve of faith, cries 
out (Psalm xxvii. 13), ' IbHlevsto aeethegood thing:sof theLordin 
the land of the living,' and as Our Saviour says, ' Happy are the 
meek, for they shall inherit the cariA' (Matt. v. 5). And as the 
prophet Isaiah says (xxvi. 6), ' the^eei of the meek and lowly shall 
tread upon it.' " 

" The above form of doctrine sanc/iwicrf by Ike council of ^ice, on 
the authority of the sacred Scriptures, appears as strong a testimony 
as any ecclesiastical authority can give to the sense of the Scriptures, 
in favour of the millennium, or at least of a happy triumphant state 
of the church on earth, wherein the saints shall have a blessed in- 
heritance under the reign of Christ our Saviour, which is all that is 
here contended for. It is here very observable, that this doctrine, 
thus transmitted to us, stands upon the same authority as does that 
of the Nicene creed ; and that this council interprets that promise 
of our Saviour, that the vieek shall inherit, or possess the earth, into 
a confirmation of, and identity of sense with, the same prophetical 
declarations to be found in many places of the Psalms and Prophets. 
—See in particular. Psalm xxxvii. 11, 18,22,29, 34; kix. 36,37; 
cx!vii.6: cxlix.4; Isai.Ki.4; xxvi. 6 ; xxix. 19. 

This testimony of the council of Nice is a confirmation of, and 
identity of sense, with the latter clause in the Nicene creed {both of 
which rest upon the same authority, being written at the sc 
' — " I believe in the life of the world to come,' which is to be 
under subjection, not of angels, but of Christ himself. Heb, 
Luke xrfii. 30, respecting which state of new heavens and new i 
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Christ promises his disciples, who have forsaken all Tor him here, 
ihiit they shall receive manifold more in the present time, and in tlie 
world to come life everlasting. This is also the sense of St. Chry- 
sostom's prayer in the liturgy of the church of England : ' Grant as 
in this world knowledge of thy truth, and in the world to come life 
everlasting.' 

St. Jerome is the next to whom we shall refer, who flourished to- 
wards the end of the/ourth cmtury, and although no friend to this 
doctrine, yet he durst not condemn it, as he himself testifies — 
" Which doctrines though we do not follow, yet we cannot condemn, 
because many of our churchmen and martyrs have aftirmed these 
things." And again he says, that " not only those of his own sect, 
but a great multitude of other Christians, did agree with Apoilinarius 
(who was a Milleuarian) in that particular." 

We shall now quote the following testimony from Augustine: 
" Nunc diviiii judicii ultimum diem dicimas, id est, novissimum 
tempus, — Certe ammm victrices gloriosissimorum muTtyrum, omnibus 
doloribus ac laboribus superalis alque finitis, poslea quam mortalia 
membra posuerunt, cum Christo utiqne regnaverunt, et regnant donee 
fiiiiantur mille anni, ut poslea receptis etiam corporibus jam imruor- 
talibus regnant, — Dum mille attnis ligatus est diabolus, sancti 
regnant cum Ckristo etiam ipsis mille annis eisdem sine dubio, et 
eodem moda intelligendis, td est, islo jam tempore prioris ejus 
advent &s." 

Doctor Burnet having referred to the testimonies of the philoso- 
phers of all ages in proof of th&fiiliire renovation of the world, says, 
" We may add the testimonies of the Christian fathers, Greek and 
Latin, ancient andmodera; I \ril\ give- yon a bare list of them. Among 
the Greek fathers, Justyn Martyr, Ireneeus, Origen, the fathers of 
the council of Nice, Eusebius, Basil: the two Cyrils, of Jerusalem 
and Alexandria; the two Gregories, Nazianzen and Nyssen; St. 
Chrysostom, Zacharias Mitylenensis ; and of later date Damascen, 
(Ecumeaius, Eutkymius, and others. These have all set their hands 
and seals to this doctrine. Of the Latin fathers, Teriullian, Lac- 
tanlius, St. Hilary, St. Ambrose, St. Austin, St. Jerome; and many 
later ecclesiastical authors. These, with the philosophers, before- 
mentioned, I count good authority, sacred or profane; which 1 
filace here as an outguard upon Scripture, where our principal force 
ies. These three united and acting in conjunction, will be sufficient 
to secure this^rst part, and to prove our first proposition, which is 
this : That after the conflagration of this world, there will be ntio 
heavens and a new earth, and that the earth will be inhMted.'' * 

The following is a testimony from Martin Luther relative to the 
literal acceptation of the citg — the new Jerusalem, which is to come 
down from God out of heaven, at the time of the first resurrection, 
to be the abode of the immortal and glorified saints, during the mil- 
lennium. — " Luther (as we have it in the epitome in folio of all his 
works) expecteth three worlds (or ages), the original or _first worltK 
The legal world, to the end of the Old Testament. The evangelical 
■ We may also add. that many of these Cbiisdau fathers held the dooUiae of 
the rmgn ef CJtrul and Ma saints therein. 



world, ever since tlie coming of Christ ; and he intimales a fourth, 
quoting Heb. xiii. 14, calling it a city (according to Apocalypse, 
chap. xxi. throughout), as the same apostle, Heb. ii. 5. calls it 

' olKouiilrriv fiiWoirray {the world, or age, to come), signirying the 
state that shall he at the resurrection of the just (or the^rs( resur- 
rection (Rev. sx. 5', Luke xiv. 14, 15), which Luther, upon the ivth 
chap, of Genesis (torn. I), thus ar^uelh ; ' From Abel (saith he) we 
form a strong argument; if there were none which took care of us, 
after this present life; Abel being slain, had not been inqHcred 
after; but God injaiVed after Abel, when he was taken away out of 
this life ; he will not forget him, but keep him in memory, and asks 
Where is he? (Gen. iv. 9.) Therefore God is ' the God of the 
dead,' that is, therefore, the dead also live, and have God taking care 
of them in another life. The vnwortky guest (Matt.xxii. 11 — 13) ia ex- 
communicated. And God inquires not after slaughtered sheep or 
cattle." 

" That the doctrines of the millennium were held by many of the 
reformers may be seen in their works, and that they were the doc- 
trines of the church of England immediateh/ after the Reformatimi 
is very evident, as we shall prove from the catechism of King Ed- 
ward VI. This catechism was published in Latin, by royal autho- 
rity, in the last year of King Eldward's reign (1553), after hehiKi put 
it into the hands of some of the bishops and other learned men for 
their perusal and examination, as appears by the king's letters pre- 
fatory to it, which begin thus:—" Cum brevii et cxplicala cote- 
ckismi ratio, d pio rptodam et erudito viro conscripla, nobis ad coy- 
noscenduni offsrrelur, e/us pertractationem et diligentem inquiHtio- 
aem qitibusdam cpiicopi's at aliis eruditis commisaim-ui," Arc. The 
jpassage is taken from the exposition of the second petition in the 
Lord's prayer, and. is as follows, ' Scholar. — In the second part we 
require that his kingdom come, for as yet, we see not all things 
brought under subjection to Christ. (Psalm ex. 1,3; 1 Cor, xv. 
26—27 ; Ephes: i. '22 ; Heb. ii. 8 ; Psalm viii, 4—8.) We see not 
the stone hewed off from the mountain without hands (or work of 
man), which also bruised and brought to nought the image which 
Daniel describeth (ch. ii. 34 — 45), that the only Rock, Christ, may 
Obtain and possess the dominioii of Ike whole world, granted him of 
hia Father (Dan. vii. 1 3—27 ; 1 Cor. x. 4 ; Matt. xvi. 1 8.) Anti- 
christ is not j/fi( slain (Dan. vii. 10, 11 ; 2 Thess. ii. 8 — 10; Rev. 
xix. 20). For this cause do we long for and pray that it may at 
length come to pass, and be fulfilled, thai CArist alone may have 
the dominion, and may reign with his saints according to God's 
promises (Rev. xx. 4) ; that he may live and be Lord in the woild, 
according to the decrees of the holt/ gospel ; not after the traditions 
and laws of men, nor pleasure of worldly tyrants. 

' Master. — God grout that hia kingdom maj/ come, and that 
speedily.' 

" Again, treating on prayer, it is said, ' There followeth the_^rs( 
part of the Lord's prayer, wherein we requite, that not only we, but 
also all other whatsoever, may in holiness, honour, reverence, and wor- 
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ship his name.' Then follows the second part of our Lord's prater, 
which we have already quoted from lliia catechism. Tlie same cate- 
chism treats of the end of this world, according to ita present form 
and constitution, to which will succeed the new heavens and the new 
earth, when (saith the book) will be, as it is called in Scripture, 
the consummation, or perfecting, of the kingdom and mystery of 
Christ, and the renovation of all things ; for it seems agreeable to 
reason that there should be a time when this world shall be Teletued 
fi'om thatetate of corruption and changeableneas to which it is nov- 
subjected through sin, according to the witness of the apostle Peter,. 
in his second Epistle, chap. iii. 15, We look for new heavens tmd 
a, new earth, according to the promise of God, wherein dwelleth 
righteousness ; and according to the witness of the same apostle, 
— The heavens shall pass away like a storm, the elements shall melt 
avray, the earth, and all the works therein, shall be consumed vith. 
fire. The apostle here intimates to us, that as gold is purified by 
the tire, so this world shall be defecated, and redriced to its primi- 
tive perfection by the same means. And in like manner will Man 
(who is called the microcosm, or little world) be also freed from his 
present state of mutability and corruption : thus will this world wear 
a far more delectable and beautiful form, in its rimovalion, for the 
sake of man, for whose use it was at j^rs^ created,' "— — 

" The church of England is in the use of St. Chrysostom's prayer 
to this day, in which we say, ' Grant us in this world knowledge oi 
thy truth, and in the world to come life everlasting ;' (and as this 
writer quaintly says) Most assuredly the good father never thought 
of going into another planet to find this life." 

And the church of England has also the same doctrine, as an 
article of faith, in the Nicene creed, " I believe io the lite of the 
world to come." 

We shall now make a most powerful quotation from Bradford, 
one of the English fathers, (taken from Htchmand's Fathers of the 
JEnglish Church, vol. vi.) which is a striking testimony in favour of 
the millenary doctrines. Bradford (on Horn. viii. 18, 19—25) 
says, " You see that the apostle, in this place to the Romans, 
speaketh of the deliverance of every creature from the bondage of 
corruption, and that to the beautifying of the glory of God's chil- 
dren. This is so manifest that no man can well deny it. It is but 
a simple shift to say that the apostle doth mean in this place by 
every creature, man only ; he is not wont to speak on that sort ; 
neither dare 1 say that the apostle speaketh here hyperbolically, or 
excessively, although some think ao." 

" ■'•• 'This renovation of all things the prophets do seem to pro- 
mise, when they promise new heaoens and a ttrnu earth. For a new 
earth seemeth to require no less renovation of earthly thii^, than 
new heavens do of heavenly things. But these things the apostle 
doth plainly affirm, that Christ will restore even whatsoever be in 
heaven and in earth (Col. i. 20 ; Ephes.i. 10). Therefore methinks 
it is the duty of a godly mind, simply to acknowledge, and thereof 
to brag in the Lord, that tn our resurrection all things shall be so 
repaif^ to eteruity, as fur our bin they were subject to corruption. 



" The ancient writers, out of Peter, have as it were agreed to this 
sentence (2 Pel. iii. 7— 10 — 13; 1 Cor. vii. 31), ' thai the thape of 
ihiB world sKall pass away, through the burning of earthly fire, as it 
was drowned with the flowing of earthly waters.' 

" These be St. Augustine's words, whereto 1 will add these which 
he wrileth" &c. p. 608. 

'■ "• Therefore it is the pari of the godly man, and of one that 
hangeth in ail things vpon the word of God, to learn out of this 
place, that whatsoever corruption, death, or grief, he seeth in any 
thing wheresoever it be, that (I say) he ascribe that wholly unto his 
sins, and thereby provoke lumsclf to true repentance. Now, as soon 
as that repentance coinpelleth him to go to Christ, let him think 
thus : But this my Saviour and my Head Jesus Christ died for my 
sins, and therewJtli, as he took away death, so hath he taken away 
all the labour and corruption of all things, and will restore them in 
his time, wheresoever they be, in heaven or in earth. Now every 
creature travaileth and groaneth leilh us, but vie being restored, 
they also shall be restored : there shall be new heavens, new earth 
and all things new (Rev. xxi. 5). 

" Thus I wish our minds might stay in this genercdity of the reno- 
vation of the world, and not curiously to search wAaiparrt of the 
world shall be restored, and what shall not, or how all things shall 
be restored : much more then 1 would not have us curious or inqui' 
sitive of their place where they shall be, of their action what they 
shall do, or of their properties and such-like ••". He that with 
Irue faith weigheth and considereth these things, will be (as it were) 
swallowed up in God our heavenly Father, that he can never 
admit to yield this curiosity of searching what kind of things shall be 
renewed, and how they shall be renewed, or what state and condi- 
tion they shall be in when they are renewed. These be the things 
of (Ae life to come, wheTeoHhis foreknowledge is sufficient, that all 
these things shall be more perfect and happy than the reach of 
reason is able to look upon the glory of them ; for the eye hath not 
seen, neither hath the earheard, nor can it ascend into man's heart 
to conceive the things that God hath prepared for them, that love 
him." — Richmond's Fathers of the English Churdi, vol, vi, p. 613. 

" Bishop Latimer, in his sermon on 'The Day of Judgment,' thus 
writes ; ' The world was ordained of God to endure, as Scripture 
and all learned men agree, six thousand years : now of this number 
are gone/ue thousand ^ve hundred and fifty-two {pTea.ched in the 
year of our l/>rd 1552) ; so that there is only /our hundred and fifty 
lacking two; and this is but a little time, and yet this time shall 
be shortened, as Scripture plainly witnesseth, for the elect's sakea.' " 
Matt. xxiv. 22. 

" Of the Jewish writers. Rabbi Ketina, as cited in the Gemara, or 
gloss of their Talmud, said that ' the world gndures six thousand 
years, and one thousand it shall be Idd waste (that is, the enemies 
of God shall be destroyed), whereof it is said, ' The Lord alone 
shall be exalted in that day,' Isai. ii. 11.' ' Tradition assents to Rabbi 
Ketina ; as out of seven years, every seventh js the year of remission, 
so out of the seven thousand years of the world, the seventh mille- 
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nary shall be the millenary of reraiaBion, that God alone shall he 
exalted in (ftai day." " It was the tradition of the /umse of Elias who 
lived two hundred years, or thereabouts, before Christ, and the tra- 
dition might, perhaps, be derived /rom Elias the Tkesbile, that ' the 
world endures six thousand years, — two thousand before the law, two 
thousand under the law, and two thousand under the Messiah.' It 
was also the tradition of the house of Elias, that ' the just whom 
God shall raise up (meaning at the Jirst resurrection) shall not be 
turned again into dust.' '' 

" Gcabe, in reference to the millennium observes, ' As to the fact 
it is certain that all the orthodox Christians of the /frs( ages expected 
new heavens and a neuieartft, according to the sayings of the apostles 
and the promises of the prophets, at the second coming of the 
Messiah, to restore them to that state of felicity in which they had 
flourished before Adam's fall. And the greater part not only placed 
this felicity in spiritual blessings, but in temporal also, persuaded that 
then only the earth would be delivered from the curse inflicted upon 
it on account of Adam's sin, and would bring forth an abundance of 
every good thing, without liie labour of man. Which was also the 
opinion of the early Jewish writers, as appears from the sayings of 
the Rabbies, Raymond Martin, Pug. Fid. p. iii. dist. lii. cap. 15i 
and Galatinus, lib. x. cap. 4. To which I add the words of Rab. 
Dav. Kimchi on Hos. xiv. 7. They shall revive as the corn, ' tliat 
there shall be a change of nature in the wheat, when the Redeemer 
(Messiah) comes.' He understands the change, as if there shall not 
benace«jifi/in thattimetosow corn, because it shall produce s^ion- 
taneoasly, like the vine, &c. And this opinion concerning the 
ferlHiiy of the earth, and the cAanje throughout the wAofe of nature, 
beyond all doubt Papias also, and those elders favoured, who trans- 
mitted to posterity the words cited by Ireneem as uttered by our 
Saviour." — To these words of Grabe we may add the observation of the 
venerable head of Magdalen (Boulh's Reliquse Sacrte) : " As to the 
source of this opinion concerning the renovation of the earth, which 
Jbrmerly spread far and wide, and even now continues among many 
theologians, Grabe has shown that it was held formerly by the early 
Jews*. Moreover Mosheim has shown (Stac. iii. ^ 38, p. 721), that 
the Chiliasts (as the mtllenarians were anciently called) existed 
among Christians be/ore the time of Papias." 
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I sliuU now make a quotation from ' Morison's key to the first four 
books of Moses ' (author of the Scripture Dictionary), an admirable 
woi'k, but now out orpiint. On the first chapter of Genesis, he sap 
— " It was a very Reneral opinion among the Jews, and has been 
adopted by many since, that when the Psalmifit says, one day it 
with the Lord as a thousand years, Psaltii xc, there is an express 
reference to the days of creation, which are as a thousand years of 
the new creation (or the kingdom of providence and grace during 
the ages of the world). This appears to be much supported by 
the manner in which the text is quoted, 3 Pet. iii. 8, where it u 
adduced as a proof that the Lord is not slack concerning his promise 
of coming ^ain to restore a new heaven and earth, wkervin dtvetletk 
righteousness. Although we will not vouch for the accuracy of 
every point, it may prove u^ful as a key to those who wish to trace 
the subject farther, to mention, 

" I. That as the evening and morning distinguished each of the six 
days in the_^rs( creation, so we will find every evening and morning 
of the nevi creation marked in like manner at every thousand years. 
Thus, the entrance of sin and death with the light of the gospel, 
were the evening and morning of t\te _first day, ov Jirst tkonsand 
.years. Tlie universal wickedness of mankind, the deluge and 
.destruction of Llic old world, with the deliverance of Noah, and the 
: renewal of the covenant of grace to him, were the evening and 
morning of the second day, or second thousand years. The world 
sunk in idolatry, and the calling of Abraham, with the covenant 
renewed by God to him, were the evening and morning of the 
third day, or third thousand years. The gross departures of the 
. house of Israel after tlie gods of the nations, and the sure mercies 
- covenanted to David and to Solomon, were the evening and mora- 
tng of iha fourth day, or fourth thousand years. Darkness filling 
the earth, and gross darkness the people, before the light which 
God had prepared, a light to lighten the gentiles, and the glory of 
his people Israel, began to spring, and the springing of that light 
were the evening and morning of theffth day, or fifth thousand 
years. The darkness of antichrist, and the angel flying through 
the midst of heaven preaching the everlasting gospel, were the 
evening and morning of the sixth day. And lastly, the infidelity 
and wickedness of the latter days (in which we now live), with the 
ushering in of the Sun of righteousness in the morning of the retur- 
reclion, will bring in the evening and morning of the seventh day, 
or seventh thousand years, which God h?.th sanctified and set apart 
for the refreshment of his people, the Cnie sabbatism of the people of 
God (Heb. iv. 9). 

" 2. A very great similarity may be traced in the works of the cor- 
responding days of Jirst and second creation. Thus, the jfrsi day 
produced light to this lower world ; and this, we see, previous to 
the sun being placed in the heavens. In like manner the promised 
seed of the woman beamed light into the hearts of Adam and his 
guilty family ; and the spreading of his light by Abel's sacrifice, 
Enoch's translation, Ac, seems to have been the principal work of 
God in his new creation during the first thousand years. On the 
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aTnn'i (lay we find ihe sejiaralion of Uie waters (Ijeing a si/mbol of 
peoples and nations, Rev, xvii. 15) by tlie firmament; and in tlie 
second thousattd years we nol only find the separation by the Hood, 
but o most awful separation between the (oiij of God and children 
of men.. On the third day we find earth and seas distinguished. 
In like manner, in the third millennium, we h&vc tlieaeparalionof the 
church of God from the world, which began in the calling of Abra- 
ham, and is carried on in the history of his posterity. In a word, 
the history of the tkird thovsand years, or third millennium, namely, 
from Abraham to David, is pretty amply related, and is an obvious 
narration of God separating the spiritual seed from the seas, or 
collected people. In this day the herbs in the church, or garden 
of God, were planted. On the/oiir(A day the two great lights were 
planted in the heavens; namely, the kingdom and church of Chriat, 
established before God as a light before him in Jerusalem, under 
David and Solomon. This was the lamp ordained for God's 
anointed ; the sun which was afterwards to be turned into dark- 
ness, and the moon into blood. On the yJ/iA day the waters pro- 
duced the great whales, and the fish of every kind. And in the 
_^/lh millennium life appeared, bringing forth abundantly among the 
nations ; and at the same time the great leviathan, Ike antichrisliait 
kingdom, was the peculiar work of this millennium. In the sixth 
day beasts and cattle were created, and finally man, in the image 
of God, to have the dominion arrer all the works of God. In the 
thirteenth chapter of Revelations we have two appearances of the 
antichristian kingdom, represented first asthe^rea^ fteosi from the 
sea, which we have already seen on the preceding day, and a second 
beast from the earth. Perhaps also the renewed light of Christianity, 
over what in Scripture figure may be called the earth, maybe in- 
cluded in the work of this day. But,- lastly, on the seventh day, 
or seventh thousand years (whereof the sabbath is a type, see Heb, 
iv. 9, — mai-ginal reading, ' a keejAng of a sabbath'), l\ie finishing^ 
work of the creation of God, shall be displayed in the resurrection 
of his elect, who, as they have borne the image of the earthly, are 
now to appear in the divine nature, in the perfect image of the 
heavenly. We know not what we shall be, but we know that when 
he who is our life shall appear, we shall be like him, Man, who 
forfeited the proper dominion over this lower world with which he 
was invested, shall now be restored to it in its ulmast perfection. 
Let the attentive reader pursue the subject closely; he may perhaps 
find more in it than he may be at first aware of," 

On the yiith chapter of Genesis the same author thus writes : 
■' The attentive reader will find important edification by attending 
to the numbers and periods in this chapter. 

" 1. ' After jeoea days I will bring a flood upon the earth.' The 
seveji days behoved to be completed liefore the flood came, and the 
seven days of the new creation will be complete before God's jfimi 
judgment shall be executed, 2. The flood continued /or (y days, 
during which time the church of Christ was tossed upon the waves ; 
corresponding with the/or(y years Israel wandered in the wilderness ; 
the forty days of Elijah's fast ; the forty years of David's tossed 
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Mid afllictcd reign, previous to the peitceuble kingdom or Solomon, 
the son of lest ; the forty days of our Saviour's t^inptalion in llie 
wilderness ; the forty days he went out and in among bis disciples. 
before he was taken np from among tliem ; and many other similar 
typical periods. 3. Noah lived six hundred years, o-nd in the six 
hwidred and JiTtt year entered into the ark- So shall the church 
of God Hubsifltsix thoiitand years, aod i» the six thwuand and Jirii 
year, shall the family of Noah find rest on the mountaio of Ararat ; 
for we are told, chap. viii. 13, ' h came to pass in the six hundred 
and^rstyear, in the jfrif month, andjfnt day of the moiitli, Noalt 
removed the covering of the »rk,' &c> Was ifaa written to make us 
chronologlsls ? No: it was wrKten that vre through {xttience and. 
comfort of the Scriptures imgkt have hope.' Let every man judge- 
for hitt^lf: the writer of these thoughts may appear singu4ai in bi» 
views, but he feels a firm and confident persuasion, that the iix dayi, 
six sevens, six centuries, and six thousand yean of the church's 
worldly duration being finished, on the ^rsf day of the following 
period, very early in the morning, as it draws to the last sabbatism, 
Noah's whole family, tbe spiritual house of Christ, shall enter iulo 
rest, and the covering over the face of all flesh shall be removed. It 
is not improbable that as the Jiood came towards the end of ihe 
six hundredth day of Noah, so at the end qf ihe sixth niiUeaniani, 
the church shall experience what Daniel ' calls, a lime of trouble, 
such as net'er was, since there was a natiou' (chap. xii. 1, and 
Matt.xxiv. 21, Rev. xvi, 11 — '21). This period is elsewhere called 
' the day at vengeitRce,' and of which it is said, that except those 
days Bhoutd be shortened, no ilesh could be saved, but for the elect's 
sake these days shall be shortened." (Isai, Ixiii. 4 ; xsxiv. 3 ; Ixi^ 
2 ; and Matt. xxiv. 22.) 

I would here observe, of this period of six thouiand years (ia the 
words of another writer) "five thomand eight hundred and (&irfy- 
(Aree have passed away according to the commonly received chro- 
nology, leaving one hundred and sixty-seven years from this preient 
time (1829) to complete the aixlb millenaiy, that is, to the com- 
mencement of the seventh or millenary of rejiassion, in which 
Christ's kingdom shall be established on earth. That the sixth 
miUenary shall not be permitted to ruo to its close, but shall be an 
imperfect period, is evident, and a divvie truth ; for our Lord says 
of the last perilous days of trouble of thi^ sixth millenary, ' Except 
those days should be ^Aorfened, there should be no flesh saved; but 
for the elect's sake, those days shall lie ihortened.' (Matt. xMr. 
21, 22)," But how few, or how mtmy of these days shall be shovt- 
ened we know not, tlierefore it is vain lo speak of the very year bO 
Christ's appearing from chronological dates of Scripture; and, more- 
over, asDr. Burnet says, " the(exact)chronology of the world, whether 
sacred or prophane, is last ; till providence shall please to retrieve it 
by some new discovery ; — for the Greek, the Hebrew, and Sama- 
ritan copies of the Old Testament, all materially differ in respect to 
the age of the world. The Septuaginl making the distance from the 
creation to the flood six hundred years more than the Hebreitt text." * < 
* Since writing the sbors, tliu lutboc hu aiea > Terj leuned anii ibts tieatiav J 
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Dr. Buratt further states, that the doctrine of the aex-viUh 
duraiiun of the world, and the seventh sabbatical millenary, was lield 
by all the followingancient worthieB, viz. St.BaTnahas: St. frenaas; 
Hippoiytus Martyr, a disciple of Irenceus; Laclantius; Si. Cy- 
prian,- ^t. Jerome; Sl.Austin; {C.DA.ZO, c. 7.) Johannes Dama- 
scerttts—De Me Orthodox^; and the author at ihe questions and 
answers, ad Orthodoxos, in Justin Martyr ; al«o St- Hilary; Anas- 
tasiut Sinaita; Sanctut Gaudentius ; Q. Julias Hilarion ; Jumltus 
Africanus; Jndorus ffispatensis ; Cassiodonis ; Gregorias Mai/nus ; 
and others.

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"3. The manner orhandlins this subject in tliis book appears to bs 
with piety and modesty, learning and jvdgment, industry and 
variety: variety of divine matter, excellent reading, choice Scrip- 
tures, and opening of scriptures; out of all which ariseth much 
preKCiit light, many liints to more light, quickening occasions to 
further searches and discoveries ; so that this book is in one, a 
well-grovm orchard, and a nursery of truths . 3. The opinions which 
the Doctor holds forth in this book, cannot be expected to have a

Behold the nature of 
the new earth, and the description of its spirituality ! It shall be 
as pure gold for its solid simple substance, and for its shining glory ; 
It shall be as pure glasse, for its transparency, clearnesSe, ajid > 
thorough lighlsomnesae, (Rev, xxi. 21 — 23.)
